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A PITIFUL CASE OF WRONG TREATMENT.

The ifmoranc^ and carelessnpss of some physicians respecting the 
mouth and ti'ttli is ajipalliiifr. Tho lack of dental ednonlion in the 
mediral fiirrii'iiliun is tlio cniisf nf tlie nnpardonablo it,'noraii''t> of so 
many jvliysii'iiin^ as to lioth pliysiolo^ii: niul patholonif iMiniiilitms of 
till' 11HH1II1 Si. nil- ptiysifians cvi'ii lack ordinary "coiiiinon-si'nsc" and 
tlii's.- ph\si< iiins when tiny arc oallod upon by patients to trrat some 
affection of the mouth would only remember this one thing ''remove 
the cause" or if they be conscientious enough to Bend these cases to 
the dental surgeon we would not find sn many victims whose faces 
bear the marks due to their (the physicians') treatments. 

Here is a case which is ind* . i] a sad one: 

In May. a yonnff man t ;dhd at my office, his fac,> atnl head 

Were s^vafhed an)iiiid with a lot of bandages stuck throupli with half 
a dozen safety pins. lit- was supported, for he could hardly stjiml on 
his feet. He gave the following history: 

Six weeks previous to his coming to my office he had a swelling 
in the region of the right upper molars. He consnlted a physician 
who advised him to apply hot poultices to hia face resulting in a fin- 
toloua opening on hia cheek, The opening was treated with flax-seed 
plasters for two weeks. At the end of that time a new al>sce.ss formed 
in the repion of the upper first bicuspid. His eye on the atTected side 
was entirely closi il and the throlibiii!^ pain caused considerable con- 
stitutional disturbances. The physician gave up the case, called an 
ambulance and had the patient removed to the hospital. At the hos- 
pital his head and face were bandaged up and he was fed on ' ' dope pills. ' * 

After being in the hospital for four weeks he was discharged and 
was told to come every other day to have the dressing changed. 

I examined the patient's mouth and found four abscessed roots on 
the affected side. Treatment: "Rcniove thr eanse," T lore off^ the 
bandages from his face then I extracted the ahsi c.ssed roots, prescribed 
a three per cent solution jiyru/.one as a moutli wash. I washed 
out the sinuses with a 1-lOQOO bichloride of mercury soluLiou aud cov- 
ered the openings with iodoform ointments. I treated the patient thus 
every day for seven days and presto I the patient was discharged aa 
estftd.

. This law only recently went into effect and it is evident that num- 
vnim Icfral qnestiona will arise under it and it will probably be necea- 
sHiy for us to secure opinions from the Attorney-General on these points 
Tliero art' as yet no lepjil ruling's under thi^ law. but it would appear 
that the law elearly prevents tin- salf hy tht> pliannarjut of eocaine 
without a written prescription from a ret,'iHtered physician. Your at- 
tention is called to the section 2, sub-division c, which authorizes the- 
■ale to a Uoenaed dentiat by a manufacturer or wholesale dealer in 
drugs, upon a written order. 

If the Department receives later on, a legal ruling on the point 
that.you raise, we wUl be very glad to advise you regarding it

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HYGIENISTS TO HEAR TALK ABOUT TEETH. 

Torest City Teacher to Show Importance of Inspecting Children's Mouths. 

On«^ of tlio cfintrilmtors tu the protrrain of tlii' fonrlti InIiTii;iI ioiml 
f'nnpri'ss on SrliDoI [lyeiftio at Itiiffalo thi' last wct-k in Aii)r'i-'=' 
Miss Cor»ii'lin L. O'Neill. Miss O'XeiU is print-ipal of Marion Si'liool. oiu- 
of the public gnmm&r schools in the Ghetto district of ricvflaiui, Oliio. 
Miss O'Neill's paper will be on the subject of teeth, in particular the 
teeth of her school children, and her discussion will be illustrated by a 
Tnimhrr of living subjects — ^that is, boys and girls vho were in her school 
dnrintr the year of 1910. 

chiUir'-n t'arly in thr year of lI'Oli. wlien thi- Roiinl of Kduratiou Hranted 
porniission for an in(|tiiry to \<r itiadp by Dr. W. (1. Rhrrsole, as chairman 
of the Oral Hygiene Comniitlec of the National Dontal Association. Dr. 
Bbersole desired to see what effect bad teeth had upon the pupils general 
' liealtb and effipieney. His preliminary examination included an inspec- 
tion of the teeth of the 846 children in Marion school, and out of the.se 
846 only tlircf t'liildren wm' fomiii wlmsi' trdli wtTi' in jicrfi rl i-oiidi- 
tioii. Dr. Klu-rsole rcfun-sti'tl that a spci ial class he fornicii for the 
purpose of further observation and study. 

Miss O'Neill's experimental class in teeth was organized in May, 
1910, the children being selected at random from the fourth to the 
seventh grades inclnsive. Her pupils were chosen from among those 
having the greateM number of defects. Among these pupils were some 
of her best scholars, as well as some of her worst. In the wor^ of 
Miss O'N'eill, "The class typi?allr represented the school." 

T)r V.\''T«>\'- llim ixpl;iiii.''l what was to W required of them: (11 
They were to liave their teeth put into perfect condition at no expense to 
themselves. f2) They were to bnish their teeth carefully three times a 
day. (3) They were to masticate their food properly, not using liquid 
with solid food. (4) They were to attend any and every meeting of the 
class railed, and take, from time to time, psychological tests, and were to 
conform to repulntions laid down by a supervisinp nurse. Dr. Gbcrsole 
T>roinised a five dollar noM piece to mcli pnpil who lived up to the re- 
quiri'ments, and tlie ehildn-n were each i^W.-n a fMollihriish and a plain 
drinkinfT cup. 

In the course of their instruction the children were told how to care 
for their teeth properly and also how to eat their food according to 
bygienic principles. In September they were assembled again and given 
a test in brushing their teeth. In the meantime two dentists were treat- 
ing the teeth of each child in tlie class. 

Miss O'Neill says at the hefjinninp of the test her school children 
were of various types. There were some who were wi'M-liciia v< ,l. . arricst 
and bright, and there were some who were disobedient, reckles.s and 
troublesome. All in all t^ey were by no means prepossessing in ap- 
pearance. 

"One of the brightest and nicest girls in the class suffered very fre- 
qnently &om sickheadache," she writes. "Most of them had sallow, 
muddy complexions, and three of tbe pupils were on the point of being 

taken into the juvenile court for truancy. One little boy was a candidate 
for the boys' school because of incorrigibility. He was a uuisance in the 



school yard. TIhti- u t-i-i- oMh-is w hit wm' a terror, l)olli iti tlii' srliool and 
OQtaide." As timo. wmt oii. liowovt^r, thfrp was a rhanpe noted. Each 
pupil was closely watched and each pupil, according to Miss O'Neill, 
showed 8 marked improvement. One little girl subject to headaches not 
only was entirely cured, but her mother who followed the directions laid 
down for her flauffhtor, found relief from the same trouble. Speaking of 
her cIhss iih a whole. Miss O'Neill Bays: "('niii[ilfxinii eleared. a spirit 
of selfroapoct and manifest ; truancy and iTicorrigihility in the children 
disappeared." 

Dr. J. E. W. Wallin, psychologist, who has since become director 
of the Psychological Clinic in the Universi^ of Pittsburgh, was chosen 
for the pnrpose of makinsr the psychological tests of the Cleveland rlass 
It was desired to get definite information on the improvemont, if any, 
in the mental efficiency of the sehoiil ehihlreii. Tii a series of six 
teats wiTe (fiven to ascertain standards in memory, ai-euraey of percep- 
tion, rapidity and aeriiracy of thought and spontaneity of association 
and differentiation. Of these tests, two were made before the work waa 
hegnn on the children's teeth, two while the work was being done and 
two a sufficient length of time after the montk had been put into perfect 
condition. 

Regarding these tests, Dr. Ebersole says: "That i iHTea.se in work- 
ing efficiency which occurs usually or rc(?iilarly <iuring the year's growth 
of a '-liild is the only deduction which shimld be made from the figures 
represented in .-onneetion with the report of the class. All other increase 
in workinK . fTn-i.-ncy must be credited absolutely and unequivocally to 
the results obtained by correcting faulty conditions, and teaching the 
ehildren to properly use and care for their mouths. These series of 
experiments, taken on forty public .school children, showed an average 
Jn WMking efficiency of 99.H p,-r cent for the twenty-seven pu- 
pils finishing the test. In addition to those sliown from a physical stand- 
pouit, the increase in health, strength and beauty was so" marked as 
to he consider. d marvelous by tbose who watehed the development of 
results from this work." 

Such is the message Miss O'Neill and her school children will carry 
to the Congress on School Hygiene at Buffalo the last week in August 
when an endeavor will be made by the National Moutli Hvgiene Asso- 
ciation to pouitout the serious nerd of dmtal inspection in public schools

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MOUTH-BREATHIKO A DBSTBtJCTlVE HABIT; 
A nUHX DIBOOUBSE

buman breakdown. Mouth-breathiiip Ims .]rsirnv,l in.,r.. !uvs than 
war, pestilence and famine conibinpcl. Mnnfti-lifiitiiititr is n tTiaiiiffstn- 
tion of a starvil aii.l .■xluiiistcd m rvnus syst.-iii. XtTvoiis aii<l snri- 
giiiii.^ tt'Mip.M-aiii. Mts oir.T tilt' larirrst itumlH-r of vi.-tinis. Though it is 
sai.i that uoiii.-ri are t-'n-at.-r siitT.'nTs from inouili l.reathing than men, 
U is hy no nirans the practice of the weakness of nervouB women only. 
Nations and their doings may be told by this affliction. 

The strength of mouth -breathers leaves them at an ape onee con- 
sidered the prime of life. Even our most capable and hiphlv cultured 
men sin greatly in diaregarding the wond« rful prori-ss of iinriiial, nasal 
breathing. They ignore this moat vital fumtion; they t>f<-o[ii- . x.-e.'d- 
ingly nervous: they depenerate into a mass of fat jiiui hop.-Irssly (,-.■] the 
shortape of th.'ir n<'rvous assets. At this stage they resort to slimiilanta 
and soon b.eonie siav.-s to pleasures, real or imaginary', whieli in turn 
hasten their death, with pyorrhoea as a forerunner. Mouth-breathers 
as a class dread to walk much. Muscular fatigue^ palpitation, ansBmia 
and general debility are the universal complaintB of those that use 
vehicles for very short distancpR. 

The co-partner of Mr-^. Mdiith-hreathiiii: is the di^a':rr..;il>l.. ^^r. 
Snoring. Probably nolliinLr is itinre exaspcratinp to the waki'Tul lihiivid- 
nal than th-' loud, pi-ulontrrd and rliythmical snorinp of a mnnOi- 
breathinp room-mat.'. Hut while moutli-hreatliinp is often aeeoinpa- 
nied by snorinp, it is eliiefly due to peculiar niuseiilar viiirationa about 
the soft palate, when after a prolonged vigilance and restlessness one 
falls asleep from exhaustion. 

A mouth breather is like a burning volcano; both are active so 
long as the interna! fnrees last. The death of each is throuirh exhaus- 
tioTi ; the eternal sleep of onr is due to oxygen starvation, (hf cud of 
the otlirr is due to a similar eausc. This propressive si-lf-di'struidion is 

chiefly prat-ti i in slrep durinp tlie cnbi, <lani|> and foppy lionrs of 

the early morning. It is aggravated while one is in a reeuinb<-nt posi- 
tion, because the onrush of blood to the head swells thr highly vascular 
lining of the nasal cavity and an obstruction to breathing is thus 
formed. Dr. Abemetby, a century ago, said that to be healthy and 
happy one must keep the feet warm, head cool, bowels open; and, I 
would add. the month shut. 

The number of sulTerrrs from moutli bn-.'itliinp irnist In- vast, .indp- 
inp by the art products tlir()iiphout the wni'li]. Mns\ artists iif lal^' \i'ai-s 
depict beauties with ojieii mouths or lip-^ parh'ii •■noutrh to show Un'ir 
teeth. Younp pirls are led to believe that to expo.se teeth is attractive 
and artists thereby make themselves to some extent responsible for this 
baneful picture. But mouth-breathii^ has even infected higher art I 
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The painting "The Duke of Este meditating the death of his wife 
Parisino," by A. Gaataldi, in the Pennaylvania Academy of Fine Arts, is a 
good example. The DncheM Parisina is depicted asleep in her bed- 
chambpr ignorant of the fate whioh threfttens her. The duke. dapK- r la 
hand, stands ready to plunge it into her bosom. The beautiful wife is 
portrayed in her slumber with hfr mouth wide open ! 

Uonth-breathing is one of the factors which canse redaction of 
body-heat We are told that the beat-prodncing tissues are the muscles, 
the brain and the secreting glands. Hence, &i\ habits wliieh tend to 
weaken the workings of the brain or the secreting ginnds should he 
considered as body disord^-rs. And in thp variations and loss of ani- 
mal heat, mouth-breathing as n factor is the most signiticant one, as it 
starves the brain, dries the saliva present lu the month and ftCUtely affects 
the salivary glands by reducing their activity. 

A fall of heat must occur during the abnormal inhalation, through 
the month, nf ;iir invariably cooler than the body temperature. Tliniigb 
this fall of ;iiiirii;il heat is small, tlie diffcrfiice may mean a readier pre- 
disposition to illiit'ss. Many livis could have hi-on s[iared us in the 
hospitals, if there had been fewer raouth-brpathtTs. The ansemia and 
shattered nerves of the patients deprive th< m of their much needed en- 
durance and recuperative powers. In view of the above, it ia surprising 
that intelligent medical men the world over should administer oxygen 
to the almost dying by way of the mouth instr-ad of through the nostrils. 

Moiith-breathinET vir:\m stale air in the sinuses, which in turn means 
infection of tlu- mid. II. ■ . jtr, and of the brain. The violation of this im- 
portant physiological function leads to imperfect taste and defective 
hearing; the hearing on one side is not like that on the other. Poor 
hearing, like poor eyesight and poor teeth go together. A pretty ex- 
travagant price to pay for a bad habit 1 Some day hygienists, physicians 
and dentists will wake to the full realization of this abominable habiti 
Until then, while waiting, let the f ducat ion be spread at the chair, in 
the homo, in school, and in lectures. L. i us interest scientists, eom- 
mtssions and philanthropists so that they may direct their means and 
ctMtrgies to h'aro the true causes which produce these nasal defects. 
Let the governments employ qualified men to preach at every corner of 
the univene Bow to BreatML 

This movenu nt is needed more than any other in the world I In- 
fection through moiith-l)roathing is an item of significance in the cru- 
aade against the "wliite plague." The mas-ses are lamentably uninformed. 
This mstniction the pliysiciau and dentist owe to their patients ^par- 
ticularly the young— who often fail to receive it at home from ^eiv 
most devoted parenU. In connection with thia I wish to say a word 
about the fallacy of the physical instruction children receive while at 
school, and, later, during their college days. 

Nwither the physical direetors in our universities nor the teachers 
in public schools, with possibly few exceptions, devote adequate atten- 
tiou to the objectionable habit of mouth-breathing. I dare say, none 
of them IS fully aciiuaintcd with the evil resulU of even oeoasional 
mouth-breathmg. They know that nasal respiration is the only ririit 
form, but they fail to observe the opeu lips in the majority of their 
pnpiU while directinc the e^ureisea for the davel^ent of mnaelea or

(•xliiuists to rviiinvr* tlio flvirnr dust. Kurthi'rniori'. tln' physirjd ill- 
stnii'tors tlirfniL'luHit tin' States insisti'lilly tell the ehild to inliiile liy 
wtiy of tlie nostrils ;mi] i-xpcl liy way of llie niontli. Wli. rii'i' springs 
tliis moiith-breatluiijr order? AVIiy split tlie normal i>ro.'ess .if lii<;dli- 
ing? Personally I fail to find the least rea.son for sne!i iri:i:i'>nal 
practice which tends to induce motith-breathiug. I might, suggest 
also that most books on this subject, carefully selected and approved 
for tbeir educational value, are grossly defective in this respect. 

A beautiful edited little book, on the subject of breathing, value 
of air. ete.. intended for ebildren, which has just eanie to my nntiee, 
is one that is t\pieal. The only interesting item in the lirst rliapters is 
iitionl the lilaek Hole of ('ideiilla. SejumiiiL' its Jiage.s. I \v,is piiiti 
fully disappointed not to find any slatement hy the .mtlior as to how- 
to breathe properly. Not nnee in tiie whole vohnne do.s there appear 
the word nostrUs, or instruction that the air should he respired throtigh 
the nose! A large number of voice-culture inslruelorH are ilireeting 
their pupils to breathe through the small opening of a quill held ba 
tween the lips. One can not imagine a greater fallacy than auen 
teachings, leading as they do to pi-ievous results. And is not the singer's 
throat time and atraiii in the dnetor's repair shop? 

UleiM-ative follii-nlar pliaiyiiirilis. eoiii im-nly known as rlrrirv 's 
sore throat, likewise the politieians and oraUn- s pi'aetiee of wiil. r drink 
ing are due to improper management of the intake of air; tliey ixeas 
sionally swallow air by way of the mouth; their nasal disturhanees 
disable them Trom securing the full need of air; they talk faster than 
they can properly breathe. The air by way of the mouth dries their 
sjitiva, also th.-ir throat. Thi.s hahit of water drinking while deliver- 
uii! a spe.-.-h i> a piiniicn lu ]<,■ condemned. Greek orators uRe<l to 
sip deniuleent lii|uids fo |.ie\rni hoarseness. But what a betrayal of 
ignorance! T\\>- f ciiiiMMarv r.-li-i' creates but a larger demand only 
to increase the reaetivr ennyrestion. 

"Pharyngitis siea. or dry throat, is one of the most distresning 
result from mouth-breathing. It is especially this variety in wliieb 
the annoyance or symptom known as "hawking" is present. We in 
this eliniate know too well the victim of this disgusting practice of 
liawkinu'. <■<» where we may. in our street-cars, hotels, theutrca 
or any other i>lai'e of puhlie resort. \\<- nevi-r fail to meet this un- 
i'ortuiiate iiulividnal: his elarion note is lieard al.ov.- tin- iriost power- 
ful .soprano of t!ie opera, or tin- m i^e nf llroailw a.w Tin- haw k<T 
is always a mouth-breather, and the sound is made in the eiVorl to 
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discharge Iho liard, dry and tenac-ious mucus froin lluj lolli.-l.-s of the 
pharynx, or the posterior wall of the velum palati. 

LoKH of voice ami hoarseness are attributable to mouth -breath- 
ing. W<' are told l»y Phitjirch that Gracchus lost his voice suddenly

ITNLIOENSED DENTISTS BUSY. 
Alleged to Pay Graft to AgenU of SUte Dental Bodety. 

The alleged grafting of certain private <let-H-tives emplnyed by the 
New York State Dental Society in its Bght atrainst, demists* pracli.'ing 
withonl a Jieense in lirooklyn and Long Islaud lias eaiised the so.-iety 
to abandon its etTorts to .suppress illegal praetice along those lines. 
Tiu- society depended entirely on the reports of its agents and many of 
these accepted rtiouey from dentists without licenses instead of making 
a report of their invesligatious. 

One of these detectives, Morris Safler, of 214 Meserole street, de- 
manded $25 from a dentist The latter had him arrested and Safier 
pleaded guilty. After this several meinlnTs of the socjciv Ijct^an in- 
vestigating and found that the .syateiii of tj;raft was wid,- s[<iead, and 
that hundreds of unlicensed dentists are at work. 

Members of the society wlio could be reached were unable to lay 
what action would be taken to abate the trouble.

In this issue of the Progressive Dentist we print two interesting let- 
tciB which are the correspondence of the business manager of this 
magazine, Dr. M. S. Caiman ami tlu^ State Ilfalth Connni.ssif.n.r Dr. 
E. H. Porter. No dentist with self rospoct can n-ad tlms.> Idt'T-s without 
gnashing his l-Ttli. N'o dentist workiiif; for \ho ndvaiifrin.'nt of the 
prestit.'c of thr (ii ulal profession can ever t'or^ivn tlie humiliating blow 
that thr "nt-w roi-iiiiio" law deals our profession. 

Wlio is to blame for the passage of such a hill I Where were our 
self appointed guardians? Has it not oecnrred to the ponderous digni- 
taries of the State Dental Society "Law Committee" that the new 
cocaine bill had a bearing upon the dental profession? ITavi- they piayetj 
their part in seeing tn ii ilmt our profession bo fairly . utisiderrrl 7 The 
small word "no" aiiswt-rs most of these questions. Thus as the rrsnlt 
of tln' vi>,'il;iiiec (" i of that law eoinmittee, which has for so lon^' c-aiis.-cl 
the degradation of the profession, we sink another step. Think of what 
position we are made to occupy within the eyes of the pharmaceutical 
fraternity when they are forbidden to recognize oar prescription 1 Think 
of the indignity that we reap from that part of the public that knows 
our prescription to be worthless! But above all the inconvonirnc' and 
injustice that this bill causes our profession is unbearable. 'J'hal the 
drug which we can not do witlioul in our jtraelisc, flu- .Iruj; which lias 
helped to make dentistry the greatest boon to hunmnkind, tlie drug 
Thich the dental profession is obliged to use to a much greater extent 
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than the modieal profession, this drag to be the particular one which 
the dentist couldn't obtain on his own prescription is the most non- 
Bensieal, stupid, and iniquitous piece of legrislation that a dental law 
committee should have allowed to become law. 

To a good many of us it is a matter of littlp unrpriso ttiat tho State 
Dental Society law committee should bo so dflinquent in its ofHcial 
duties. A good many of us have long persuaded ourselves that most 
of the Rvils existing in the profession are not only a matter of negli- 
gence on the part of that law committee but possibly a well planned 
situation having its foundation in the most sordid and disgraceful 
motives of some members of the committee. But to those of our "patri- 
ciaiu" who are so prolific in bouquets for that committee, regardless 
of the seril itTii fits of Itn' "plebeians" of lln- profession, from year to 
year at Slate D.nliil ( 'ouventions, perhaps upon them the light of truth 
may begin to thiwn. F'erhaps they also may lir^in ti) doubt the saint- 
like sacrifices which the members of the law committee claim to make 
in the name of public spiritedness. Perhaps they too may begin to 
ponder of what otiier spirit may be firing them to those " sacrifices*'! 
"While in a certain State in the Union our profession has been so 
elevated that a dentist may be called upon to act as anaestlief ist .-it. a 
capital operation, in our State; we are not good enoutrh to obtain a fuvr 
crystals of eoi-aine for a "pressure anaesthesia" for an instanee. 

This is a very sad state of affairs. To remedy this it again requires 
a eoM'iTt. rl iHiion on tlie part of a powerful organization of the 
dentists of the disfranchised class. Such an organization has recently 
been launched in the body of the "Allied Dental Council" of Greater 
New York. We therefore call upon the legislative enmmiftep of flie 
Council to frame a bill ameuding the present cocaine ];iw. Tliis bill 
they should try to plaer into the hands of an Assenibl ynian and State 
Senator for lli. in to introduce it into the State Legislature. A pro- 
test ni.eting of jfipnntie magnitude should be called to rouse every 
dentist to tht; \r\w proportion of the injustice done our profession. 

The legislative committee has youthful vigor and shoold expend 
same to the end that justice be done our profession from both the 
practical and dignitary points of view. No test case is expedient now 
since ns we_ go to press a ruling has been made by the Attorncv Cm- 
eral excluding and ignoring eonipl.-tely the dentist from the prescrip- 
tion privilege of eoraine. We further cull upon the legislative cora- 
mittec of the (Nmneil not to rest in its protesting activities until complete 
retriliiilioti will he made to our incensed indignation. 

The Council's committee thereby will have performed a double 
service. It will save the profession the indignity we are stigmatized 
wxth now and it will show that the members of the legislative committee 
of the State Dental Society have failed to be "oa the job" as they 
have many times in the past, when such an important occassion u 
this arose.

BEPOBT or OROANIZINa SECRETARY OF THB IMTEBOOIi- 
LEGIATE SOCIAUST SOCIETY. 

The report of the work of the Intercollegiate Socialist Society for 
the college season, 1912-13, just compiled by Harry W. Laidlor, the 
Organizing Secretary, indicates a splendid progrsM in all lines of activ- 
ity. The number of undergraduate Chapters for the study of Social- 
izm in the colleges increased during the year from 49 to 64, and alumni 
Chapters, from 6 to 11, while ninst of the already existing Chapters 
were greatly strengthened. While tlic net increase of college Chapters 
was 15, some 23 college Cliariters were formed all told. 

Thirteen, or more than one half of tliose added, were iu tlie Middle 
"West. Three were formed among the Ohio colleges, and three in Indiatia. 
Four were added in the Middle Atlantic States, three in the New England 
States, two in the South and one on the Pacific Coast. The colleges 
organized aiuce last November are: Mass. Institute of Technology, Sim- 
mons and the American International College in New England, Adelphi, 
CoojM r I'niou, Pennsylvania State and Washington - JefTerson i[i the 
Middle Atlantic States; Univ. of Indiana, Valparaiso, Purdue, Miaiui. 
Cincinnati, Denison, I'niv. of Illinois, Colorado, ilandine. Kansas State 
Agricultural in the Middle West; George Washington and the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina in the South and Southern Catifornia Law School 
on the Pacific Coast 

The total ntimber of Chapters now in existence are distritmted as. 
follows: Middle West, 23; Middle Atlantic States, 21; New England 
States, 13; Pacific Coast, 3; South, 3; and Canada, 1. New Alumni 
Chapters sprang up in Chicago, Cleveland, Colnmbua, Los AngeleS, Mia- 
soula, Pittsburgh and St. Louis. 
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The Society piihliRlicd for tin- Hrst timi' its own innBnzinc. The 
Intercollegiate Socialiat, whicli pivrs proniisf of being of splondid asgit- 
ancR to the movement in the college and elsewhere, it distributed some 
50,000 pamphletfl on Socialiura to interstate collpgians, and it arranged 
■directly and indireetly somp hundrfds of Ipctiires on Sorialism in our 
eollegca. The Organizing SiTrt^tary nloni' ^isifiMl nmri' than ^0 collfgon 
■and sp'iki- hcforf* some 4,000 sfmlfnl-s in idlli'tr-- halls. 

A more intiinalp rf*la(ioti than t'vr-r Ifforc was t^stablislied between 
the TTniviTsity Socialists in this country and those of Great Britain, and 
further efforts to co-ordinate the work of the societies in the colleges 
of the variouB Enrope^an countriea are being made. 

A most enconraging feature of the year's work has been the aa- 
siatancp pivrn by the eeonomic professors in many of the eolleges. and 
"by student (>r-t:aiiiz;itii)tis. On tli.> oIIh t liami tlie N'atimial Association 
of Manufa'-tiiT-rfs lias exjin-ss'^j no slifrlit (h'gree of alarm at the growth 

of the tl|l>V>'Ill'>IlI. 

In ordt-r inon- rtTcciively to reach the colleges in every part of 
the country an auxiliary committee of the Society has already he.'O 
formed in the New England States, and others will probably follow in 
the Middle West and on the Pacific Coast. It is hoped that these Loeal 
Committees may be able iiltimatfty to send out orj.'ani/'.frs. arrange sec- 
tional eonvenlions. and assist in thr work of raisintr funds for tlie Soeiety. 

Much piili!ifity hotii to tlie Soeirty and to tlu' Keneral Tiiov.Miicnt 
has also lii-en ri-i'i ived as a result of the work of the year. The Soeiety 
will lii' •:\iu\ to hrar from all interesti-d in ita work.

Like Xi-iiu'sis of ohi. I Iinrtirfi with indignation, whrw I lu-iini of the 
shameful niiinp of our wortliy Attorney General. .iNtJiiricliising the 
Deutal profession to the extant of barring a druggist from honoring our 
prescription for cocaine. 

Let alone the inconTenience» to which the Dentist is subjected by 
this rule, for imagine the predicament, when on discovery that his supply 
of cocain crystals is gone, while the patient is in the chair. In-, the IV-ntist, 
instead of s.-uding tlown to the drug store for it, has to t-'o ''<>t hunting 
for a pliysician to ^'ive hitn a prescription for the iti-ug. which he uses 
in much greater quantities than — and knows at least as much of its 
-Qses and properties as — that same physician, whose kindness and 
confidence he is obliged to solicit. 

Let alone all that — the insult flung into our faces is of the most 
despicable character. 

What does it meanf 

Does it mean tliat we are an irr.-spoiisihlc arid depraved lot, who 
sluiuld not he trusted with the privilege of obtaining tike drag on our 
own authority or it means that we are a stupid herd of eattle, who 
are not competent enough to use this privilege f 

The former hypothesis has no foundation, for those professionals 
that were hunted down by the police as Cocaine, Morphine and Opium 
dealers happened to be duly licensed and registered phisicians — trust- 
■worthy and eompeteni to obtain these drugs on their own prescriptions. 

The latter supitosition — i. tliat Di-ntlsts are ineompetent to be 
trusted with tliis privelege, is absurd and is a result of total ignorance on 
the part of our legislators. Of the scope of knowledge required by the 
State as qualifications for the Dental profession, this to be assumed, 
is idiocy. To conceive that one, who has studied Anatomy, Physiologr, 
Pathology, Histology, Bacteriology, Materia Medica and Chemistry m 
a recognized institution and passed examination on these suhjeets with 
the State Board, obtaining from t^ie res])eetive institutions liis Diploma 
ft degree of D. D. 8. and license to practice Dentistry, is not competent 
enough to obtain on his own prescription the drug tliat is as essential 
in his practice — to conceive which that requires a brain wliich has under- 
gone considerable atrophy (caused by inactivity) and whose actions are 
epasmodic and intermittent, like the flame of a candle before it goes out. 

It is up to you, fellow practitioners, to |ii-ovt> to our praiseworthy 
Health Dept., legislators, and Attorney General that we are not a lot 
of irresponsible, depraved desjienidoes, nor a herd of domestic ftii malS; 
who can be humiliated with impunity. 

It is up to you — Sentinels of PnbUo Health, who ean t^e credited 
with saving of ^ousands of men, women and children from destmetive 
diseases and consequent death — it is up to yon to famish the ingenious 
Board of Health ample evidence that you are more than a plnmbw who 
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has to ^et a physieiana prescription in order to obtain acid for soldering^ 
pipe-jomts. 

Ifrnore the existence of our arifitocratic State Pental Society; let the 
Allip<I Dental Council call a special meeting at once and arrange a protest 

meeting. 

Unless yon do this, your ti£,'liis will li-' mmhv and more encroached 
npon, you will soon cease to be designated by tin- naini' profi^asionals and 
you will have to change the inscription on your shintrl'' — "nr. Jones 
Dentist" — for a more becoming one : "Jones, tooth puller and plugger". 

TO SPREAD SCHOOL HYGIENE. 

An important part of the pro^ranitnc of tlic Fourth International 
Congress on School Hygiene, whieli is to be held at Buffalo from Aug. 
26 to 30, under the Presidency of Charles W. Eliot, President Emeritus 
of Harvard University, will be devoted to papers and discussions calling^ 
public attention to the urgent nocd of extending medical inspection 
throughout the schools of the TJnit<'ii States. At least 75 per cent, of the 
school cliildren in tlie country arc physically defective, according to Sec- 
retary Hlakfslce of the Executive rornrnittee of thf Cnupress. 

Mr. Iliakeslee based his estiiuato upon the tiiniiiiL's nf a itu dical in- 
spection in typical schools, which showed that of all pujijls, 26 per cent. 
Boifered from eye strain; 6 to 12 per cent, from enlarged tonsils; 12 to 
24 per cent, from nasal obstruction, and 00 to 76 per cent, £rom bad toatib. 

One to 15 per cent, of the school children were found to have some 
form of akin disease; 1 to 67 per cent, hjid jiediculosis of the scalp; 10 
to 30 per cent. sufFered from nervous disnrtli-rs; 5 to 20 per cent, had 
aome deformity, an<i 2 to p. r criit. .snfTt-n-d from defective hearing. 

"No effective catiipaipn for the extension of iiuidern niethoils in 
school hygiene can be carried on without a community backing," Mr. 
Blakeslee said, '*and one of the prime objects of the forthcoming con- 
gress is to obtain this indorsement." The Bueoessful co-operation of all 
possible influences, according to the Buffalo programme, will mean the 
estoblishing of efficient medical, hygienic, and sanitary supervision in 
sehools, giving in return these benfits.

For the school: I't-wer absences from the schoolroom, fewer inter- 
nipiioiis on account of rpidcmiea, and more satiafactory educational res- 
ponse to classroom activities. 

For the home: Less anxiety, less apprehension, fewer doctor bills^ 
less work, more health, happiness, and prosperity. 

For the taxpayer : A saving by more efficient methods in school work, 
and also a larger prndu<'t of Hi'tive. iutelliireni, capahle individuals, whose 
influence wil he toward tin- iniprovi-m.-ut of every phase of community 
life. 

For the eouiuiuuity : Ilealthii-r and therefore, more efficient and 
WSt^ prosperous citizens. 

,For the Nation: Results measured in terms of the conservation of 
htunan life.

For about eighty vfnrs Ani. i ir;! luts recogni/.t'd tii.' iliiiy of society 
to provide a certain mitiiimiiii of iiisli-uction to nil its children gratia. It 
took a hard fight to establish the prineiplo. Tli>> labor movement, then 
in its infancy, bore the brunt of the struggle. It had to overcome, not 
only the dead weight of conservatism, but the active hostility of the so- 
called better flassi-s, who (with stiruc iiolilc oxorptions'i rfsi'-iitcfl th« 
proposal to tax them for llu' i-dui-ation of thi- rliililr.'u of itu' poor. 

I'll.' ■ arpum''nt.s" timt wi i-'- then adviint'i'il ajjainst universal, com- 
pulsory. and gratuitous sc-hooliiit' iiouiid L-uriously familiar to-day, though 
u'itli ti<-u api'lications. The following bits taken from editorials in the 
Philadelphia National Qazette show their tone: 

To create or sustain institutions for the tuition of all classes, to digest 
and regulate systems, to adjust or manage details, to render tlie multitude 
of schools effLM'tivo. is boyond the government's provitiee and power. 

A si-lieiue of universal ei|uality in eilm-atioii uduM be an unexampled 

o\ I'roorustcs for the uuderstaudiugs of our youth, and its application 
in a nation of many millions, engaged in a variety of porsuits, vonld be 
beyond human power. 

One of the cfaief excitements to industry among mechanics and 
laborers is the hope of earning the means of ediieatinqr ttitir ehildreii 
respectably and liberally; that incentive would be removed, uud the 
sclienie of state and equal education would thus be a premium for com- 
parative idleuess. 

The scheme of universal equality in education would be a comptilsory 
application of the means of the richer for the direct use of the poorer 
classes, and so far an arbitrary division of the property among them. 

The New York Mnt Tiintr IT. raid declared that the scheme would 
greatly damage Ami rii an trade iind manufactures, becauses there would 
be no it'iiorant peo]ilr left to do tlie manual labor. Other papers held 
that the education of eliildren was in the nature of things a function of 
the home, and that the advocates of ]>uhlie schools were seeking to disrupt 
the family and to " fly in the face of Providence. ' ' 

Again to-day attention is being given to the schools. We an be- 
ginnini? to realize that in a complex industrial socie^ it is by no means 
enoufrli to Imild .sehool houses. Iiire teachers, and lay out a schedule of 
lessons for iheiii lo drill into tlie pnidis' iieads. Mere inslrnetion, we 
are coming to see, is not education; and even mere instruction is uot 
easily imparted to nor retained by children whose ears, eyes, teeth, throata 
or stomachs are working badly. 

Now for School Hygiene. 

An e.xhaustive investipation has been made into the health of pupils 
In the pid)lie sehools. not oidy in tlie large cities, but also in rural dis- 
tricts, and in all parts of the country Dr. Thomas II. Wood, Professor of 
Physical Education in the Teachers* College of Columbia University, 
aums up the findings as folows : 

Out of the 20,000.000 school children in the United States — 

A million have flatfoot, spinal curvature, or other moderate de- 
formities serious enough to interfere in some degree with health ; 
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A million have dpfpotivc hfijiinp: 
l-'ivi' tnillinn liavc i]oU'<:\s nf \ isiori; 

Six rriillirm liavc a'loiioi'is or ( iilaiy'l tonsils or i i rvical i:l;irHis noed- 

ing attention ; . , » . i^u 

Ten million have defective teeth interfemng with general health; 
Pivo million suffer from malnutrition, in many cases due wholly or 
in part to suiwr of llw foregoing defects. 

Miuiv .'liiliinu suffer from two or more of the troubles named. In 
Jill. ]r.,iin'(),iii!i) chilfiren, tli>v-i"inirtlis of tlu- wliole nunilxT. Jin- in need 
ol attention lor physical defects which impair tlieir present leammg 
capacity and which are lifcely to develop into grave chronic aftlietions or 
to render them abnormidly susceptible to dangerous diseases iu later 
years. 

In a lark'e proportion of the eases, these defects could have been 
avoided l».v [iroper [.n-ciuitions. In another ver>' large proportion, they 
can be ciireil hy ))n)prr attention. Kv. ry ynw tliaf attt-iitinn is lii-layed 
reduces the chance of cure aud inen-ases tlic lifelong imp:urni.-iit of 
vitality. 

This is the problem to be wrestled with by the Fourth lutcruatioual 
Congress on School Hygiene, which meets at Buffalo, August 25 to 30. 

The first of this srries of fontiresKes was helii at Nuremberg in 1904, the 
second at hon.lon in i:in7, an<l tlie lliini at Paris in 1910. They have 
already born<' fntit. 

A large attendance is expected, including niaii\ of the most eminent 
educators, hygienistB, and medical authorities of I'-iimpe anil America, 
besides engineers, architects, statisticians, and adoiiuistrators who have 
devoted their talents to school work. 

Meeting in Revcral sections, the congress is to take up 250 papers 
aii<l tifli-en Hympnsiums, under three general heads: 1, Hygiene of School 
r.uililin^'s. (ironnds and Erpii|inifrit ; "2, llvf^iene of Seliool Adiainislration 
and Schcdnlf: ;i, Mi-iiieal, Hy^'ii'ne anil Sanitary Su]>ervision in S.-huols.

To amend the code of civil procedure, in relation to the disclosure by 

dantlsta of information acquired in attending a patient

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows :

indicates that the patient has been the victim or subject of a crime, in 
which ease the physician, dentist, or nurses may In- nMinirod to testify 
fully in relation thtTcto upfni any examinjitinn, trial <tr oiIut profpedinff 
in \\-!iirh th-- fdintiiission <»f snoh critin' i< ;! siiliji-ci of iti(iiiif>'. N'oihini; 
in tliis ai t l OMtaiin-d shall alTcct any udictns or proceedings now pending. 

§2. Si-. iinii cighl liundred and tliirty-six of the code of civil pro- 
cedure is hereby anicndt-d to read as follows: 

§ 639. Application of the last three sections. The last three sections 
apply to any examination of a person as a witness unless the provisions 
thereof are expressly waived upon the trial or examination by the person 
confi ssint;. tlie patient or the client. Hut a sieian, [or) snrfii-on, 
dentist, dental snrgeon, or a professional or renislfted nurse, may iijton 
a trial or examination disclose any information as to the mental or 
physical condition of a patient who is deceased, which he acquired in at- 
tending such patient professionally, except confidential communioationB 
and such facts as would tend to disgrace the memory of the patient, 
when till- itrovisions of section eight hundred and thirty-four have been 
expressly \\aivc(l on siu-li irial or examination by the ju rsdiial rcpre- 
spntativfs of llic deccaHcil patient, or if the validity of the last will and 
t' stanicnl of snch deceased patient is in question, by thfl exeoator or 
executoi'8 named in said will, or the surviving husband^ widow or any 
heir at law or any of the next of kin, of such deceased, or any other party 
in interest. But nothing herein contained shall be construed to disqualify 
an attorney in the probate of a will heretofore executed or offered for 
probate or hereafter to In- executed or ofl'crcii for prohatc from becoming 
a witness, as to its prcpai al ion and execution in case sn<'h attorney is one 
of the .suhscriliin^ witnesses Ihereto.

ever, that any judge of such court at any time in his discretion may, not- 
withstanding such deposition, order that a subpoena issue for the attend- 
ance and examination of such pyhsician, [or] surgeon, dentist^ dental 
anrgeon, or professional or registered nurse, upon the trUl of the oetion.

cept for moulli-l)reathing. with its destructive effects. Aa I have said 
elsewlien', all habits which cause the saliva to dry or to diifiiniafi If^ 
secretions or alter iu chemical composition while in the mouth, are 
decidedly detrimental to the welfare of the enamel upon our teeth, 
and should be- viewed as adding fuel to the fire. All remedies for 
the improvement of e.))idiions about the teeth should act upon saliva 
throiiirli internal adtJiinistration. Local mouth washes, therefore 
should be condemned. We all have observed how at times we could 
keep an oral eavity dry with eoinparative ease. The case then aurely 
was that of a nioutli-ljreather ! 

Associated with tonailitis and other inflammations of the respira- 
tory tract are ever-present dental caries. The degree of tooth-decay 
will be found to exist in strict ratio to the extent of mouth-hrealhing. 
Sach mouthful of air means another step nearer the dentist's r.hair 
another premature wrinkle, another trray hair, anotiier sigh, another 
cough. While it is accepted that mouth -breathing is responsible for 
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manv pulmonary affections, mental depressions inm-.sihonia and 
psyclmsil.fiiia. I am. aH a dentist, chiefly concerned with inouth-breath- 
iriK m tlK- most <lin<^t and the most exciting cause of teeth-decay.

Among 
the Biblical proverbs are the following: "As vinegar is to t)ie teeth, 
and as smoke is to the eyes, so is th« sluggard to those that send him.''

NOTE. Rah was a practical physician. Ins warning to his son 
to avoid having a tooth extracted was a practical advice. (The tooth in 
qnestion is perhaps only the molar tooth, being r<'iidero.l m tlie text 
through kaUka. See 'note" to Ber. 56a. B. Hananel adds: If an eye 
tooth hurts yon. do not have it extracted, because of the eye.) Kjtrac- 
tion in general must have been a dreadful thing in those days. Ihis is 
evident from the discription of the forceps then employed (usually of 
lead, easily bending) and from their unskillful manipulation. The extrac- 
tion of a tooth was siiiiplv a Ktrturous op.-ration. A historian descrihes 
it thus: The patient was seated on the floor, and his head, to insure its 
not moving, was placed between the knees of the operator. The forceps 
were inserted, the tooth having first been isolated and filled about with 
anything to insure againat fracture, then with repeated there-and tmi k 
movements the tooth was finally jolted from ita poaition. From this we 
ean readilv understand the reaaon for the "antipathy" exiiting against 
the rxtnictioii nf a tooth. It might be mentioned, however, that 80 called 
painl(ss extraction could have been possible, anesthesia having been 
known to the Talmud. Surgery in general was quite advanced in the 
Talmud. Operations were known is dislocations of the thigh bone, eon- 
toiions of the skull, perferations of the lungs, oeBophagtiBi stomach, 
largfl *nd small intestines, and imperforate anus. 

The warning against the extrm tiuii of a tooth is now even common 
in the ease of a pregnant woman. There is a wide-apread belief that il 
a woman have a tooth extracted during pregnancy, there will be recur- 
rence nf tudthnehe during ev,-ry future pregnancy. This eventually 
will iK'cessitiite the extraction of a tooth each time she is pregnant. The 
fear ngainsi Ihis lends to many a woman sutTering intense pain, rather 
than submit herself 1o have the troublesome tooth extracted. 

The shedding of n milk-tooth, or the extraction of a tooth in chUd- 
ran, is eapecially interostinp owiuR to quite an effective ceremony con- 
nfloted with it. It is greatly nmusiiig to children and brings about 
many a childish fancy. On the loss of a tooth, the child ia directed to 
bring the tooth to the oven and say the following three times: "Uaiifllat 
maizele, na dir an altan tiohn, gib mir a natom taohn" (little mouse, 
little mouse, liere is an old tooth, give me a new tooth) ; then throw the 
tooth inio til.' tire. Children are not always in sympathy with n little 
mouse; but ita having dominion over the "new teeth" has perhaps many

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HBHOBBHAOK IN KEHOFHILIA.

The mibjpet of this paper is nii<> whi'-'li liocs not ofton Koinc under 
the immediate ootice of the dentist, but when it does it taxes his in- 
genuity, tact, and resources, and perhaps causes him no small amount 
of uneasiness, for on its successful handling may reat his r. piitatinn 
I refer to heniorrliair"' in hemophiliacs or "bleeders." as they nr.' known 
to the laity, following' ilir i-xtraction of oiu* or nmr.- t.fili, ("Huiously 
unjust as the criticism unul.l he, d»^ath. or in fact any serious condi- 
tion rcsultinp from trrjiinitnt in a dental office. wouM bring undue 
notoriety to all concerned. ]>articularly the dentist. The majority of 
patients expect to he half killed, anyway* when they coma to ub, btit 
ihey refuse to be killed entirely. As to the condition itself* Osier quotes 
authority who lays the blame on the bloodvessels themselves, itating 
that the inner or the muscular coat is at fault, hut fails to state any 
reason. Hemophilia is one of the few hcreilitnry dis- nses. and has been 
traced throiinh niiiiiy fji-neratinns — tu.i i-. ntui-ii v in our fumily; curious- 
ly cnouffh, the males of a family are the sufferers, the disease being 
transmitted by the females, the latter not being affected, but paasing it 
on. This is, however, not always true, as variations have been noted 
Hemophilia is found more frequently in Anglo-Oermans and in robust 
and healthy individuals. After very trifling injuries, hours and even 
days will pass with no indication of the hemorrhage ceasing. One 
case is on record, reportol from the atate of New J«ne3r» in whidl 
oozing continued for a year. 

Two easM of se^ore hemorrhage stopped by injection of aormal Mmm. 

The immediate cause of my interest in this subject was two eaiM 
which came under my observation in the early put of this yew. F(d- 
lowing the unsuccessfnl attempt to save tiie roots of a badly broken- 
down lower second molar, I found it necettary to extract. Previously, 
however, I liail noticed that the oozinp from the tissues around the 
cervix of tln' toolli. <'oiisrqnent upon slinht injury, wliioh at times is 
unavoidalile. was rather more prolonged than usual, and as a precau- 
tion I asked the patient if he was a "bleeder," and further questioned 
him if he had ever noticed that a cut in any of his fingers — the 
patient being a butcher — ^bled very long. The answers were all contrary 
to what they should have been^ and I therefore performed the extrac- 
tion. The patient left the office still bleedinp, and continued to bleed 
for two-and-a-half days, when I applied tlie treatimiit wliieh I will 
describe shortly. The hemorrhage was <'onstant. 1 extracted on the 
16tli of May. at 3 P. M., and su<'C''< ili-d in stopping the hemorrhage 
on the 18th of that month between 10 and 11 P. M. 

It is Buperiiuous to enumerate the drugs used to combat hemophilia, 
eveiything of real or fancied value having been tried. Calcium chlorid, 
in the books at least, is considered reliable, but in three cases I Isnow 

of it was of no vahu- \\Iialcver.*Bnd one writer states that a <'iitilinued 
use of the ilrug:, with the idea of rendering the hemophiliac immune, 
only reiidi'i's (Im- rdiniilion worse. |jalt'l\' sli-<inliuin lactate was employ. >.! 

in one case, the time of coagulation being reduced to one-third within 
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an hour .ifi. f taking it. Tbe dose was 1 gm., hut the effect was not 
pfniiJin- iit. TIh> piitir-nt always carriofl flic <]ni{; with him, and buc- 
ceedt-rt tti rfducin^ the h.^morrhapfi in Nss llian Iwi'lve hours, whereas 
before it continued for several days in succt-ssioti. 

In the intravenous or hypodermic injection of uorninl s-.-rum, how* 
ever, we have a remedy ea^ to administer, safe, sure, and prompt 
is it! resoltfl. The procedure was first introduced by Weil of Paris in 
1905. Tnaidimoa of blood has f^ven the same resolts, bnt as trans- 
fusion or intravenous Irjjeriion of si rmn can only be performed by com- 
pi^tent snrgeons, and in a li(>^[.ii ii is out of the question for a dentist 
to attempt it. The hypotlciiuic in-tlind of adinirii.stering the serum, 
however, is within his province, and .slioiild therefore be employed by 
hioL In case no normal serum is available, in an emergency a large 
blister on a willing candidate, one not belonging to the patients family 
or being a "bleeder" himself, can be made to yield the necessary 
amount, the patient's back being rendered as aseptic as possible, and 
care beiug taken in procuring the serum from the blister. In the bio- 
logical laboratories, such as tJie Cutter Laboratory at Berkeley, CaL, 
sterile normal horse serum i-an be obtained in any amount. 

In the case of extr;i'ti(,n of ilir i-iwer molar, I injected 30 CC 
onder the skin of the back, making oue puneture. Before I had finished 
dressint^' the puncture tin- jtalient informed nic that the bleeding had 
ceased. In this case the result was probably aided by the increased 
coagulability which follows prolonged oozing, for in a subsequent case, 
that of n broflier of a patient just described, 20 cc, i.e. 10 cc. less than 
ware employed in the first case, reipiired between three and four hours 
to ti<'einii])!isli the liesired results. Tlte cause of tlie heinorrliafje wan 
a stall wound in the thigh, and as he was known to be a bleeder, the 
serum was given immediately. A suQleient large dose should be admi- 
nistered in the beginning, i. e. not less than 30 cc, as a state of anaphy- 
laxis results, reaching its maximum at ten days and continuing for about 
three weeks or more, during which time it would be extremely danger^ 
ous to repeat the dose. 

Next to hunian srrum, rabbit serum is best, bnt it is rarely obtain- 
able. Ilorse seiiitii is always obtainable in' any amount and in sterile 
bottles. Cow Kenim must neV( r be used, as it would kill the patient. 
The serum can be injected with any large hypodermic syringe. I 
used a Pasteur syriuf^e, liolding 111 cc, with a large needle such as 
veterfnariaua use, the whole procedure being carried out under strict 
asepsis. 

With the cessation of the hemorrhage, prompt recovery took placi; 
In both caiM, the wounds being cleansed and dressed according to ap- 
proved practice, *'lbi BMtal Ooonot."

Dear £ditor : 

In the April issue of the Progressive Dentist, a student eonies out in 
valorous defense of '•I'lucky. Tireless R.iilwu.*" wh« llinii^h pr.-!itly 
haiidii-apped by dirt' eircunisiaiu't's. yd niana(.'.'s to umkc i\'.|niri'ni('iits 
and pass examinations. 

1 found the defense rather amusing. He eviiU ntly lab.. n il uinii r the 
misunderstanding that in my "Silhouettes" I niadV an uii< ali< >1 Iim-, 
unjustified attack npon a poor struggling student. This mi8undei>stand- 
ing could not but be a direct result of having read my writing in a hostile 
spirit. ■■Ur 111- would have easily seen that the Reuben ! was deseribing 
is a i-lns.' t'ririnl who lias my deepest love and respeet. An<\ largely for 
tlic fiti-t lliat my sympatliies wt-n- with Ue\djen did I altenipl to picture 
the pitiable helplessness of individual effort, when such iinlividual elTort 
is pitted against poverty and the eallous iudifiference of society. 

In my present letter I wish to bring the following points into relief : 

There is a large number of students that study dentistry to-day for 
no h< tt'-r reason than that "something is better than nothing." Moat 
of th^s.' unfortunates were either financially unable or educationally dis- 
(pialili-'ii In litki* up the profession nf tlieir liking'. Alinosi nil of them 
find tin- studies dry and uuiuterestiiig, fret and chafe and lia\r tli.-ir 
lives made miserable. Some of these students [I elicited this fiom per- 
sonal questioningj are at all times ready to "drop it all," should they 
only have their tuition fees returned. But, with one or two possible 
exceptions, all of these students will "stick it out," finish the course 
somehow or other and establish in time as dental surgeons. Do you, my 
friends, fijid no fault at ull with sueh a state of affairs! 

There arr souu- professional students who have become sueh only 
after a proli.nL'rd and vain struggle against it. Tliese an- the few 
idealists — of whom Reuben might be one — who liave started out in life 
with a quenchless thirst for knowledge iu its broader sense ; with eyes 
fixed on the inner and higher purposes of life, but who after many 
knocks and jolts and compromises finally land in one of the professions. 
They thus come into the professions shorn of enthusiasm, decrepit in 
spirit — ruins of their former selves. Is this, too, as it should bet 

To say that with the so-called "notes" and a few old insiruuirMis one 
can do as good as one who has plenty of good books and iusinnnents 
at his command, is to say that books and instruments are negligible items 
in a student's equipment. The fallacy of such a statement is self-evident

do justice to himself aud to tlic jirofi-ssion. But w UnX jiir^ onr n. rvcs 
most is to see a bright and intelligent studrnt rise i\iu\ sjm in drC-nsive 
terms of such a state of affairs! What, friends, about a state oi" affairs 
that permits one to have the best of instniments and books aud another 
to hav«; j>rin-ti< jtlly tioiliiiitrr Wlini atimit a st;it.> n!" jiiTnirs that permits 
one to pass tlinnit,'li iiis work uilli his unidImh.i 1 ;nir| self iTSpeet un- 
hurt, and fon-cs atiotlH-r to quii-tly iimicrtro iintoM nnsny ami shame? 
What, friends, about a state of ati'airs that dt-priv.s a yimntr p.-rson of 
the opportunity of freely choosing bis or her favored vo. ation. ami iii- 
stead, drives one into an unsought unsjmipathetic vocation which is. 
bound to become a nuisance and a tragedy! What about a state of affairs. 
tlial {riv<s otir all the opportunities, all the rest and vacation he needSf 
but keeps aimilier toiliiijr. sweating ffHiiding, worrj'ing t-very blessed day 
in tlie year'/ What about a state of atTairs that ruthlessly takes one's 
dearest, fondest liopes, shatters tlieiii into a Ihoiisaml tr;i>.'iiients and 

seatters them to a thousand winds? Surely tliere iniisl he -^f ilmiy^ 

fundamentaly wrong with conditions that permit such Hagraut abuses of 
simple justice — and so there is.

\i-\v Hnvt-n ami I'viii at Yale as sometliinjr akin to anarchy, ns the 
jiropiiirnnila of ;i lol of crazv fan;itirs wlio luui a drsir.' li< taki' all 
tho tihuh'V of till' worlil and divide it up iMpially or sotn. tliint: tik<' tlint 
Fortunately tliis day of iinenlighteninent. witli repani to .■xjii'tl> what 
Socialism is, has passed, not only in this eomnninity. luit pn-tty ^'.-n- 
e«Jly the country over." 

"And if you had seen the hundreds of students and members of ths 
faculty who crowded the large edifice at Yale to hear this debate, sit- 
ting on the floor in lii-- tlirei' ,iisl.-^f. ocrnpyintr all the spaoe on the win- 
dows, standing far Itai k in tli.- liall and peering into the hall from the 
eainpus in ordei- to l atcli wcvAs llir-outrli the opeji doors, you wonM 
have been brought to a realization that SocialiKui Is no long.M- looked 
Upon liv educated men and women as a mere utopian dnani of no 
practical interest to the viUl life of to-day, but that it is being con- 
sidered by the men of our colleges and universities, as well as by those 
fai- removed from our academic life, as one of overshadowing impor- 
tance to the people of this eountry, and to the civilized world. 

And if yon Mere to visit the eoHep.-^ nf the eonntry a-* if has been 
the privih'gr of Un- writer to do. you wouhl liave seen that the interest 
in Socialisiri is trn.wiiiL' stra,tily in ih.- lartr.- majority of our acadeinie 
centers. As evidence of this growth, it may hrirfly he noted thai wliereai 
seven years ago, at the time of the organization of the Intereollenint* 
Socialist Society, there were practically no Socialist study groups among 
the students in the colleges of our land, to-day there are strong organi- 
zations in over sixty of our principal colleges; whereas seven years ago 
a leeturo on Socialism in a college classroom or before a student body 
was a thint: ahtinsi unheard of. this year liuiidr.'ds of such lectures 
were given before thousands of eager listeners, and from the society's 
headquarters in New York alone were distributed 50,000 leaflets on 

Socialism. , . . 

There are many reasons why tlie e(hieat.-(l man and woman ol the 
country are showing such a keen* interest in this international movement. 

The Socialist movement is the greatest political phenomenon of the 
present century. Forty-five years ago there were but a few thousand 
Socialist voters in the world. To-day over 10,000,000 men and womjm 
support the Socialist tiek.'l in over a score of the modem nations, while 
there are probably more than 30,000,000 of adherents to the Socialist 
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philosophy. Thrrf arc now more than fiOO Socialists in the various na- 
tional Lpffislaiurcs of Europe, and more thim 7,000 manicipal officers. In 
Germany the Social I-)r>mo<r ratio party has 40 per cent of the voting^ 
population, and is roprosented in the Reichstaf; by 110 members.

L A Oase of Aente Prontal Sinisitis Simulating a Tooth Trouble. 

Pati.'iits siifTiTiiitr from pains in tin* iv^rion of the superior or infe- 
rior maxillary bnin^ usually po to the ij. iitist to have thoir teeth treated 
or extrai-ti'ii. aiiii are often Rur|)rise«i to hear that their leeth are in good 
condition, and that they ought to consult a phsyician for their trouble. 

I have recently seen a most imuBual and perplexing case, whose his- 
tory IB BO interesting that I consider it worth while to relate it briefly. 

Patient F. M. was referred to me on March 5, 1911, by Dr. L., den- 
tist, to "have his whole head looked over and to discover the cause of his 
trouble." This patient, 28 years of age, of a general healthy apiiearance, 
told me that for the last 10 weeks his teeth aclied him constantly. Tlio 
pains were worse at iiiglit and reached their raaximura early in the morn- 
ing, around 5-6 A. M. 

When he first became ill, the patient consulted his dentist .and was 
told that his teeth were in good condition. He then went to his family 
physician, who thought it was "plain neuralgia," and gave him some 
powders, which only relieved him for half hours. As the patient did not 
improvr in tlie course of several weeks, wlien all the usual coal tar prod- 
ucts, as well as general diet, bath, warm compresses, etc,, wore tried, 
his physician gave the matter a closer investigation, niul found out that 
this patient had had a chancre some ten years, ago. Wasserman's test 
of the patient's blood was made and found "positive." This fact and 
the nocturnal character of the neuralgic pains induced the physician to 
conclude that he had to deal with a neuritis of speciflc origin. The treat- 
ment seemed simple. The jiatient was immediately put on an antisyph- 
ilitic cure, hut 8 weeks of daily and faithfully performed mercurial inune- 
tions did not bring forth the .-xpi-cted result The patient was tormented 
by his "neuralgia" worse than ever. 

Entirely disai-pointed, the physician sent his patient to a neurologist, 
who, after a most exhaustive examination, did not find any organic ner- 
vous disease, and referred the patient back to a dentist. Tlic patient 
was carefully examined by my friend, Dr. L., who did not find any sign 
of trouble in his teeth, and, as he could do nothing for this unfortunate 
man, he referred him to me ; "to look over his whole head," 

My exaiTUTiation revealed a slight edema extending over the right 
face, up lo the uppt-r lid ami right eyebrow ami I'l aehirig its iii;t\Irinim 
over the right sidt; of the root of the nose. By slight pressure of the in- 
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Der-npper angle of the orbit llio patient cnniplaiin 'l of extreme pains; no 
pains by prcsun* on any other part of the snp.M-ior <>r inferior niaxillary 
bone. 

Tbe examination of the nose showed a deviated septum and a large 
BWOllni middle turbinate, tightly wedged in hetwoen tlir septum and 
outer wall of the ri^ht nasal cavity. A drop of pua oould be seen cover- 
ing the inferior margin of the middle turbinate. 

The s*'V( r>' p;iiii elii ili 'l liy pressure over tlie riffht frontal sinns, and 
tlie Inrtre edi-junioiiH Tiiiddle tmhiiuite \\ eve pnintiiifr <'learly where the 
iK iiralfjin w;is or^riniititiK- 1 covered llie middle turbiiiale with a small 
tampon of cotton saturated with a 10 per cnit. soliitinn of cocaine and 
adrenalin, and let the patient wait foi- ten minutes. AViien I took out tbe 
tampon the middle turbinate was shrunk to half its size, and a large 
amount of pas was dropping down from the frontal sinus into the middle 
meatus and further down on the floor of the nasal cavity. I then washed 
out the sinns and the patient was rid of his "neuralgia", which had evi- 
dently lueii eaused \-y tlie prcssore exerted by the macoos and pus ac- 
cumulated in the frontal sinus. 

There waa in this patient a lesson for every one concerned: a positive 
Wasserman reaction and a history of a specific infection do not mean 
tiiat every trouble such a patient may ever have must necessarily be of 
ayphiliti'- iKiture. In In- irejitr.! nnl\ wilh mercury or salvnrsan. The 
rsglon where the patient had most of his pain was not over the frontaJ 

sinus, and this, of eoursi-, mi-led liie pliNNieiaii and tlie iimrolotiist. At 
any rate, the dentist can be eonpratulatcd upon tlie idea he luid to have 
tiie patient's "whole head looked over," and this shows once more how 
iften l^e dentist can do a lot of good by giving his patients good advice. 
XL A Diilltfidt Eruption of the TUrd HoUr Simulating a Sinus Trouble. 

S,, busim ss tiiari, "2 years of aE.'e. railed upon me on February 
3, 11)1 1. and iiiwi- a liistnry nf "a chroiiic ealarrli in the head" of a very 
long duration (aluiut 1.') years). He added that this eold would not have 
brought him to nu', but for repeated attaeks of pains in the occipital re- 
gion, reourring daily, mostly in the morning nnd lasting for several hours. 

His general condition, the family and personal history, do not pre- 
sent anything of importance bearing on his present trouble. The exam- 
ination nf bis eyes reveal a moderate depree of hyperopia, for which the 
patient wears tlie j^roper trlasses. IIiiviuK eliminated the refractive error 
as a possible sonree nf the oecipital hi-atlaebes. I jirocceili d to llin exarn- 

iimtion of the nose and throat, and found a polypoid degeneration of both 
middle turUnatai, du* to ft ehronlo firantal, ethmoldil and iphsnoidal 
sinusitis. 

This eoiulifion seemed sufficient to explain the headaches. Although 

tberi' uas drainape for tbe niueus and pus seereted by tli-^ diseased 
niuenns mendtrane. linintr Ilie aeeessory sinuses of the luisal cavities, an 
oeeasi'Uial stoppaj:e of llie emileiils in ouf' of these sinuses was suflleient 
to produec the pressure synii>loms and <-oiise(iuently intense pains. The 
examination of the throat showed the usual ebronic pharyngitu, met with 
in similar conditions; mouth, nothing abnormal. 

I advised the patient to submit to the removal of the middle tur- 
binates and a ideansiuL' of the sinuses of the neerosed tissues and pus 
they contained. The patieut consented and the treatment was instituted. 
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Aftor several weeks of ttviiini.-iit ilir |.;)ti,-iit s headaches did not 
recede. I puzzled, imleed ! Cue da.v, while I was examining again 
tlie patient s tliroat, I saw Iiis gums corresponding to the third lower 
molar— on each side— swoUen. A gentle touch was sufficient to elicit 
most excrudatiiv the oocxpital region. I called in a dentist and 

asked hia advice. 

We decided to incise the gums on both sides ami wait lurili. r do- 
velopmeiils. As the patient's Iha.ia.lirs .ii,l not improve, we extra.Ied 
the molar time 'lays lal.-r. Sincr id-n tlie pains disappeared as though 
by magie. 

An inspection of the wisdom tooth might aid to our wisdom once in 
a while!

A FRANK DISCOURSE

The name of moiitb-breatherH is "Li'tf"'*" ' not Julius Cnur 

fl mouth-brr-ntliir? Tall, somewhat |Hi)i'. Julius had a mouth 

with slijfhtly lii-oopiuK comers, upper lip short in pioiiortion to the 
lower; the sidfH of Iijh nose, imju- tlie riiltje, were utiiisually broad; he 
was prematurely lial'l ; his hi-arinu on our fii(h^ was not likr that on 
the other; his h-fi i-ar was almost ileaf, for in speakin^r to Antony )ie 
says ("Julius ('ivsar,'" Act i, 1-213): "Come on my right hand, for 
this ear is deaf." While Ctesar was a more skillful swimmer than 
Caasins, his breath was not as strong, and consequently he did not 
poMesfl as great endurance. 

It was from the waves of Tiber that CassiuB carried the "man of 
Buch a feeblp temper" upon hia shonlders, and before they "eould 
aiTive the [loint propos'd" the mouth-breather eritd uiil : "Htl]> nn-, 
Cassius, or I sink!" And CivHar "fell down in tlie niarkel place and 
foam'd at mouth, an<l was speechless." What stronger chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence could he forged to sliow that Ca?sar was a con- 
firmed mouth -breather f 

Kant, the Qermau philosopher, had difficulty in breathing, due to 
bis nasal obstmction. He deliberately trained himself to breathe 
lhroii(rh the nose only. liy this worthy efTort of will-power, Kant re- 
eovert'd liis comt>lete composure and cheerfuluens, and succeeded in 
overroiiiiii^' Ilia morbid m^ancholyt vhich sometimes tempted faim to 

coiiiriul Kiiieidr. 

(ieor^re Ciitliti who devoted the greater part of his life to the study 

of over J,O0(l,O{l(l Indians of North and South America, in their simple 

suicides, uf unnatural infirinities in the lives of civilized people, and of 
teetli decay. 

He offers himself as a living witness, and relating his own e^eri- 
enoe he says: ' 

"At the ace of 84 years .... I penetrated the vast wUdernesa with mj 
canvass and bniahes for the purpose which has already been explained, and In the

grass, and breatlilug the chilly olr ot dewy and foggy nights that was circu- 
lating around me.

Until 
then, I hope that 1 have attracted the reader's attention sufficiently to 
cause him to ponder this snbjeot and make him detect his own "open 
weakness" and reflect upon his own oeensional month-breathing, and 
his own mandible which is wearily and pcriietually drooping. 

In prt'Mni iiiir thrse reflections "it is my Initli that every flower 
enjoys the ulr it breathes," the "cool, freah air, whence health and 
vigor springs," and if but one of my readers leaves the ranks of the 
unfortunate pbysiological sinners my efforts wil not have been in vain.

Quicksilver miners follow the niost unhealthy trade in the world. 
The fumes of the mercury produce constant salivation, and the system 
becomes permeated with metal; Hie teeth of the unfortunate men drop 
out, they los<' ttieir npetite, become emaciated and, aa a rule, seldom 
live longer ilum two years. 

Chloride nl' lime, employed by bleadiers, frequently destroyes the 
enamel and dentine of the teeth. But phosphorus, used so largely in the 
manufacture of lueifer matches, affects a very large number of persons, 
women, girls and ebildren ureatly prei>on(lcrating. 

People who work in soda facim-ies an- atTeeted by the teeth becoming 
soft and translneeni ; they break oft" dose to the gums. 

Br. Hesse of Leipsic states that bakers are likely to suffer from de- 
cayed teeth on account of the flour entering the mouth during work col- 
lecting on and around the teeth, where it decomposes and generates an 
acid desti-uctive to dentine.

WhrtluT tln-y liav.- ■■niiil>inf(! in re- 
straint of trade or not in the eyes of the law, does not l oneern us here. 
They may be what Roosevelt defined as a "good trust." We do not 
know. We <ln kniiw, liowever, that we have to pay high prices, which 
an- eviT liiiflw-r. with no relief in sight. In other words we are

LhsIIv. id IIS look al tlic praetice of dentislry itsrlf. Wonls fail to 
express tlic phaos ami 'i.-iiioralization of our iinlili- iimffssioii. Our \>vn]U. 
era in trade, considered educationally inferior, an; far more superior and 
sensible in their regulation of hours of labor, competition and prices, than 
M-e are. We haevn't any regulation! We are five centuries behind the 
times from a politieo-eeonomie point of view. We haven't even reached 
the "fjuild pi riinl." 

Quaeks and illegal practitioners infest our jirofcssion. Dental par- 
lors little better than bargain-counters in department stores l ule il. 

Not only do we have to compete — unneccessarily to our sliauie be it 
said — ^witii the above-mentioned, but we compete with each other in 
ways both emel and absurd. 

'*We must live!'* T can hear my readers say. In rebuttal I would 
ask just wliat do you itu iiM hy "live?" If by livinR you mean, toiling 
twelve bours a day in a stutTy office, intiatintr foul odors, with little rest 
and less reei-ealion ; if by livlitt,' you irn-an eutlintr pi-in-s to llie roek-bot- 
lotii so llijtt \'ou caiuiol exist urdess yim have plenty of work on hand : if by 
living you mean wasting your precious youth and tin- Hower of your man- 
hood in such unremunerative ways, then we say, 'tis better not to live.

VULGAR SPECIES AND THERAPEUTIC SUPERSTITIONS

This search for the caase of things and events exists since the appear- 
ancp of man on the face of the earth. The inability to explain things rea- 
sonably arnl fdiiviticingly indiM-i-d t!i'' tlilnki'i-s of jiiM-i.'nl Mun's tr, nsp 
their iniHt'inal iv<> racnlties. The ani'i''Ml .■viphiinnis n;itiir-;il plini'iinciiji 
were tlie [lOrls. 

The realk'ss mind of man, ever s.-i kiiif; to account for tlie marvels 
presented to hii senses, adopts one tli'-orv after another, and the rejected 
explanations encumber the memory of nations as myths, the sypnifi-jance 
of which has been forgotten.' 

Coeval with the birth of superstition was the birth of magic. The 
charlatan who conld unscnipnlonsly play ujxin the feelings of his ignorant 
andii'hr,- liji'l ipiili- a iiiiKl'ty rollowiii-r in i vcry loi-alify where human 
Im-iiiits Miii. t.il and hoiKMl. 'i'lii- establislmuMit of flu- lioman Church in 
KiifjIiMnl iliil not cause iIk- old Anglo-Saxons to aliainlon their ancient 
rites and ecremonieB. The inliabifanls still clung to the mystrious lore 
of the I)ruids and were only aliU- to atiadi themselves fully to the new 
belief by retaining Quite a number of the heathen superstitions. 

The selling of amulets by magicians is a very lucrative business even 
in tlie pi-. s.'nt day. Sometimes it is not the necromancer, but the church, 
which sells chjiiins to its adherents. The word amulet has quite a variety 
of tlerivaliiMis from the Koniaii «nd Aratiiau tongues. Aiiiulcts were so 
called liy the Latins because of tlu-ir supposed efficacy in allayiiii,' evil; 
"amueleium ((uod malum auiolitui*." S(nne think tlial tin- word is dn-ived 
from the Latin amula, which is a small vessel of lustral water cai-ried 
about by the Romans. In the Arabian language, hamalet means that which 
is suspended.^ Certain charms are supposed to the valid against all evils 
or ailments, others are efficacious only in certain specific instances. 

Peopir afraid more often of an iinasiiiary, possiMr llli•^fll^tune 
than tlii'v ar.' of tlif pri'setit state of iiir.-lifity. .Tosepli A^Misoii says: 

Aw if till- iiatiiriil calaniitli's ot lift- wfn- not suUicient for it. we turn the 
most iiitllfrLTeiil clrcum stance ri hilo nilaforluTiea, and suffer as much from triflng 
aoddents as from real avtla. I have known the shoot inR of a star spoil a night's 
rest; and have seen a man In love grow palOj and lose bis appetite, upon the 
plueUng of a merry'thoui^it. A screoh-owl at mldali^t baa alarmed a temUy more 
than a band of robbers; nay, the voloe of a ortckat hath struck more temn- than 
the roaring of a Hon. There la notblng so InoonsideraUe which may not appear 
dn'iKirui to iu\ 1 III agination that Is fliied with omou and prognosttca. ▲ maty 
null or a crookt-d pin shoot Up Into prodigies, 

1 shall mention several curious cliarm or amulets lluit were preva- 
lent in the various countries of the Orient and Occident. Among the 
Chinese, iron nails which have been used in sealing up a coffin are 
considered quite efficacious in keeping away evil influences. They are 
carried in the pocket or are braided into the quene. Sometimes sucb a 
nail is heat out into a long rod OT wire and is incased in silver. A large 
ring is then made of it to be worn on the atikles or wrist of a boy till he 
U 16 yean old. Bneh a risg saottoi prepared for the use of a Ixty if he 
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is an only son. DauphttTs wear such wristleta or anklets only a few yean, 

or for even a shorter tinie.^ 

4i:t!<'ii mentions an auuili t belonging to nii Egyptian king, who is 
said to have lived G-iO H. ('. It was composed of a great jasper out in 
the form of a dragon, and surrounded with raya. This was applied to 
strenghten the stomach and organs of digestion. 

The Hebrews have quite a variety of amulets or eharms. each of 
which has a specific virtue. In the Middle Ages, tlu' quack necroniaiicers 
did ft thriving Inisinrss among tlio Jews who )mi! sfitlcd in Spjiin M;iira- 
(mides, the grt-.iX pli} si.-ian, wnUc vitromusly a^'ainsl tlimi : 

Believe not in tlic magician or tho lu i nmuiucer; ihey do bill bljifiiiheme the 
Bamp of God.-t 

Still many of tiu- old snpcrstitions have remaineti with the .Tews. 
When a Gentile physicijin ^ot'S into the lying-in room of tlic llfhrew 
woman he will notice placai ils on all the four walls, written in the ancient 
biblical tongue. These piipt-rs invoke the aid of the great angels for 
protection a^'niiist the evil spirits that may attack either the newborn 
infant or the inotlier. 

Sometimes tin- diai-riis worn were not so harmless, ami hail no 
sentimentality or nivKiery to grant them fascinating poieni-i-. \'ery 
frequently, horrifying things am) rei)ulsive suhslaiiees were eai rieii alutiii 
to ward off illness. In Egypt the finger of a Christian or Jew. eu! oiV 
a corpse and dried, is suspended from the neck uid is reputed to luive tlie 
powers of au amnK>t. In Flanders, a sick person imprisons a spider bet- 
ween two walnut shellK and wears it around his neck." 

!n 1726, Philip, Earl of Chesterfield, wrote in great praise of the 

Goa Slmie : 

Till' (;o!i Slenr is aTi adiiiiralilo prepuratlon of varlouH Ingredients; it is laade 
by a Jesuit at Goa; tt lialh thv same effects with the l..^dy Kent's powder, but 
Is much stronger; It Is a sudorlflcke. and expells all imlsnns and liumora In tbe 
blood; It Is admirable in all feavourB and aguea; it drives out msaalea and 
smallpox. 

"Increduli^," sai.l Aslimole. "is {fiven the world as a punishment." 
It is no wonder, then, that liumaii lieiii^rs in order to avoid this ptinalty, 
believed all tliiit was toUl ttiem. anil r. li--.l uixtri this privili-irt- m- lic-nse, 
helped to Imr.ii-n tlie hjie of the world with tales of ahsurdity uud 
incongruity. 

No natural exhalation In the sky.

"I am told ou medical authority," writes a certain 
author," "that the bunches of flowers, which ehilih-en olTer to travelers 
in Southern Eeurope are sometimes intended for tlie uiigraeius purpose 
of sending some disease away from their houses." The contagiosnesa 
of ailments was known in olden times, and this desire to cure themselves 
by transferring the malady to somebody else was often the cause for the 
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oullii'-jik of vioI'-Mt i'|)i(i<MiiM's ill tin* uiiolc (n-igliborliood. Sometimes, 
iiistfini of passinft: off thf sinkiiess to a liuman bc iug, they attempted to 
give it to some animals, and thus rid themselves of the affection. A child 
who was suffering from scarlet fever was treated by takinf; some of the 
liair of tlif pjitii'iit !iini ijiviiit: it, coiii rjilfii in (he food, (o ass, ^vhieh 
w.'is to corilract Ihi' fever ami (liiis cmc lln' |iali«-nt. .\ slrjiihir prooeduro 
was in v(»Kiii' ff)r tlif trfatint-nt of iiiraslcs; llir liair I'nuw llie nape of the 
nec'k of tin- child was given to a dog.

In the small villages of Russia when a idiild is su(Teriii{^ from a 
etitii neons dlHeese of the face, it is taken to an "old woman." who mumbles 
somi- words and spits several limes int.. ilie mouth of the child.^ 

Ineaiitations were one ol' ilie sii- i j — ' weapons of defense against 
all the maladies. A person alVlieted uitii rinjjworms, for example, takes 
a little ashes between the forefinger and thumb and three successive 
roomings, and, before having taken any food, holds the ashes to the 
part affected and says : 
EUnfworm. ringworm red, 
Never may'st thou either spread or speed; 
But Jiyefirow lens and lesR. 
And Oiu uway nntong tlw; aap.9 

After M al.liiit: oiu-.self. instead of piving way to vigorous profanit7, 
or counting up to 100, as Benjamin Franklin snm^estedf tiie eustom was 
to blow upon the injured part and repeat: 
There was two angels oaiae from the North. 
One brongbt Are and the other bronght frost: 
Out Are, In frost. 

In the name of Father, Son and Holy Ohost, 

Tlie iirdiriary atVeetioiis (.!' eliiKlliood were treated by incantations 
and exorcisms, or by endeavoring to transfer the disease to the lower 
animals. For such a disease as smallpox, which couted its victims by the 
thousands every year, curious medicants were recommended. Sheep's 
dung or triekings><* were administered to such patients. Another procedure 
was to wrap the patient in a scarlet cloth. 

The Chinese make their children wear i)apiT masks on tlie last night 
of the year to pi-fveiit the ^nul of smalli)0.\ from "pouring: ii oiil " ou them

For eiysipelas they suggested chautiugs of witches; but this was

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of the "weird womeo" were uot to be heard, several medleys were sug- 
gested. The aahes of a woman's hair mixed with the fat of a swine were

The lirsi Kiii^' to intro.luee ihe Kline's toiieli 
into Eugland was .latiies I. Shakespeare has uu illuKioti to the healing 
powers of this Kiti^' in '^facbeth'*: 

Strangely visited people. 
AU awollen and ulcerous, pitiful to the eye. 
The mere despair of surRpry. he cores. 
Hanging a golden stamp upon theb" necks. 
Pot on with holy prayers. 

— "Macbeth." Act IV, Scene 3, line 160. 

For consumption, the white plague, which even now demand a heavy 
toll of human l&e annually, the people had very many home remedies, 
■whieh probably did very little remedying. The speeifies that were in 
voyiie w ere ratlier empiric, to say the h^asl. ami smnetinies jillo^rel her 
disgustiiit:. To live at tlie Imtt'her's sliop, lo Miek a healths pei-soii's 
blood, to sleepe ovel' a cowhonse. lo inhale tlie sirioke of a limekiln, to 
pass through a flock of sheep leaving tin- fold in tlie nioriiiiig, to feeil on 
a lai^ white-ahelled snail, to eat nuiggons or mugwort — nil of thes.' 
were current medicaments in various localities. Children who bad 
tuberculosis were allowed to lie over night at a certain well, named in 
honor <if a l ertain saint. In order to prevent the spread of this malady 
iu the Iioiim IioM, they Iniried the corjise with the face downward. 

In h.'rlie ami eonsuiiliilive diseasi-s. they pai'e the nails of ihe Jiatient, 
put tlu se parings into a rag cut from liis elothos, tbuu wave their Imnd 
with the rage thrice around his head, crying "Deas Soil," after whieh 
they bury tin- rag in some unknown place. 

A soi-e troat was sometimes treated by a very iMiplcasent method. 
Tin- sole of a stoekinf.' that lunl been worn for several days was taken 
warm from the foot an.l tied ahont the neek of the jialienl. Sailors who 
suffer from soi-eness of the throat, lake a raw sail lin r-in^' with Ihe hone 
taken out and apply it to the neck, tying a haudkcrchief over it and 
keepmg it on all night 

Before ilio discovery of the healing properties of quinine, malaria 
liad perha|>s more victims than the other severe sicknegs. At the present 
time, in the less civilized portions of the globe, they still apply to the 
inaf,'ician for a cure for the ague. The chips of gallows and places of 
execution were thought e.specially enieacious, and lacking' these, tlni 
branch of a maiden ash freshly cut from the tree or tin- water from « 
eburch font were used. Certain chanus were carried ahout hy those 
who feared an attack of the fever. A handful of groudsel worn on the 
bare breast, or else an especially blessed amulet with the inscription of 
the name of God upon it were suspended trom the neck of persons who 
lived iu malaria-intested neighborhoods.

A dl' III)' sixtiTiiili rmlufy in Kngland says : 

Tfiicli are good plaaiers but bad noiirisliment; for, being laied on the soies 
fotlie feet, they often draw away the ague. 

Tlie daily cramps and aches and unpleasantness that are found in all 
families had their specific remedies. The usual belly-ache attack passes 
without the use of any medical agent, and will, in the vi-ry t-'n-at majority 
of cases, pass in spite of tiny niedieament. TUr iaynian. Iiowever. snfTers 
with aches, takes n ivputed n-nicdy, jT'-ts well, nmi firmly believes that it 
was the special iiiixtun- tliat lif had taken whii-ii iia<l euied him. For ex- 
ariiplr. apjilinl in (IrMnariy a special concoction recommended bv 

Dr. Christopher (_;uaruoniu8 of the coiu-t of Rudolph II of Bavaria (1576- 
1612). It is rather interesting to know how many people were able to 
obtain this remedy :

Oiu- cur.- which ninst have lieeu 
quite dillicult of accornplishinciil. except liy ih.> ]ii-orrssional i-lown, was 
to stand on one's heail lor ti quarter of an hour. Perhaps after the exer- 
tion of standing upon one's head not only the colic but more painful dis- 
eases might have been sured. Persons who were liable to the attacks of 
colicky pains sometimes carried about with them wolf's dung. In his 
"Diary," Fepy speaks about carrjing oneself a hare's foot. Pepy also 
gives a prescription, which 1 shall here repeat: 
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Balsam of sulphur 3 or 4 drops in a syrup ol ColMafotte, not eatlns or driuk> 
ing two hours before or after. The making ot this b&lsam was as tollows: 'Hwo 
thirds of line orle, and one-tliird of fine Brimstone, sott thirteen or fourteen hours

If the flesh of the fowl 
becomes dark, a cure was supposed to have been aflfocted; if not, the 
poison had been absorbed by the person bitten.

Hundreds of Socialists all over the country are asking themselves 
this qnestion. Beal Socialists too, not of the parlor type, but of the com- 
mon garden variety —hardy perennials, if yon will. Thev ar,> people 
who have gone far ahead of the pxcellrnt ivform pronrnm in whi^-li pro- 
prfssivfs of all schools n^vi-,-. p.'oplr wlin woiihl twvvr ho rontcnl with th'' 
pra.hial cstahlishiiH-nt of n n-asonabh- iiHulicmii of social wrll-being and 
fconoiriif " ' just ic- ' ' ; pcoi.lc whose convictions ilo not stop short of the 
abolition of the wage system, the socializing of all socially productive 
wealth, and an nncompromising industrial democracy realized through a 
eo-operative commonwealth. Times move swiftly : sometimes it seems as if 
these strong formulae, still abhorrent to the majority, ln-l.i tiir assent of 
every fifth I'. r.soti one talked to .— c. rtainly i.f , v.-ry l.-tith. We witness 
from (lay to 'lay a siirprisine growth of Socialist eonviction and emotion. 
But of av.nv.-.i Sol■iali^ls only a small percent take wlial would seem to bt 
the natural step aud join the party committed to the priucipUia thar 
profess. Why? 

We all know the reasons well enough. Many people hate to stress 
the class struggle as an instninient. Others suspect a niat. rialisiii- cast of 
thought and dislike the aniirius of llu- movement. Otlii is uimld '■feel 
queer" in the party organization. And to a great many it never occurs 
to join, because while Socialist literature and Socialist emotion have to a 
considerable extent percolated into their intellectual and academic world, 
the fighting forcei the practical movement, remains outside their vision 
and beyond their horizon. They are actually unawan- of il as a thing to 
be taken seriously and with respect, except in the vaguest sort of way, 
they are ignorant tliat it exists. 

More thau auy other modern political movement, Socialism is rooted 
in a philosophical conception. One has to think hard to accept it This 
fact may someday prove its strength, meantime it is in some respects a 
temporary weakness. No particular intellectual travail is necessary to 
make a man into a Ri-|)uhliean. or a I>eTnocrat. The I'rogiessive i)latform 
is hardly more than an orderly expi-ession of iiood-Will angered by our 
obvious social wrongs. But to become a Socialist is different. This in- 
volves a long grave process of thought, an abandonment of traditions in- 
stinctively cherished, a deliberate mental emancipation of oneself, and a 
tremendous act ol both intellectual and moral courage. So intense u 
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thr procoRs, HO dramatic the final acquisition of faith, wiiether faith come 
guddt iily as a conversion or slowly aa a natural climax, that these seem in 
a way all snmci.-Ml 'Ylu- tliiui: is so -rn-al fliat one stops there, lost "in 
wonder love and praise, " thankful that one has escaped the blind alley of 
sooial hopelemieM, and beholds the way to social righteoomeM clear be- 
fore one. 

Nnmbers of people whose lives do not involve them in any political 

or indiiHtrijiI stnitr^?!'". ari- invfis.'Iy ;it this point. As they have decided 
whether ihi-y wilj follow Kiint or Lm kr. .laincs or Royce, Bergson or 
another, so they have niadr up th. ir tniriils to he SocialistB. They have 
found their intellectual home, and there is an end of it. 

But it should not be the end. To be a Socialist implies a different 
kind of n-spon.sil.ility from bi'int: a disciph- of HeRel- for though Social- 
ism bf rooted in abstract ideas of liiiniaii n'lations and rights, it flowers 
in a definite conception of soeial organization, wh'n-h will nrv, r l.i-conie 
aetoal unless we make it so. Between the act of faitli and the eo-opera- 
tive commonwealth, lies the big struggle. And tlie tiplit is "on." As 
English Wallins so well insists, while the academic theorisU have been 
caudootly ewninK to tln ir eonvictions, the Socialist movement, proletar- 
ian, passionate, polili'-al. lias been srowinj,' strait-'ht out of liff. li. 'tween 
the theorists and the lighters, a gap yawns wide. It should be crossed, 
and life is so much more than theoryi that it is the part of the theorists to 
cross the gap. join the party. 

On.' cannot decide for other people, and many clever and good men 
and \v nitn-Ti m-i- i-oin-civahIy serving the Socialist i-aii-se better outside the 
parly tljiin tiny eould within it. It is well to eonlront the situation hon- 
estly, lly stiiyinfr out one avoids a lot of misi-oneepiion ; by coming in 
oneforfeits a lot of influence. By staying out one keeps clear of cor- 
porate responsibility for many things, tangible and intangible of which 
he may disappro\e: by eoming in one may meet distressing moments, 
when ii-' has apparently to endorse what he may really ablior. For in- 
Hliiiiri , ir one stays out he ean easl his vol-' in iin opportunist fashion, as 
he may judge best at a particular nionieut; if lie is witliin. he has lieeome 
part of an organization demanding fidelity to its decisions, decision to be 
sure which he has bis share in reaching through the party vote, but from 
which he may in the end dissent. To an appreciable degree, one does in 
joining the >So.-iidist Tiirly saerifiee lii.s liberty. By staying out one ean 
remain in a pure atmosphere, n-mole from tlie agoiiizinj; process toward 
freedom, in a god-like aloofness conii-mplniin^' an insjiiriiiK ideal. If one 
comes in, Uie dust of battle hides the vision, and in the luruiugs uf the 
way one questions if the goal be lost. 

Yes! .Staving out is more eomfortable. One feels more clean, more 
free, 'I'lirre is oidv oni' troubli-. Xo real gods ever are aloof. To think 
tliem so was an oM theological blunder. All the real gods are within the 
struggle, and the very process itself is their expression of themselves. 
If we want to be god-like, we too must get into that struggle and that 
process. It is the human instinct to stsy out; to get within, is the divine 
method. 

To stay outside the So- ialisi Party, when one has bfcunie convinced 
that Socialism is true, is an unsocial performance. One does not judge 
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other peojiU-. Evcrv last one of us, Sociulists not in ilie least excepted, 
is an individualist, and even an anarelus', in spots; and nobody gets so- 
eialized through and through by simply adhering to the Socialiat creed. 
But that creed like all others is worthless unless it gets into experience 
and recreates life, ant! just in proportion as it does so, lilierty, status, in- 
fluence, irresponsibility toward tlie wrongs and blunders of otin-rs. all 
elierislied assets tu ti-' kept by retiiaiuiug outside the part\'. fade antl lose 
their value ber<ire the spiritual vision, while one thing shiues out, the 
chance to bear one's kittle witness, the privilege of enlisting in thfl gre^t 
army definitely ple<iK''d to fight for what one tielieves in. 

Here, moreover, is one way of gettin^r di'ill in assooiated life and 
elTort. That kind of drill has many unpleasan! iiossibilities. to belong 
to the Socialist Party is often as disconcerting as to belong to the I'hris- 
tian Church, and lays one equally open to misrepresentation. !!ui the 
race has got to have an immense amount of this kind of auti-individu- 
alistic discipline in the common life, if a Socialist world is to be possible. 
And wheir should a Socialist sjurit secure such discipline in democratic 
and corporate activity, niore Jiaturally ttiau within the political organi- 
zation pledged to work for his ideals! 

Many convinced Socialists stay outside the party because they do 
not like our avowed use of the class struggle as an instrument. Now as 
we are always saying the party does not create that struggle by recog- 
nizing' it. and if the Lord has allowed it to tievelop as an historic phenom- 
enon. Ill- [ir-obably intends us to make some use of it. Mut if people do 
not like it. they have the power to soft.-n its asperitie^ and modify its 
character, by the very simple act of joi^iI^^^ the jiraletarian movement, 
which if sufficient numbers join, would be a proletarian movement no 
longer in any sense to which exception could be taken, though in the true 
M'lisr it must always remain such. !ii tlu- same way. if people think the 
animus of the parly triat<-rialistl'- nr ;iti;in-liistie, (an opinion in which if 
they join they will tind thems-l. ^ l'-Iv mistaken), they can i'liansre 
that animus and introduce new im-iius and emphases as swiftly as they 
will. If mere ignorance holds tluni out, and the all but hopeless pro* 
vincialism that stifles an intellectual aristocracy is a more deadening neg- 
ative force than we realize, then they need for their own salvation to 
escape from books to life. 

How wortli while it will be if the I. S. S. cau persuade honest Social- 
ists by hundreds and thousands, to see the matter in thiii way!

LOCAL ANAESTHESIA. 

Co&sid^rabe trowble from afti'ryiaiu as well )i>; piiiii iluriiiR the net 
of extraction, wli' ti l<n-iil anacsttiesiH was uscil. foi r< li int- to ilo soiiii- ob- 
servation anit t'XiK riiut'iitatiou in order to tinil tlu' cuiist' or causes of said 
pain. As a n sult of these obaervationB I amved at the cooclusioa that 
the following are the causes: 

1) Too mnoh liquid injected. 

2^ a."" Km-'-iiitr tlu' in-t'tllf too deep. b. — ^Inji'i-titiir in too iiiaiiy 
places, c. Tito gn at and too rapid jircssure applied in forcing tlie lliiuid 
into the gum. 

3) Too brief interval between injeetion and extraction. 

4) The breaking away of too much of the alveolar procesa. 

5) The irritation produced in the gum by the rough edges of the 
broken alveolar process. 

6t Tli< loss of too mudi blood from the socket, which produces 
Kwelliug and pain. 

How can we best avoid these unfavorable circumstances T 

1 ^ It is best to inject as little of the anaesthetic as possible, con- 
fining it to the immediate area surrounding the tooth, tlicrcliy avoiding 
over-ilistcntion of tissin- ami diiiiiiiisliiiij.' Ihr aftrr-clTei'ls of tin- dr'iiir. 
The prevailing oivniou is, tlial the more liqnid. ilir di'.-|iiT iln- aiiaesthesiii 
— this is erroneous; as a matter of fact the loss of si iisitiveness in tin- in- 
jected area is more due to the expulsion of the blood, than to the imes- 
thetie properties of the liquid, for it is well-known that perfect local an- 
estliesia can lie [imdiif- d hy injection of distilled water, in which case 
the loss of sensitiveness of the sensori nerve endings is due to lack of 
blood, wliich was forced ont iiy tlir niLn-i-ss of iln- lii]uid. This loss of 
sensitiveness in the inmiediatf \ ieiiiity suirouiuliug the tOOth) does not 
require much liquid and further injection, which WOuld simply widen the 
anaestlieti/.t'd area. is. beyond doubt superfluous. 

The lin</ual side of the trum should receive less of the liquid than the 
buccal 01- lalual side and foi- the following: rrasons: a^ the trnni tissue 
has less nerve tilaments on the lint,'nal side tlian on tlie bnccal and labial, 
b) the injury lo the tissue caused by the operation is considerably less 
on the inside than on the outside as the tooth is extracted outwardly 
and the breaking of the alveolar process and tearing of the gum tissue 
is incomparably greater on that side. Hmi-.- the internal part of the 
gum should he injected oidy once, in ilie center of the area of the 
tooth and jnst enough to turn this small area slightly i>ale. 

On the other hand the external surface of the gum should be injected 
on both sides of the tooth into the outer part of the interproximal space, 
where the tissue is more solid and is not olistructed by the alveolar proc- 
ess. Th^ result of ibis melhoil is that the anaesthesia travels in a semi- 
circle around the tootli, covering' eomph'tely the necessary ar'-a. 

Exceptions to this rule are deep-seated roots covered by a good dual 
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of tissue and scattfnti roots of upper or lower molars, in y.hic\\ cases 
one inj''etioti on caeli sid-- of tlif i-oot nnternal ami external) is sufficient. 

2) I'art of this question— tlic unnecessary injection into many parts 
of the tissuf!— is already answered. 

Too rapid and too great pressure applied in forcing the liquid into the 
tissue, overtaxes the flexibility of the cells and capillaries and results in 
their rupturf'. which pnniuc s pain ilnring injection and soreness and in- 
flammation siihs<-i]uc'nlly. Tlit- forcing of the needle too deep is objee- 
tionabh- for tin- Hamc reason, for it requires too much pressure for injec- 
tion which is injurious. 

3) One minute is said to be a sufficient interval between the injec- 
tion (nhI i-xirnciion. for aiiaosthcsia lasts from 1 to 2 OT minntes. 
My oliHi-rvatioiiK convinced me of the fallacy of lliis. 

Xot only does the anaeHlliesia last much longer ■ ' Inv io five minutes) 
but it becomes deeper as time advances until it reaches the climax, after 
whicli sensitiveness gradually begins to return. At any rate, I have ex- 
tracted teelii at't. r an iril< rv;il of 2' j and 3 minutes with less pain to the 
patient, than afi<T an interval of shorter duration, using similar cases for 
observation. 

4) The discussion under this heading does not include cases of loose 
teeth or decayed roots, where the alveolar jirocess is considerably ab- 
sorbed and does not require fracture. 

That the alveolar process must he broken in 90% of extractions is 
pertain, but it is not less certain that the fracture varies in extent and that 
hy proper care it may be reduced to a minimum, diminishing the after- 
pain thereby. 

The fact that a small wound ^'ives less pain tlian a hn-irr nne is too 
obvious to require illusration: less blood necessary for repair of tissue, 
less heat attending granulation, less inflammation and sweUing, hence — 

less pain. 

5) The rouwli edpes of the broken alveolar jirocess should lie icini- 
med and smoothened Ity n small stone, regardless of l)leediti;jr from the 
socket, for, the inflammation, retarded healing and pain that can be 
EToid&d thereby are very great. 

fi) The loss of ton niiieli IiKkm! is frequently the cause of consideralde 
■welling, inflanimatiori and. eunscqnently excruciating pain, which can be 
avoided by stopping' the hemorrhage inunc<iiatcly after exlraction and 
syringing the socket, instead of allowing the patient to rinse his mouth 
for a considerable length of time, thereby depriving the injured part of 
its neoestary blood supply.

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BEZUAL PSBVSRSIOK.

I am approaching this subject with a feeling not unlike the boy who 
is telling tales out of schooL There are perhaps many people who will 
get as far aa the heading in reading this article. The old belief and teach- 
ing that anything relating to sex must be covered up and kept fmin 
hnman gaze is still previileiit aiiionn certain people, who, whih> sexually 
normal, still sufTcr som.'wlial from uu iiiiii |>frviTsion. 

At any rate, we are approaehing the dawn of a new era, whin tliese 
sexual perverts will be treated with the same eo aside ration and seieiitifio 
understanding as we now treat a case of typhoid fever or ulcer of the 
atomach. 

The days of Salem witchcraft have become extinct; old women whose 
backs have been bent, and whose faces are furrowe<l by eree|»ing ago, 
are no longer in jeopardy of tlie stake or the luingtmurs noose. And 
thanks to the rcseardies of llavelock KIlis and Prof. Kraaft Kbintf, of 
the I'niversity of Vienna, the searchlight of reason and mulcrstanding 
has been turned ou most powerfully on these sexuo-pathological cases. I 
wish in this article to make a plea for the proper understanding of these 
misfits of nature so that onr scorn and contempt might be replaced by a 
feelinp of pity and tolerance. 

It is to the evrrhistijitr 'lis^rtan' of this nation the we havr not as 
yet iiiTii-' to a clear and rational undi-rstandiuj; of these eases, aiul that 
our penal code is still as of old in >Mtr method of dealing with them. 
Only a few recent instances will illustrate this and I will mention them 
later. 

it is my object to throw a little light on this stibject to the readers of 
The Progressive Dentist in so far as my study of the snhjeet and a few 
personal ohs.Tvations will allow me to do so. 1 do n<tt elaiTn any oriirinaliiy 
along this line, hut will rather act as a medium between those who have 
given tin ii- uhole life to the study of the aubjdot and thoae who do not 
understand it at all. 

Before going any further, I wiafa to differentiate between tnte aOx 
perverts and sex inverts. By sex perverts I mean those who have through 
habit or association gratified their sex desires in a most abnormal man- 
ner. Tlif iKTv. rsion is, in niy t-stimation, psyciiiral, tin- result of i'<-rtaia 
impressions on a u^ak and \ iekling mind, and iii<-lijil<'s sn'-li aeis as luas- 
turbation and uliat is known as Erotic Symboli.sni. 

These latter form of practices 1 consider perversions or sexual ab- 
normalities. They arouse my disgiiat or pity no more nor less than a 
running sore or an abnormal growth. I eau nni ''onoeive of a sound mind 
sanctioning such practices, and I scorn )ii)\si< :il punishments of nature's 
freaks. 

The subject of niasturhalion is familiar in most of us. It is a iiifthod 
of self-gratification piartii'dl hy both s-m-s in a most variahif maiMicr. 
It is a most common praelice among pfO[)U- wiio ar.- sexually starved, 
and is therefore most frequent in prisons, asyUuns, barracks and in board- 
ing schools. The practice is well nigh universal, so that one authority 
on the subject has expressed himself by saying that "Out of one hundred 
penona ninety-nine masturbate or have done ao, and the one hundi^edth 
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lieB." The effects of iiiaaturbation are no worse than those of normal 
intercourse except that the effects are mentally deleterious. These sub- 
j<Tt8 broofi over Iht-ir i-omlitious ami imagine that tht-ir s.'cn't practices 
are indt-libly wriit< ji on their faecs, wlit^re "He who nin.s may n-ad it." 
They beeomi' tli.-n-fon- si-lf consriotis, self-analytical, introspective and 
suspicious of everybody's gaze. Tlieir fears are ill founded, as their is 
nothing in that practice to warrant such symptoms. If masturbation 
could be practiced no more frequently than normal sexual intercourse 
tbfi cffpctfl would be no worse. The quacks and human vultures who prey 
npnii 111' SI- Kiifferers exaggerate their sympt<HiU and frightea them almost 
into iiisiuiiiy. 

The next subject of interest is that of "Erotic Symbolism." Here 
-we have instances of where certain parts or symbols of tliose of the 
opposite sex are absohiit-ly essential to the excitation and culmination 
of the sexual act. Marked amonfj these perversions are the so-called 
(■;iscs of "I'.'licliism.'' A I'l-lisli is a part ni- a)>parr[ woi'n I'V tlic opfiosite 
Hex wliieh is absolutely essential to aiuiisc aii>' sexual tiesire ni- apjireeia- 
tion. Thus, a pair of stot-kini^'s. a slioe, » loek nl' liair a eufsi i i:o\er 
will act as a powerful stiuiulaut to the male, while the woman wearing 
it, no matter how graceful her physique, or exquisite her beauty, will 
hardly be sufficient to rouse any sexual desires. The abnormality, to my 
mind, is a psyeliical rather than a physical derangement. A specijfic case 
menlioiied by Ilavelock Ellis, I think, will convey the method of incep> 
tion of these perversions. 

A young boy about ten years old was frequently left at home alone 
with a girl cousin. They played together frequently, and then for the 

first lirjie ihe lioy hi-eaTin- aware nf a beautiful gilded slipper that jhe wore 
untl also iiotieeil lii'r tapeiintr ankle. At the sight of this there was the 
first a^vakeiiini: of sexual feeliiij:. and the l>oy was overwhelmed with 
passion, lie then lay on tlie tloor on bis back and in innocent play di- 
rected the girl's feet over bis abdomen, and gradually guiiled her slipper 
to his sexual organ, which culminated in an emission. The slipper then 
became an established fetish for him. He never could have any sexual 
desire except at tbe sii:lit of iliis sli|>|>er. lie was never happy for llio 
rest of liis life except wlieii he emiM have his t)eloved slipper with hini. 
At tlie same time no wuman. however heauliful. eould ever rouse him 
sexually. Hi' would next walk in fi'ont of shoe sliops and admire the 
slippers displayed there with an ecstasy of feeling that nothing «dse in 
the world could produce. At the same time he would be almost frigid 
in tbe presenoe of women unless they wore slippers that would apijeal to 
him. 

The rclatioMsliip belweeu liis peculiai- fetish and his sexual desires 
is apparent. At tlie Hrst awakeninir of Ids sexual desire he fondled tlie 
^pper and assigned bis feelings to tbe si^^ht of it. Tlie wearer of it 
never impressed him as being the cause of this e£fect. This seems to 
show the psychical nature of this perversion and its almost natural incep' 
tion and development. To throw nn unfortunate like this into prison 
is a betrayal of ignorance akin to the ignorance betrayed hy the people 
of the seventeenth eentury ia bumiiig witches. 
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Other perversions are those of Masochism, where the subjeet can 
have sexual grntifioation only wli.-n aoi-ompaniiHl liy tlir inflii'tiou of 
cruelty, siit-h as whipping or briiij; whipped. The execution of a cruel 
at'l either hy tiu-niselves or upon themselves is essential to the arousing 
of their sex impulse. A reeeut case of such a sexual pervert is that of 
the man Hickey, who has recently been arrested in conneotion with the 
slaying of the Josephs boy. Here was a sexual pervert who could satisfy 
himself only when he was inflicting cruelty on some human being. 

Now we come to the second part of our subject — that of "Sex Inver- 
sion." It is a condition where members of either sex are sexually at- 
tracted to members of the same aex and cohabit with thein. Men crave 
for men, and \voTiien for wotnen. It is known as humns. xuality. Tlie 
greatest men. sneh as .Inliiis Ca-sar. Napoh'on. Coetln-. Wall Whiiman, 
( ohriiltre aiiil many uthei-s liave he.-n aeeiiseil of havinj; heen hnino 
sexual's. Among reeent examples we have the ease of Kear-Adniiral 
liarry, U. S. N., who at the age of sixty -five, two years ago wa.s re- 
lieved of service when detected in the act of cohabiting with sailors. The 
case of Oscar Wilde is still too fresh in our minds to receive any further 
emphasis. 

This practice is still considered a penal crime according to our 
judicial lights and is punishable by State's prison. I maintain that this 
is wrong, as some of these sexual inverts are so ordy ihron^li some 
IH-enlinrity of jihysical ilevelopnienl that gives tliem ihe sexual instinet 
of till' opposite sex while their own is eitlh-i ilerniaril ur cnlitrlv aiis' iil 
In other words, their sexiird pretlilei'limi for nn inheis of their own sex 
is to ihein just a.s normal as the mating' of ii[>|>i)stirs among normal people. 
In fact, the normal sex instiuut is abnormal from their point of view. I 
had occasion to talk to a gentleman of homo sexual tendencies the other 
day who at the age of fifty -two has never had any sexual relations with 
any woman, but has cnhahited with men all his life, lie s.-rined to think 
notliinp at all of his praeiiei's, feeling himself jnsi as normal aii<iiit ii as 
HMv hnman being, lie told me that sinee boyhood he was more like u 
t'irl than a boy playint? with didls to a rather advanced age, and caring 
little for the coutpany of boys. At the age of puberty he heeame sexually 
conseions in a normal manner, bnt he never had any attraction for any 
woman. His liive for men has been and is very marked. The gentleman 
in fpiestion is polished and refined in every respeet, a student of all 
([Ui'slioiis, a lover of mHiikitnI. and has heen the r-andidatr for nia> or in 
the eity where he lives. Is there aii> l'ndy that eaii aeeuse a man <i!' staml- 
iug in the eomniunjty where he liv. s nl' loatlisonie practiees. I ehalh-nj;*- 
anybody to discover any criminal motives in his sexual propensities. If 
a crime has been eoraraitted let God or Nature, whoever bas planted the 
instinet in him, answer the charge. Tet if discovered in his practiees, 
pood and honored citizen that he is, he wonld stand within the shadow of 
State's prison. We had a few instanires tike this published \ty tin- "('all" 
some time ago regarding the practiees of i-ertain men out in I'lntland, 
Oregon. 

I will cite another case illustrating my claim re(;arditig the non- 
criminality of these acts, and to focus the attention of the public on their 
pathological nature. A yonag girl was sent some time ago to the CatU- 
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olic KeforiiJitiory for being too lioyisli in Imt ways aud pursuits. She 
would be out in thr* street till all hours <if tin night, associate only with 
bi^, and display other traits characteristic of a boy. She was therefore 
eonaidered to be inherently bad and sent away to the Protectory. At 
that tini'- slif was only ten years ol-l. She was discharged about one 
year ;iu'<i iunl soon after the diseliartje was sent to me by her mother 
fni' ;i liini[i" in her ri(,'ht groin. I 'ii;it,'tiiiseil the ease as siuiply nm- of 
rupture and sent her to the hospital for an ojieration. And wiu-n iliey 
opcjHfd uj) tlii! swelling they fouud nothing less thau a male testicle. 
Then they looked into the case a little more fully, and found that the 
girl had no uterus (womb) ; there was absolutely no trace of any ovaries; 
there wjis no dev<:lopment of the breasts, although she was at this time 
already fifteen years old, and she said she had never menstruated. The 
only sign tln-n of being a female was in the |»resenee nf the vatrina. Tin- 
iutritisic organs of the female, uterus or ovaries, were lacking, while 
idle possessed the intrinsic oi^an of the male (testicles). And if we 
accept the belief that Uie sexual sense resides in the testicles in the male 
and in the ovaries in the female we have a practically normal case of a 
7iude with a nur-nial male sexual instinct for a female. The external 
genilids. hnwever, of little ini|)nrtanee ns regards the estahlishnu-nt of 
the S' x liislitM-t, ar-i- those of a female, eonseqiienlly she or he, rather, 
was brought up as a femaU-. Tlu- sex desire, however, will be for a 
female. Here we have a so-enlled eas<' of liomo sexuality though really 
absolutely normal. Under the law she is liable to a term in State's prison. 
Yet it was oidy hy accident that her true male nature was discovered. 
Is it not pdssiith- that within th<' pelvis of every .sex invert there lies 
somewhere soHir testi('le or ovar\' triving it (tie sex ai)petite of that of the 
0]ti)Osile Hex. All aberration of Hiilnri i>iily as far as the niisplaeenu-nt 
of an organ is concerned, but not as the desire manifested by the exist- 
ence of that organ T Are we still going to punish the already unfortunate 
victim of Nature's sportf 

Are we to add the horrors of the State prison to the mental grief 
and anguish neecssary to secure llieii- partners? If so, why don't we send 
eaneerous and tidn'r<-iitar patients to penitentiaries heeanse of the eon- 
Stant tianger that they are to the puhlie heallii? Why lincs not the penal 
code deal with epileptics, with cases of spina bifida, and other cases of 
mental and physiciU malformation. I maintain that it is due to our igno- 
rance of these cases that keeps us from dealing with them in the proper 
manner. Tn fact, there being no medical or surgical remedy for them we 
should not deal with tliem at all. hut segregali' IIi-'Ik and let them work 
out their own salvation, liy segregating, 1 mean segt-egale Ihe practice 
of the evil, if such it be, rather than the pei-snns. And s(u>ii tln' time 
will come when all criminality will be dealt with from the point of view 
of physical or mental degenerate.

shaU I learn T" 

What reply do you make to the above queries? Can you tnitlifully 
answer "I>ft liiiii i-xaininc himself as to his ahiliiios. his piv|iiii;iiion. his 
natural hvnt and imliiiatioiis and thoii K't him seU-ct the profi-ssion or 
tra(t.- Ii<- is ln-st tittt'd for." 

The problem of makinp a living for thi; young man just out of ooUege 
or high school is deplorable. We arp living under a system that has no 
use for thousands upon thousands of useful and able workers whose labor 
Could under sane management be used to the advantage of all tlie people 
but who to-day aiv sujierfliioiis. 

Tlii'Si- are indeed days wlicn men do tlieir liardesi to ol)laili a job. 
Each one srramblea and slrut,'^'li*s in the effort to iiiaUe a liviug. 

Already every field of endeavor is overcrowded. — Each year brings 
forth new crops of physicians, dentists and lawyers. Each pursuing the 
eltudve phantom of self-support and irnh p. ndt-nee. 

In our own profession, dentistry for instanee, look around you and 
see how every day new dental offices are springing up about you with 
their big glittering letters on their signs beckoning at you "Come and 
try me;" "Consultation and examination free;" "Caps $3 a piece," 
els., et*-. 

v\nd what about the physii-iaiiT T'lider present eonditinns he is forced 
as soon lie ^'raduates to ^ref into sorii-tics and lodpes. TliiTr hr b''f,Mns 
competing with his brotln-r physiuiau for the good graci s of tin- individu- 
al nuMulier and the organi/.aiion as a whole. Before his elcetion as a 
physician to an organization he flatters every one and when he is elected 
after dickering with them about the price per head for three months 
and whieh hi' usually settlfs for '2'><\ ]>'■]• member he retires with 
his brotht-rs to a ni arby saloon anil li-^ als lium to beer. The [)hysieian 
aceepts as ur'_',i ni/at iuiis as will cirri iiiiii. He runs around day ami 

night wi'iluifj pn>i iipi ions (the two or three he had studiiil up while 
in college), never iias a minute's time to read up anything in medicine, 
and finally loses the inclination to study anyway. Antl all for a bad 
living. 

The eonditions above described exist more or less in every profession 
and trade. And pray what reply do you make to those who ask you, 
'*What shall I do?" 

There is only one answer : ' ' Remove the cause. " ' And the cause is the 
capitalist system which subsists by fraud and exploitation and which will 
continue to drive and keep the great mass of people in poverty until that 
system is abolished. 
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Let me wind up my article with the beautiful words expresed by 
JunM Boasel Lowell : 

The time ig ripe, and rotten ripe, for chauge; 
Then let it come ; I have no dread of what 
Is f ;ill.-<! for l)y the instinct of mankind; 
Nor lliiitk I that God's world will fall apart 
li.M-aiis-- wr ti'iir ii iiaivhraent more or lew, 
Truth is rti-rnal, but lier effluence 
With i-nillt'ss fhange is fitted to the hour; 
Her mirror in turned forward to reflect 
The promise of the future, not the past. 
He who woiil'l win thr nauio of truly great 
Must un.lrrsiaii.i his own api- ari'l thi- next, 
And make the |.n's.'iit n-ady to fiiltill 
Its prophecy, and with the future luerge 
Gently and peacefully, as wave with wave." 



Thirteen porsnns in this State were made blind for life and four were 
killed dnrinc the past y^ar either by drinking wood alcohol or inhaling 
its poisonous funu's. whili> tlirouphout tho country hundreds of persona 
hnvi' Imtti iuiiorcntly viotiniizeti by the same pnison, according to the 
fouriii .umhihI n |ini( of the New York Committee on Prevention of 

Bliiuliirss, rnadr piililic. 

The report further states that, aUhou*rh \v<><-,<] jili-oliol Iti as small a 
quantity as a tcaspoonful has caused permauent hliuttnt-ss, ami in large 
quantities often causes death, this poison is easily obtainable from various 
retail stores, dmg stores and grocery stores, often without a label or 
warning to indicate its poisonous nature. 

Reetitied wood aleoliol may be easily mistaken for "good"' or grain 
aleohitl. iiiid lii-eause ol' its rcsi'nil)laii('e. is frequently used by ignorant 
and iiiis<'niitiili>us persons in ;iiliiMrra(t' idifjip liipiors. In tlie trades 
it is H(uneliine8 used in tlu^ [u-eparat imi nf l>ay rum, paregoric, flavoring 
extracts, Jamaica ginger and in suuu patent auMiit-iucs. 

The general ignorance wliieii prevails in recnrd to the poisonous 
nature of wood alcohol is evidenced by the lack of legal restrictions of 
its use. In no State in this country is there a law requiring adequate ven- 
tilation in industries where wood aleohol is used, while in very few 
States is wood aleoluti classified as a poison and so labeled. 

The unnecessary deaths cansi-d by wood aleohol poisonintr and tlie 
pathetic cases of needless hiindiii'ss from tlie cause can otily t>i' prevented 
by such legislation, and by the education of the lay public concerning 
tike death and disease following the numie of aigr form of wood alcohol 
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This magazino iiiaiiitaiiis an opm forum. W.> appeal to our sub- 
scribera to avail themselves more <'Nt<'ii.sively of oiir pages and send in 
riianiiscripta on any loim- they tliii'k n 1 > 1 ■ -1 iiifj.

Iiank aei ounl ; wliieh. sotnetinies, re|treseiits the remains of his wife'a 
dowry. Tr-iie. Iiis pnieliee has im-reased soinewliat, but not at the same 
rate thai his expenses have. 

And there you are. And when you stop to cogitate ihis (piestioii in 
your mind remember that the dentist raked in most of those shekela 
during those five years working evenings — between the hours of five and 
nine. 

From here on most of yoii can do the ealenlal iiifj; yniirse! vi's. 

Oh, yesl Success euu be reduced to a niatheniatieal formula. And 
so it can.

During n lengthy relic-huntuig visit lo Keuador, Professor Marshall 
llowjinl Savillr, lirjid of tlir archaeology department of Columbia Uni- 
versity, maili- s. \rr;)l riotrwortliy liiscovfiii's wliieli will do much to en- 
ligbtrn Ihi- pn s. iii treiieration about llic . iirly residents of that country. 
The relics indicate tliese early people to have been civilized and possess- 
ing scientific knowledge. 

The most inti-n-stitig discoveries were skulls which Bhowe<l that the 
men are of n type superior lo the A/Iees, for beyond the shape of the skull, 
teelli Were tilled wjili tjold ;iiid r,.|iiriii, proof uiMiiist akable that dentistty 
^\■as at a liij.'li stairi- of devrlninrienl one tliousaud years ago. 

Ill Mexien teeiti li;i\e hvrii dug up that Were lilled and orna- 

mented with stone, but tliis is the first instance of gold filling having been 
found in a prehistoric skull. 

The gold was inside the teeth, showing little on the outside, so the 
pin'i>ose was apparently for utility ratlier tliaii for oT-!iariieiiijitiori, In 
all eases, whether the tillirigs were trold or cenn iil, llie horinys iiidieated 
the use of a tool. Several teeth that had evidently become loose were 
held together by gold bands.

If the thill ^'lass plate is not hidd dicfilly in ihe tiiit;i-j'.s there ould not 
be iiiiieh clianjfe of temperature iidpai ted tiy llie liaiui- In any ease, w hen 
till- uliiaa slab beeoincs scratched throw it away, if you are using win- 
dow tflass you can throw it away with a better heart than if you paid 
$1.50 for it. This question of temperature of the slab impresses me as 
being of greater importance the more I see of the difficulties experienced 
by dentists in cement mixing. — ^W.V. B. Ames in Beview.

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POST EXTRACTION PAINS

In the October issue of the "Progressive Deutist" Dr. Levitt lunki's 
certain deductions from his ohsorvations in regard to the causes of pain 
following extraction of teeth. 1 am not in accord with some of those 
dedactions. It appears that Dr. Levitt was hitting the nail everywhere 

bnt not oil it.s lu-iul. 

Now wimt iiiuses post extraction pain? Sloiinhint:. Ami whiit <'misos 
sloughingf Death of ci'tls. By tlirst- first year rt-mli r im ihtMi. tiiiiilly 
arrive to another question. What causes death of cells in extraction of 
teeth! And the answer follows: 

1. Trauma. 

2. Infection.

2. Laxity in antiseptic precautions daring the operations' is alsa 
one of the main causes of pain after the extraction for the same reason, 
nairi.Iv, that iTifi'ctiim caiis.-s death of eclls, which means sloughing, 
falling off of the ilea.l li.ssue.s at their line of driiiarcation. exposure of 
the alveolar proeess, m eni.sis ami excruciating' pain. 

3. We now arrive to the most potent and frcitu.-ni < aiise of jmst 
extraction pain, and that is cocain Trauma and infection are the cans, s 
of after pain when a general or no aneaathie is employed, but with the 
ctnployment of a local aneasthetic containing cocain, this powerful alka- 
loid, in most cases is the din et causr of thr death of tissues. Such authori- 
ties as Dr. Kdward C. Kirk ■■oniLnin the usr eoeaiii as a local aneas- 
thetic. It exerts some deirinu-ntal rtV. ii it|i->ii tlie infeetcd tissues the 
nature of which is not quite undei-stood in I'liurtnoeoloRy. It sceins to 
paralyze the sensory nerve filuinents |iroducing a de. p and prolonged 
scheamia. The tissues, deprived in this manner of their blood supply, die 
before the circulation is restored to its normal state. And yet Dr. Levitt 
claims that the loss of too iiiiicli hloo<l from the socket produces pain. On 
the contrary lln- i)rofuse hleedinn of th.- soi-k.-t is lien. lieiiil in that it pre- 
vents lii-atli of tissues by alveolar aneainia. 

4. The local aneasthetic employed should be of the same di-nsity as 
the cell contents in order to maintain the equilibrium between the injected 
fluid and the cells. This is an important point to bear in mind. The 
living cell is encircled by a semi-permeable membrane, so that 
if the injected aneasthetic is of a lower or higher density

the local aneasthetie is imperative. The injection of water into the tis 
anea will not produce perfect aneathesia as claimed by Dr. Levitt for 
aneamia does not cause the loss of scnsitiv. nt ss, but paralization of the 
sensory nerve filameuta . Trnc that of the established codema may create 
■light sapeifieial aneasthesia, but nnless a physiological salt solution, at 
body temperature is used, the pain on injection will be so severe as to 
little repay for the slight advantages gained. 

To stiTii lip. T'oeaid sboulii be diseanleii as a local aneasthetie A 
very (,'"<"' siil'^'itiile fur it is Xorcain. Time ami s[)ace will prevent me 
from goiii^ iiiln a detailed eniiiiiefalioii of ilie merits of the drug. Be- 
sides, I have dwelt upon it in a previous number. Suffice it to say that it 
is less toxic, has no effect upon circulation or respiration, causes very lit. 
tie or no sloughing and combines advantageously with atirenaliv chloride 
There 1b now on the market a preparation known as Novol, which to mv 
niiiid answers all the re()iiireiiients for an ideal local aiieasthirtie for it 
conUins: (a) Norveain \.2%, (b) Adrenalin-chloride 1:60.000 (c) 
Chlorcntine 0.5% and (d) a normal physiological salt solntion. Not 
only do I use it for the extraction of teeth, but also for the extirpation of 
pnlpi, injecting as much as two syringe-fulls' into the surrounding gum 
tissue without any .-uM-onii^anyii^ pericemental irritation, as generally is 
the case when eocaiu is used. 



HBST WOMAH WHO GOT UP HSR NERVE TO 00 TO A BEHTIBT. 

Dtntal Fere^ Mada 2000 B. C. for Beautiful Sen-Hopet and Found In C^pUail 
Ruins Art Being Displayed In the Field Muteum. 

What is thought to be the first forceps made by man for the extrac- 
tion of human teeth have just been placed on exhibition in the Keld 
museum. 

They are saiil to luive been made for Sen-IIopet, an Egyptian society 
matron of wealth ami beauty, who lived 2000 B. C. 

History more or less is silent on the tooth qneation. It makes no 
mention of the toothache. Until just lately we could onlv snrmise that 
the first man and all his children had something to grind their food 
with. Hut now we know almost to a certainty that when man was 

created so were teeth. 

We eaii even further and aver with some degree of confidence 
that tliere ilcutists. The early Egyptians probably called them "dre- 
ben-yelpt." At the riot of Babylon no one thought of "dentist" as a 
f*?*'u J**** pv^ed and dodored leeih. And so every nation 

had the dentist branded acconlintr to ils own pet language. 

Sen-lIopet was the name of an K-rvi.iian woman of lii^'h dejiree. Per- 
haps she w;is a queen— most of tlieiu were— but it is the opinion of 
schohirs (l,;tt she was only a leader in her social set that called the kioff 

JSu . "^'"'^ entertained him of an evening. 

The irineers now on exhibition at the Field museum are so well worn

Egyptian dentist or doctor or what-not, and that they polled the tooth

Sen-Bopet First to Sao Dentiai 

Their relation to Sen-Hopet is only a surinisc. Imt it is ac'cptcd as 
possible that they actually did relieve Hit of an olmoxious srindcr. This 
surmise is arrived at through th'- inscrii't inn on the piiu-.'i-s. tlu> iilaci' of 
their discovery, and the liistory of Seu-llopet. The facts )>ut together 
piecemeal bring the studt uta of ancient history to this eom lusion. The 
minutest histories, in their original form, of any nation from its birth, 
make mention of only this case, and then it is passed over as a mere 
incident in Sen-Hopet's life. Thus arc wc assisted to the belief that 
Sen-Hopet was the first to submit to a dentist's operations. At least 
we have no reason to believe otherwise. 

In form the forceps rosonible the pincers which are wsed to pull nails 
or crack nuta. Those at present in use have deviated but little from 
those uesd 2000 years B. C. The only ditl'en iu-e is thai there are more 
hooks and knobs on them witli which to frighten the patient. They are of 
brass, about eight inches iu lenirth, and heavy enongfa to do the woi^ 
of most any heartless dentist. 

They were discovered in some ruins along witli two bathtubs, pans, 
ami pots peculiar to those limes. In the liouse, tOO, were thooaattda 
upon thousands of coins, and the skeleton of a man. 

No Office with Magazines Then. 

Was this the dentist? Were these coins the tribute paid him by 
Sen-Hopet and others who sufifered at his hands! These are qneationa 
that will never be answered. We can only hope that as a just reward 

for misery introduced into the world this dentist, if indeed it was he, suf- 
fered suflii'ietitly. The coins lu'c in the Ijouvrc, and the skeleton pi-e- 
served as licst i1 couiil for munimitication purposes. Ilis forceps are 
here, and Scn llopet has long since ceased to suffer witli the aching 
tooth. The tablet that appeared on her grave is at the Field museum, 
however. 

The to<tt!i pulling operation of lie early Egyptian days will always 
remain a mystery. It is only assumed that relief was accomplished under 
tlic rays of the boiling sun. The dentist had no office, no waiting room 
filled with magazines that have never yet made a prospective customer 
laugh or filled him with good humor. There was no chair, no ominous 
buzzing sounds. .Tust step up to the doctor's tent and hum a little song 
of mistry. immediately he steps forth with the pincers wliich we now 
have with us, and with a sturdy jerk the molar is extracted. 

There are other evidences at the Field museum to prove that Sen- 
Hopet was a power in society, if not a queen. Her toilet set, consisting 
of one liaml mirrnr, an<l lately recovered, reposes in the glaSB case. Her 
name appears on the mirror, making identification certain. 
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Hand Mirror Also Found. 
Now O0ly Egypt's first ladies ever indulged in the loznry of a haud 
mirror, Tme, they were not made of the heavy plate glass that is used 

in thoM in present use. r u j * * 

Before this mirror oxidized it was in a Inglily polished state, and 
brass u Im n pr.Iished, can reflect a face to all intente and purposes as 
well as t.'l;iss. The body is round, or as round as it could be made with 
an Egyptiiui liamni.T. ini'l Hi" liaii<ilr lias the same graceful curves of 
those of today. ^American Ueutal Jouciial.

(Di". llillyei". ex- 
amining tlii> teeth of lifteeu students at the Prosthetic Clinic, found that 
more than half of them belonged to some of the Angle elaasiflcation of' 
irregularities). ■ 

The weaker our system, the more susceptible are we to the diflFerent 
patholii>rii'iil I'Diulit ions. 

At till- saiiif time it may be stated that our medical know K tlsf would 
never have reaehed such a degree of development, we would m-vcr have 
been bo skilled in surgery, nor would our success in the treatment of 
ocrtsin diseases he so great were there no "Civilization." In other words, 
eivili/ation. in the sense that we accept the term, is progress and retro* 
grrssiiui coiidiirird. 

As rivili/aliori hrings US in contact uitli an evi-r nudtiplyini.' iiiiiii 
her of daiigi'i-K— Ihi' more we progress th*' inoi i' we suflfer, at the same 
tlDte, naturally, getting more experiener. 

Thus, it is evident that those who lived hundreds and thousands 
of years before ua, whose civilization was of a considerably lower stan- 
dard, suffered proportioiiah-ly iiun-h lesS, and then many liis- asi s now 
80 eommon were then praeiirally unknown. Hence, we eannot expect 
to find in the relics of ancient literature many distinct traces of phyd- 
ologieal, pathological or therapeutic science. 

What, then, was the knowledge of the ancients of the human bodyf 
What place did they assign to a tooth as one of the organs of the homan 
hodyt 

If wf realiz.' that llir iiin,|.* of rxpi-rssion of the people whose eivi- 
li/alion is slill in its early dawu, is of a musical and lyric character 
that the hegiiming of speech is a song, the primitive type of poetry- 
lyrio~nhen, perhaps, we could account for the reason that the organs 
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of the body w,rr lonsidered from the esthetic point of view; the con- 
sciousness of the functioiiB of certain organs, their normal appearanee, 
harmony and beauty, the deWght to the eye. 

Thus would they ii.Irnir.' a swift Icjr. a blm- i-v,-. a white tooth, a 
curley hair. and. in trm.-nil. ii suhj.-.-t rii-hly fiifted "hy luilure. 

Tiny also kii. w of the importiinoi' of (MTtaiii organs considered 
the aftiiction of any of thorn an a calaiuity. This we observe in their 
literature to a greater or lesser degree. 

The ancient Egyptians undoubtedly knew many things about the 
teeth, although their literature reveals but little upon this subj.ci ilu> 
fact being that their papyri ar-' so difficult of iu-.-ess. All tluit is men- 
tioned is that the trelli of a swirn- wiTc prouiid to a powder, mixed with 
certain ingredirnls ainl usnl as a iiu-diciiu'. 

The Hebrews, however, fruni slaves of the Egyptians, understood 
much more of the importance of tlie dental organs. Hoses, the first and 
greatest law-giver of the world, hammering out his commandments with 
ehisels on tablets of granite, inscribed the following injunction, — 
- ir-:-:- - -t^ nnn ji- ,nnn ir ,pv nnn py) i;ye foreye, tooth for tooth, 
hand tor \\mu\. (Exodus xxi. 24). 

Thns the tooth was plaeed on ilie same level as the hand and eye — 
the most delicate organs of the body. That is to say, the loss of an eye 
is a great misfortune and must he avenged; so with a tooth, nnn [[;•) 
(Kip'i — ,12 in;' ID ;,-t -^i-kd "Tooth for loolh. As he had 

caused a blemish iii a man, ao shall it be rendered unto him'* (Bxodiu 
xxi, 27). 

"And if he smite but his male servant's, or female servant's tooth, 
he shall let him go free for his tooth's sake." inoK \V iK n2V dki)

Have you ever paused to think that a slave, a person having no 
right to will, a man whose wife and children forever belonged to his 
master, could go free for the loss o^ one tooth! 

Mind you, he gained freedom of thought, independence of will and 
all those thinps belouKiuK to the fn-e. in li. n of the loss of on.' tooth 
Thus it is easily seen that iloses ret^arded the tooth as an important 
adjunct to health. 

This appreciation descended to the later generations of Hebrew s and 
very interesting is King David's conception of the teeth. Wlu n h,. as 
a yonng shepherd wandered the d.-serts with his herds, he hail an op- 
portunity to study and learn nature and its dillereut phouomeua lie 
learned to distinguish the roar of the lion (j;-iK n;K6r) the ferocity of the 
cuspids of the young lion (Dn»DD niB^no) their .lefendiuK and otfend- 
ing function. He knew there was danger in Die teeth of a serpent 
-jt: ■•::). lie laid sticss u{kiii the fact that the teeth in conjunction 
with the tongue are the main factors in speech. Observe the metaphor: 
"They teethed (sharpened) their tongues to make intrigues" (djib'^ij:^)

We ean sn- of wliaf value the teeth were to him when he speaks of 
the mischievous man. Ue does not find any greater punishment for them 
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Uian to break their teeth. "Yon ahsll breitk the teeth of the evil-minded."

And when this uusurpu-sscd lyrical poet, laijicnting the wickediieaa of 
his fellow-beings, kneels down before his lurying lyre, he sends out the 
deepest tones of despair, changing his song to a terrible melody, and 
with a shriek he cries nnto heaven: "Oht Lord, crash their teetb." 
(PsHhii Iviii, 6). (lo*:!? mn dm^k) 

What rage of the prosecutor! IIow severe thp punishment! 

Hut tlw tooth held a still higher rank in the judgment of Solomon, 
who jiut liis iu'iift and soul into the search for wisdom. 

He considered every material profit as vanity, and valued the tooth 
from its esthetic point of view. Here we enter a field where mental satis- 
faction ami I)(-;nit>' |il;iyc(l the all inipoi'taiit role, 

AcconliiiK to Soiiinion; the beauty of n man or woman depends upon 
the completeii' ss of tlie dental arches. We read in the Song of Solomon 
(Cantum cantorum) that " the love-sick youth is leaping upon the moan- 
tains and skipping upon the hills, seeking his sweetheart, while she sought 
him {HI till' sti-i'i'ts. " And wlii-ii at iiijrhl thr wiili-liiiieii met her she asked 
of them: "Saw ye him wliom my heai-t loveth?" Later the two find 
each other end the youth is impatient to praise her virtue. "Behold 
thou art fair, my love ! thine eyes are as doves behind they veil. Thy 
hair is as a flock of goats that lie along the side of Mount Oilead. Thy 
teeth are like a flock of ewes that are newly shorn, which have come up 
from the washing, whereof every one hath twins and none is bereaved 
among them." (cr: n'rLn ni'::'[<n': c^-r:;' rvmn ir: ^'?V'C' □'•f-mn tJI^) 

(Notice the dental formula and you will see that the teeth are all 

in pairs—twins as it were) : 1^, C- ', B— , m^. 

And while King Solomon, disguised aa a be^ar, tramped about his 

kingdom, Homer contemporaneously wandered among tiie Qreeks vHh 
hia tuneful harp and sang his national epos. 

He sang about the mountain wolf, who, after devouring a sheep, 
drank from a well and washed his .sharp teeth of the blood and particles 
of flesh. He sang about the two ferocious ajaxes. that "resenihles two 
lions, bearing a goat through the woods, having snatched it from the 
Hhitri) tooih<'d dog and holding it high above the earth in their jaws." 
(Iliad xiii, 198). 

When the Spartans were forced to defend Greece from the barbaric 
Persians, the former resisted the Asiatio force by the functions of their 
biting organs. Aiul having lost all their ammunition at Tlieiniopylae, 
they tlirew tliemselves upon their enemies with their cauiues until all 
of them sacrificed their lives for their country. This was also practiced 
by the Romans under the command of Caesar. 

Time elapsed, and Science, growing out from its lyric kemal, found 
its exponents in Socrates and Aristotle. 
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Aristotle in his study on zoology named Ihe front teeth (diarp)i the 
hat-k t.'.'th ri:il '. with tlu> v-aniiios Lvrweon. Ho also names, aeeCHrdlDC 
to their eharaetor, the tf>'th of different animals and fislies. 

Lucretius (98-5.^ M. C >, the poet anti most iinpormiit . xpoiu nt of 
epiearean philosphy, in "De Natura," makes a study of anatomy of the 
human body, naming the blood vessels, nerves and viscera. 

Eepardinp tlic L . th. he proves to be a perfect Odoatologist. He 
mentions tliat the l.'ini'urary teeth fall out at certain periods and ex- 
plains that the offeiulhifj ami il.-f.-mliiifi fiiit>-tiitiis of the dental organs 
are specialized to wild animals. tOpri.l.-iititMis |>iii:iiant)— although iu 
his early history man too, founght with his iiinU m i i. . th (Arma antiqua 
hominum, Maniis, ungues, denaetque fuenuit). 1-uer. 12b2, 

He further considers the tooth as a vital organ depending upon 
the liumors of tlie hody. At last the tooth in his writing appears as a 
verv sensitive orjraii : sensitive to temperature and pressure. Discussion 
the" mortalitv of the soul, he woiulera "how it rouUl happ.-n that the 
Boul coming' from without (according to his opponent,s) and l"-in<i so 
eonneoted with the nerve vessela and viscera that even th.- i.vili are 
sensitive to cold water and presure, the soul at the death of the body 
Buddenh i^irt from it after being so enchained (Namque [anima] ita 
conn.-xii'st p.T V.'iias.

Thanks to the reeont active cfuaade againat tuberculoais, the laryn- 
geal form of this diseas,. i.s not nearty so fatal as it waa a decade or 80 
Co At that time the mortality from this afFeetion was over 50 per 
oLt Now it is 28 percent. This improv.-nKnl has been brought about 
S^y through the early identitiealion ot tin- .lis. as, . \n no complaint 
S^phyS^^^ more s^Enificance than in this one. it is often possible 
to^^Srive in the larynx a pertaberciUar atate, f.^^VJ^^^'l^j;^^'^ 
Siiges are apparent before th«y are detected m the lunga. This la 
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the time to act, to prev(>nt tin- c] insemination of the disease. Not long ago 
I saw a man with this coTuiitioti. I advised him to go to a sanitarinm for 
tuberculosis. was rrfusrd iiiliiiis-ioii on thi- Ki'onnd that no fvi-i.Mioes 
of pulmonary tuberculosis wcrf- pri-sciit. 1 lost track of liiin for eight 
month, then he came to me with all the ayraptoma of pulmonary phthiaia. 
Again he asked to h<* admitted to the aanitarium. This time he was re- 
jected because the disease had gone beyond the incipient atage. 

Laryngeal tubercnloms occurs oftener than is suspected. Compe- 

t4-Tit flinifiaiis can di'trct syiiiptoins of it in iIk' innjority of^tubereulous 
fiubjfcts. Antopsifs sliow llial tin- liiryiix is diseased in 72 per rent, 
of those who succutob to piiltnuiiiiry phthisis. An iiiterestirifr postmortem 
finding is that 70 per ceut. of the bodies that an- litonght to the 
autopsy table in large cities show evidences of healed tuv. reular lesions 
in tlu' hint's. From the fact that most of these people have recovered 
from tlic disease, it is apparent that tuberculosis is not as deadly as it 
has been thought lo be. I'p to tin- tw.nll. th yrar. at lenst '10 i>er eent. 
of mankind are iiifeeted, but not ii. <-fssai-iiy ilis.-as,Ml with tidi. n-ulosis. 
Unfortunately, laryntjeal tuberculosis does not ofT.-i- t\\>- sain.- .-baiitr.' of 
recovery that a tubercular lesion elsewhere does, but each year witnesses 
some progress in this direction. 

The disease under consideration is mostly found in [h rsoiis L. tufi-n 
the ages of 20 and 40. This is the period of life in wlu»-li tlic exiienditure 
of enegry is greater and the conditions for tubercular invasion are most 
fnvorabrc. The disease is very rare among children. This can be ex- 
plained on the ground lliat owing to the activity of their glandular sys- 
leiii. til." iidVetioii is div.rled to the glaTids of th.- neck. Formerly 
children with swoUeu cervical glands were said to be scrofulous, which 
IB but anoUier term for the tubercular diathesis in the infant. 

Tuberculosis atlaeks llu- larynx of the nudes orii-ner tliaii fecials, 
in the ratio of three to two. This is partly because men, by naUirc of 
their vocation, are more frequently exposed to the inclemencies of the 
weather, which beget catarrhal complainta, the forerunners of throat 
troubles. Then again men are oftener compelled to use their voice under 
ilVsaih aiilaues, .\l'eri, tunvever. tiavi' a lietltfer' cflnnee oi*" n-eoveniii: iMuiT 
do woiMi ii, pregnancy and (»1liei- sexual changes l)eing ri spnnsililr loi- the 
inei-easetl in.trlality among women. A female wlm sulTn's from laryng'-al 
tuberculosis, or even one who is suspected of having the disease, should 
be warned against becoming pregnant, at the risk of her life. If gesta- 
tion should occur, it must be intercepted, otherwise both mothei' and 
child are likely lo perish. A fortunate provision of Nature is that tuber- 

enlosis wuim ii si liinm ronecivi'. and wlien they do. tlicy genei'iilly mis- 
ejirr\-. Sot tme aiillu-nlie i-asr lias been oliservcd in wliich a woman 
«itli lulirculos'is <if tin' laryn\ has sni-vivcd long.-i' tlian ii \>;\y al'irr the 
birlli of her child. A preguaul woumn, in order to sustain herself aud 
her fast-developing fetus, requires much more nourishment than is custo- 
marily taken, jn'rhaps an irritable stomach retards the assimilation of 
even (he normal amount of food. In that case the reserve energy that 
is stored away in llie form of fat is drawn up<ni and the health de- 
clines. Antitlicr danger is tliat the expanding abdomen will crowd the 
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llinps nii'l iin]M-ilf r.spiciitinn. llms pla<-in^i a f;r.'nl«r strain upon th* 
larynx ami oilier i i-spiraIor\- organs, u hiiOi an- al-rjtily hard prcsseil. 

Nearly ail obsrrvors arc a^freed that larynjical tiiluTcuIosis is always 
transmitted from tlie lungs, the chauuel of iufectiou being the lymph 
dnets. This view is strengthened by the knowledge that th« ini^ 
laryngeal lesion nearly always oeiMirs npon the same side as that of tha 
pulmonary deposit. Cases arp oceasiomilly cited in wliii-li the larynx 
alone is disrasi-d. tlie Innps shou in-; no jiliysical sijrns of lulu'reulosis. 
It was formerly tliouglit that iii these cases the nifeetion eanie from with- 
out, but this has been disproved. It is explaituMl in two ways. Either 
the laryngeal lesion is the recrudescence of an old tubercular focus that 
was deposited at some previous time, when the lungs were diseased and 
were the source of infcetion, or. that tli-' h'sioii in the hintfs is .lei jily 
seated and not apparent to physieal examination. Absenee of ImumIH in tlie 
spntuni and even alismi-.^ of sputum are not eonelnsive |)roofs of tin' non- 
existenec of pulnionai'v tulien-ulosis. since both sputum aud bacilli are 
not fourui until the disease is well under way, and after the lung tnsue 
has broken down ami tlie liquefied mass Iwis lieen coughed up. 

Tuberele haeilli are well nipli in<l. >iru. tiblp. Virulent germs have 
been found eneajisulated in broio'liial lynipli nodes twenty years after 
the lungs recovered from the infection. There is reason to believe 
that this same phenomenon can occur iu the larynx, the recurrence being 
due to some general dyscrasia. associated with a laryngeal disorder. 

It is hardly possilde foi- tidiercular germa to reach the larynx 
tlirough surface infcetion. from llic s|uitnm or through respiration, when 
we take into consideration the nature and the habits of the infecting 
organism. Tubercle bacilli are turgid, alow growing germs, that require 
for their propagation a certain degree of warmth, a comparative absence 
of air and a quiet resting place. These raquirementa are not to be fotmd 
in tlie larynx, the mucus membrane of which is so exquisitely sensitive 
that a forei^'ii body of any kind excites a flow of mucna and a fit of 
cou^diin<r lliat causes Iliciii to lie cxjielled. If primary infection oT the 
larynx were possible, tlie lesion would |irolm!.ly occur in the pyriform 
fossa, juat above the larynx. These fossae ;ire Itie eateli basins of the 
throat They receive the secretions that drain from the nose aud throat 
and divert them into the esophagus. Having a rich lymphatic supply, 
they are ideal places for surface infection. As a matter of fact they are 
rarely the seat of tnbereiiloiis .Icposits. Another point aKninst surface in- 
fection is that a tuben-ulai- .b'pnsit in tiie larynx starts in the deeper 
parts of the larynx and gradually makes its way to the sni-fae.-. 

The pathology of tuberculosiB of the larynx is precisely like that 
of a similar lesion in any other part of the body. The unit of all tuber- 
cular foriis is the giant cell or miliary snbstrncture of the larynx. It is 
accompanied by certain destnidive elianijes which are peetilinr to Ibis 
disease. As the destruction proceeds, the iutiltratcd areas become larger, 
and finally it softens and breaks down, the debris seeking an exit at the 
point of least resistance. 

Occasionally we see a larynx in which the tubercular changes can 
be followed from the first sta^rc lo the la.st. Tlie first ebantrc that is 
noticeable is a hypert'mic patch or swelling of the mucous membrane, 
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eith.T nvon tlic vocal cords or in the poatlaryngeal -walla. After a time 
tinv yi-llow spots can be distM-nu-il beiu-ath the swollen area. These are 
the miUary tubercles whieli pivsently reach the surface and Wi:omG tiny 
diieminated ulcers. These rapidly coalesce into one lai-f;.' shallow ulcer 
that looks likr. a slice of raw bacon with irregular worm eaten edges. 
Autoinfeetion of the rest of the larynx graduaUy takes place, and ulti- 
mately -the eiitiiv liii viix li.M r.iti. s infiltrated and diseased. The rapidity 
with which a tubereular deposit reaches the ulcerative stage depends 
mKm the rite of the lesion and upon the activity of the disease process. 
A lemon upon one of the vocal cords soon terminates in an ulcer. Tim is 
on account of the scarcity of epitheUum, and because of the undue amount 
of attrition to whi' lt this part of the vocal cord is subjected. On the 
other band an it. lilt rat.-, 1 iiiva in th.- poatlaryngeal wall may last far 
years before it hivnks down. This is b.-raiis.- of th<- hunted motion and 
the thickness of the mucosa at this point. A b'sion at tins site is apt 
to cause early discomfort in swallowing, owm^' to the proxnnity o the 
esonh; ' Generally, when the disease in the larynx has reached the 
8iaK.- oi ul.M'ration, that in the lungs has advanced to cavitation. 

The exudate from a tuberculous ulcer is at first thin and watery 
and U laden with tubercle bacilli. Soon, however, pus eocLi uivade the 
field, and by their more rapid propagation soon displace the bacilh l he 
exudate then becomes of a thick ropy consistency and contains baciUi 
in the discliarfie of other than a fresh ulcer, excepting near its base. 
The V.-11.1W rxudal.- that f!-,.(iuently covers an ulcer of one of the cords 
is apt to mislead the inexperienced ev. ii to the belief that the cord is 
normal in eolor. 

In booking at a chronic tubercular ulcer of the larynx we are struck 
with tile profuseness of the pale and edematous granualtions. It is the 
reparative process which follows all tubercular changes. By means 01 
it Nature attempts to stem the tide of infcetion and to seal the breach 
made by the disease. Tubercular griitnilatums, however, an- so unlike 
healthy ones, and so devoid of nutrition, that they usually defeat tbeir 
very purpose, and retard rather than asrist repair. In cerUm mstanees 
flic ^rraniharioim UKuHre i*tnuiIi*M**«' W/Juj «mtjnji., »uid. tijin. healmg, 
takes plar. , a layer of connective tissue, replacing the granulationa 
Sometimes a larynx is s.-m in which d. strnetion is goinfr on m one place 
and repair in anolber. In tliis way n-pair equals waste and the disease 
drags on for an indotinit.- period before it assumes a s.tious asp.M-t. 
Oooasionally the scar tissue that replaces an ulcer contracts to such an 
extent as to make breathing difflenlt 

Individuals who us,' the voice as a source of livlihood and those 
who ButTi r from iriterein-rent attacks of simple laryngitis, whenever the 
weather is unfavorable or when they have ti cold in ili>' lu-ad, arc the 
ones who are predisposed to laryngeal tuberculosis. A ciiain will bn-ak 
at ita weakest link. In the same way a supersensitive larynx offers the 
least resistance to taberculosis. Unquestionably a nasal disorder is the 
underlying factor in many of these eases, as it is the predispoaing catwe 
of nearly all throat complaints. 

The ewliest symptoms of laryngeal tuberculosis relate to the voice. 
As a rafo'the diaease has toeh an in^oos ons«t that its presence is 
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ttOt noticfti until the tubercular infiltration inuK ts tlif opposition of 
the cordii nKn-hanieally iiiipussible. The tirst i-ciiipliiim is ;i slit;(it lunii-si'- 
nesB and a sense of tliseoiufort in the laryux. TIii v, sxinpionis are soon 
mpplemezLted by a dry backing cough. Frequcutly the symptoms arc 
junciady like those of a simple laryngitis, and it is not until Uieir stab- 
borness arouses suspicion, that closer investigation reveals the true con- 
dition. It is then that other symptoms of tuberculosis are often brought 
to Ii(?ht, sni'li as a rapiil pulse, aecel. i iitdf ii spiration, subnorTual niortiiiig 
temperature or slight afternoon lever, or decliuing weight. A pi-rsistinp 
hoarseness that is attended witli a dry cough which is olirii \ iol, nt nnit 
paroxysmal in character should always be investigated. Tlic symptoms 
of laryngeal tubercnlosis are worse at night, owing to the decline of the 
physieal powers. Patients with laryngeal tuberculosis exhibit far more 
languor iiiid debility than those with lung disease alone. They have a 
peculiar worr it d aii'l !i;ifrn»i'd look and they talk uitli an t tTort Tln-ir 
most troublesome eomplains are the exeessive liryii. ss aii.t iri'ital>ility of 
the throat and the dry cough. These symptoms arc i-artit-ularly annoy- 
ing to women. The excessive dryness of the throat is akiu to tlu' dryneKs 
of the skin and hair from which nearly all tnberculous subjects suffer. 
It is due partly to defective secretion and partly to the alwtraction of 
moisture by tiie febrile process. 

Hoarseness oeeurrinfr in a p. r >on sufVt rliiir I ron, pulmonary IuIh t- 
culosis is certainly suggestive of laryngia) invol>,.nient. It, Innvi Vt-r, ean 
come from another source, such as a colln i khi of dry sputum, or hy a 
enist of mucus in the larynx, or it may be due to impairment of one of 
the recurrent nerves, either from pleuritic adheseions or from the pres- 
■nre of enlar^red broneliial ulands. 

Tnspeetion of iltr larynx in tin' early stage of laryngeal tubercnloais 
n vrals at the first tjlanee hut lilllc of a diaj:nostir nature. There may be 
nothing discemible exeeptitin a pai' h of liyperiMiiie mucus membrane, or 
perhaps a faint swelling. Closrr inspection shows that the movement 
of the voeal cord on the aide of the lesion is not as free as it should be, 
and that the movement of the arytenoid is restricted. Sometimes a tu- 
ben iilar nodule can he seen upon the free edg.i of the voeal cord.

office nor do they shine in other fields of endeavor. 

I believe that there is no one that has mch great opportunity to 
study human nature as the d.-utlst has and yet it is astonishing how many 
dentists comprisintf a puriiou of intelligent eitizens are indifferent to 
the various problems of lift-, 

1 have spoken to many fidlow praetition. is on the subject and a 
good many are of the opinion that the dentist should not meddl.^ with 
politics or other social problems "for" said they, "since your opinion 
may vary with a goodly portion of your clientele you may lose busmess. 

Everv int(dlifrent I'nan sliould resent such talk as the above quotation. 
Firstly. I do not believe that th.- aliove assertion is true. And secondly, 
«ven if il w< it true no man should sell liis soul for the - dollar." 

The dentist even lacks in interest in his own atfan-s as the recent 
enactment of the discriminating "Cocaine Law" slu.ws. Would such a 
law have been enacted if the dentisto were awake? If the druggist 
would observe the strict interpretation of the law he is not allowed to 
srll ihr d.-ritist nol nidv cocaine, but also carbolic acid. Some time ago 
a fellow practitioner w.Mit into a drup store to purchase some carbolic 
acid and the druggist refused to make th.- sah- without a pliysi.-ian s pre- 
scription. We wrote to the Board of Pharmacy inquiring wiiellier a dental 
surgeon has a right to prescribe or obtain carboUc acid for hie own use 
and the replv was an emphatic "no." ..... « .u

by diseased teeth prodnces ulceratiuu of iln- tontfue and lips, and 
prolonged irritation of the ulcer often results in cancer in the month 
ami its adjacent cavities, and besides this the large amount of geruk 
laden naliva with its load of jiut t rlVing^ foo.l from cavil i.-s in the mouth 
is swallowed and produces irritation as u i ll as infiauiatiou of the stomach 
lining -which h often an invitation for the development of a eaneeroiw.

— Among the instruments 
and appliauucs that are very difficult to sterilize by the ordinary methods 
usually employed in dental oflSces are nerve broaches, nibher dam, 
modotling compound, and iinpi-ossion wax. An imperfectly sterilized 
nerve broach will infect n pulj) c-anal which a moment before was sterile, 
as in retiioving liejilthy |)idps under local or gnieral anesthesia. A piece 
of rubber dam that liad lufii used upon a patient with unsnsi)ected 
syphilis may iid'rrt an innoccni p' i --()n and briii^' dow n uiion him or her 
the immerited reproach of being impure and vicious thus blasting the 
reputation and mining the character of an entirely innocent vietim,. 
and all beeanse of a penny-wise economy. 

The «airie may he said of modelling compound and impression wax. 
l nil' iisli \i>ii, gentleiiw-n, do any of yon eiirt- to lie tlie eause of such 
a wrong, siieh a stupendous calamity jusl deserihed'f No! tliriei- no. you 
say. Then, for the sake of the health, tor the sake of the ^ood name,, 
for the sake of the life of aninnoceut aud confiding patient, from this 
time on and henceforth do not try for a few cents to economize on your 
office expenses at the risk of the health, reputation or life of your patient. 
Throw these things into the fire and destroy them forever. 

Do you sterili/e your hand piccesi Most of you do not. "Wiping 
with a dry towel or a napkin is usually all they get. ( )eeasionally they 
are wiped with an antiseptic solution and this is < niisideied sufficient. 
This ia not Bterilizatiou, These inatrumeuta should always be thoroughly 
sterilised to prevent the carrying of infection. The sleeve of the straiglit 
hand piece may be boiled, tlie balance can be sterilized by placing it in 
gasoline. The right-angle liund piece, on account of its machaaism can- 
not be boiled, but it may be rendered eompletely aterile by immersinff 
in gasoline. 

How do you sterilise your month mirrors? Not by boiling of couraer 
as that would ruin them almost immediately. These instruments can be 
thoroughly sterilized by washing and scrubbing them in warm water 

iiml soap, immersing them in full strength liquid carbolic acid or lysol,. 
rinsing and immeraiug in 95 per cent, alcohol until needed again. John

It is iudoed witii groat pleasun; that I appear before you thia even- 
ing. When your secretary invited me to read a paper, he was kind 
enough to select a subject which is dear to me as a sui^eon, and whicli 
is dear to the heart of every Burgeon. It is a subject which you fullv 
realize I could not prepare a pi^r on in tho f. w days that won' triv. n 
to me and do justice to the many books on d. utal iiiui oral surK«'i-.v. " 
whicli I am Hcciuaiiitcd, iiaitn-l.w tliat <if ' " Miiioi- ( )ral Siii>;i-i-\ . " 

I shall have to beg your indiLlgence for some omissions, which of 
ntMV'ssity I will hare to make beeanse of the short time allotted me for 
my subject 

Sueeesafnl dental surgery and minor oral surgery depend not only 
upon surgical knowledge and diagnostic ability. Imt. to a trn at . xtciit, 
successful surgery depends upon precision of action. That means care- 
fully planned an<l carefully e.xiMMili d work. To obtain this end we have 
to eliuiinatf one factor, and tliat is. Speed. 

A denial surgeon who drsir.-s to do the beat for his patient mnst 
eliminate the speed factor. Therefore, the first requirements for sncoess- 
ful minor oral surgery is time. I m^e this statement, gentlemen, and I 
shall refer to it later on. fintdy believing that to do aiiccpBsfuI dental 
work requires length of time. Of course, it is needless to state tliat 
bcfiides till- flt'iiiput of time ami definite knowledge, pn-cision of aetinn, 
and other re^juirenients we mnst consider surgical diagnosis and properly 
selected assistance as important factors. 

, The first essential ni performing an operation is to enter into it 
with the proper spirit. This refers to the patient also, and it is with this 
spirit that many o|>erators enter liilo their work. 

We have, for example, a tooth which lias to he removed, or an abscess 
to be opened. l''or tin- lootli and ahsccss cases the snrf^eon givei no 
attention to his surroundings " and there is where he is at fault. 

The first thing is to make a careful examination of the mouth. I 
have brought a few slides to be thrown on the screen which will make 
it easier for me te* demenstnte my poinf^' and make my subject more 
interesting to you. 

Slide 1. I simply throw this slide on the screen to show the use 
of retractors wliii'li ai'e a great deal better than the ones which usually 
intxoducec^ into the mouth. , ^ . . . ^ ^ 
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I said before, gentlemen, that the time factor is a particularly 
necemary one in succesflful surgery.

where nitroua oxide has proven a failure in the hands of an expert. In 
such cases aneasthesia has solved the problem. 

The next two or three slides are those showing' tin- right and wrong 
use of Ipcal anaesthetia. 

The needle should be introduced as shown here in the neighborhood 
of these lines (as shown on the screen). 

TIhti- an- snuir casrs w li. r,. lociil aneasthesia cannot be applied, but 
you can iilisolnldy iisi- ii in a iari^i- percentage of cases. 

This is til.' i (,i-f,c| way r)f inlrodueing your nei-dlc. Tlic end of thif 
needle is thrust into the tissue in such a way that the cut end is parallel 
with the Ixme, otherwise you are apt to break the needle. 

(Slide.) FVoper way to introduce the needle. 

(Slide.) Proper way of injecting local anaesthesia. 

Several slides sliown in exphmat inn of above. 

The needle is iiitroduccii as I'ollows: 

You grasp your needle as you would a f(ii-ee[)s and rest the needle 
on the opposite cocaine. Thrust it through the soft tissues until you 
feel the bone. Then slowly bring your needle over to the side. Slowly 
feel your way along until you strike this section. You will then meet 
with no resistance. Simply thrust your tn-cdle in and inject the cocaine 
into the wouihJ. You will tln-n g.-t a deposit of ancstln-sia in the jjrcssure. 

(Slide.) This shows where the dejtosit of anaesthesia is made. Then 
after 15 or 20 minutes you will get conijiletc paraUEation of that nerve. 

Next slide. Introduction of the needle. 

Next slide. Peel your bone. 

Next slide. Slowly hr-int' it H?-f)und. 

Now, gentlemen, \\f havr to Inar in mind a few points from our 
anatomy. We have two Tiiain r aiials. ilie infraorbital and the inferior 
dental. We get complete anaesthesia of the upper jaw by injecting into 
the infraorbital and into the Inferior Dental to get complete anaesthesia 
of the lower jaw. 

Extraction of back teeth. I shall not go into detail on the operation 
of extraotion. Extraction is divided into two elasaes: Normal extraction 
and extract i<»n <if irniiacted teeth. 

Next .slide, rninlerrui)ted teeth and roots that are broken. I shall 
take up the exrtaetiou of uninterrupted teeth. 

Next slide. Here we have a case wliere the second bicuspid root 
was broken off a long whil.' ;i<:o, Th.> six-year molar cnnie forward. 
We must bear in mind thai this palii-nt suffered with neuralgia. It was 
utterly iiniiiissihli' for it to forcr its way h.-re. i .\s shown on tlie screen.) 

I o|»[)o.si- working in tlu' dark at any time. 1 have been criticised 
repeatedly for my method in removing teeth, but I always insist upon 
this method. (Several slides showing the method.^ 

I wouM severely criticise any attempt to simply jab that tooth out. 

Next slide. Here we have our dear old friend— the lower third 
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molar. This is a case that sfaowa ngr method of removing it. We make 
an ineision opening np the flap — exposing over bone — after ihv boui> is 
exposed, by means of a drill we make a series of holes, if uecessury, acd 
then ^vhh a small acinora cut into the wounded bone and then ramove 

the tooth. 

The mouth is then washed out with a littli> borie ncid anil you can 
close the wound up and get good results in healing. Whether it is lower 
or upper third molar, whether it is situated near, or whether it is a ean- 
nine, in the short, it will explain this class of matters. It n-siiltK in free 
exposure of the bone by means of burr ami scissors, expose surtii imtly 
to grasp. Yoii Ihcn ;i clean wouimI, 

Next slide. Von tiy io get away with it in a crude manner. In this 
way there is more trouble than the operator is looking for. The other 
procedure takea a little longer, but you have a clean result. 

Cut flap; expose boiie, drill your'bone away, expose tooth and 
remove it. 

Next slide. Here is & cannine tooth. This cannine tooth ia situated 
in the middle of the palate, can be removed by several methods. 

The ^'eneral snrjreoji will .siii]|>Iy take a Imut tn- a seissni's ami cut 
a gri'iit bi;; hole, saeriticintf t-verytliiiiK ami letting it heal by granulation 
and estalilisliing complication, which is very troublesome. 

Local anaesthesia is very valuable in such cases. 

There are various classes of cysts, but we have not the time to go 
into the physiology of the < ysts. 

Slides showing •lilVei. nt kind of cysts. 

From tlir Mji'u'i<-;i1 siaiHl|ioint we must remember tfaat tha cyst mem- 
brane must be removed entirely. 

Next slide. This is a case that I saw some time ago. and this lady 
was extremely anxious not to have this tooth removed. The roots were 
filled and the jaw bone was opened up ; here the roots were amputated 
and the membrane \v;is eliiseleil out. 

Next slide. I siiiily throw ttiis picture on the screen to show you to 
what extent these eysts may assist in diagnosis. 

Next slide. This patient had a series of cysts wliieh went up to the 
jaw. In order to have a sneceaafnl operation we have to leave a olean 
wound. ' 

Next slide. Here we have another class of cotiditions. 

T shall not take up too much time to speak of the following one or 
two coniiiliealious. The first is the facial, which is shown here. These 
cases are the results of soim' overlooked root: the seeond. a liadioLTiiph, 
that I Uu\k snine years ago brings hack the importance of our work. 

Next slide. This is a boy 13 years of age who developed glands of 
the neck. Ue was treated and treated and finally advised to go to • 
specialist. He was seen by a nose and throat man in New York who 
said to him, "T want a dentist lo t;et hold of yon." The gentleman he 
was referred to, and I inuisteil upon a radiograph. You can see the broken- 
down gland. The boy was well in two weeks, but he- had glands of the 
neck two year.s. 

Next slide. Cut away the thin bone, chisel out the membrane, which 
is very easentiaL

Von inak.- your flap as sliown 
before by circle indii^ated, and by means of monlli washes wash out your 
Wound, drop your flap, ti(! down with one stich.

(Fiftli Aniele.) 

Kethuboth 69b.— Act; or ding to iieth-Shanimai : lie put a finger be- 
ef'M the teeth. According to Beth-Hillel : She put a finger between the 

teeth. 

Note: These are idiomatic expressions similar to one now commonly 
nted : To put a finger into the mbnth, t e., to hint at something. 

Keth. 60a. As we have learned, when one bites into anything and 
blood apix ni-s on tli.- l.itr, he sh all break the blood-portion off and eat the 
rest. li\it wlu-n tln if i-^ i.lic.iinu' between tte teeth, one mav raek'the- 
blood into the mouth without any harm. 

Not*: This clearly illustrates that eating of blood is strictly pro- 
hibited; not even one's own blood after it appears on a morsal of food. 
How many times has this passage ot the Talmud been referred to in all 
ritual murder a<-('usations, in the attempt tO prove that eating of bloodis- 
permitlcd arcordinj: to the TalmnilT

one, hence the otiange.

To open (the abscess) white cresses 
should he blown in by some one through a wheat-stalk. To heal, earth 
should be taken that was overshaded by a privy, kneaded with honey, 
4uid eaten ; this proves effective. 

Note: It is rather diffieult tn understand the relationship b.-tween 
the thumb-nail of tin- acliini; si.ie an.l Ihe aehinK tootli. The Chijiese 
siniilarly appli.d their reme.iies at some .iistant point. For toothache the 
Chijiese nse garlic aud saltpetre which is pulverized and made into pills. 
It the pains be on the left side, one introduces one of the pills into the 
right ear, and vice versa. A certain powder is given to be snuffed up 
into the left nostril if the person suffering from toothache be a man ; in 
the right if a woman. Still another powder is to be sTuelt with the right 
nostril or with the left, eon-esponding to the side on wliieh llie pain is 
located. Again,. one roa.sts a bit of t:arlie, t-rushes it with \\\-- teetli. and 
afterward mixes it with chopped liorseiadish seeds, reducing the whole 
to a paste with human milk; one th<>n forms it into pills; these are to be 
-introduced into the nose on the side opposed to that where the pain la 
.aituated. (Darby, La medecine ches les Chinois.") 



Kiddnshin 24a, b. — We have learned : He goes free beeause of his rye 
(which has been blinded by his master), or because of any other visible 
■organ whose functions will not return. This is evident from the tnoth 
and eye: Just as the (ini.ssing) tooth and eye are visible injuries, and 
they do not return, so also is every other visible injury, whereby (the 
organ) does not return. It seems, therefore, that the tooth and eye 
represent two teachings in one, (as if only one law were repeated twice), 
vand wherever there are two teachings in one, then is there not something 
"to infer fro mthisf — ^Both are necessary. Had the merciful have written 
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"tooth*' alone, then wr miglit think that it includes even a milk-tooth 

(wliicli is I;iirr n-piiii'cd I. tlirn l'in-r lu ;ilso ufnii- "i vf." And had the 
Mci-firiil luivi- writlnt ■■,-\> " ;ilutif. tliru \\r iniirhf iliiiik tliilt just as the 
vyi' wliii-h has Itci-rj cicatcd witli liim. sn alsu i'Vri \- mIIht (irtiiin tliat has 
been cffiitfd with him, howeve?-, not tlit- luoth ^\vllicll makes its appear- 
ance uftcr hirth). Therefore both are necesgary. 

Tlic Hahhanan liavi* h-arn''<t ; If hi' has stntck his servant on the eye 
and Iins wi-jikr-Mfd it, on a lodtli and has loosened it, if he can yet make 
use of th<'iii, tlic siTvatit dot s not t,'o fn-i* bceaiisc of thnii. l)iit if not. the 
servant <Ioes po fri-c hccaiisr of tln-iii. We have Icarnt'd elsewhere : Wlien 
the eye of tlic servant was u cjik and he has blinih'd it, when the tooth was 
loose and he strucjc it out, if . he has previously made use of them, the 
servant goes free becanae of them, but if not, the servant does not go free 
becansf of tliem. 

Note: i'jii-tii uhir alli-nlion is paid in the Tiihinnl t(i tin- ti-rlli with 
their l)eiirinns to Jiirispi'ndencr. 'I'ln- basis of tlie 'r;ihiuidi:'iil disi-ussiuns, 
of course, is the Bible. "Eye for eye, tooth for tooth, liaud t'oi' haml, foot 
for foot*' (Ex. xxi, 24). As we have seen the Talmud explains the eye 
end loolh as representative examples of groups of organs. But the hand 
and foot lire also mentioned, and the exidanation of the Talmud that each 
in i-epiTscjilalivf i<\' :i Hi liuilr ^,'[-(nip of orgiins is luit vi'i \- \m>11 npplieahle 
ill these eases. It seems more probable that the tootli and eve \vere men- 
tioned simply as organs most likely to be injured. 

I find a moat ipteresting comment on these Biblical dauaea^in the 
works of Philo-Judeus (born 1 nB. C. E.), who considers thf striking ont 
of a tooth as plotting; apain-st one's life : 

"The law bIbo commands tliat if any one stiike out tlie tooth of 8 
slave lie shall bestow his freedom on the slave. Why is thisT Because 
life is a thing of great value, and liaeause nature has made the teeth the 
instrumenta of life, as being those l>\ which the food is eaten. And of the 
teeth some avr litled for eating; nn-iit and all other eatable fond, and on 
tinil aeeonni lire eiilled iiH'isiirs, m- eiitiinjr-leetli ; others jire ealled molar 
teetli from tlieir still fiirtliet- m lint.' "iid snmolhiiit; what liiis lieen cut 
by the incisors; on whieh aei imnl the Creiitnr- ami l'":iiher of the umversc, 
who is not accustomed to Tiiake anytliing whieh is uni appointed for some 
particular use, did not do with the teeth as Ue did with every other part 
of the body, and make them at once, at the first creation of the man, 

OOnsidei iriLr lliitl ;is while an infant lie was uidy intended to lie fed upon 
milk tlii'v would ln' a siipei-Onoiis Imrdeii in his way, and would he a severe 
ilijurv lo llir breasts, tilled as tlirv are at lliat time with spi-inf^s of milk, 
from whieli moist food is derived, as they would in that ease be bitten 
by the child while sucking the milk. Therefore, having waited for a suit- 
able season, (and that is when the child is weaned). Ue then causes the 
infant to put forth the teeth which He had prepared for it before, and the 
most perfeet fond ii<>\\ siipplieil to it l etpiires tiie oi^tans above-mentioned 

now tlnit llie ellibl 1-ejeets the I'iiimI iif milk. 

If, theret'iire, any one, _\ ieldiii;: to an iiisolant dis|iosition. strikes out 
the tooth of his servant, tliat organ wliieh is the minister and provider of 
those most necessary things, food and life, he shall emancipate him whom 
he has injured, because by the evil whicK he inflicted on him, be has 
deprived him of tlie use and service of his tooth. 
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"I§ then," some one will .sav. ■■a ttmllt of niual valiii- \\ illi an . yet" 
**E«ch,*' I would reply, "is of <'i|nal valiif for itn- pnrpos. s lor m liii-li liioy 
are given, the eye with refi-ri'iie*' to tin- ohjrrts of sinht, tin- u-ctli with 
reference t* those which are i-atabU'."' lint if any oin' wcic lo desire to 
institute a oomparison, he would find that the eye is entitled to the highest 
respects among all the parts of the hody, inasmuch as being occupied in 
till' conti iniilatioii of tho most glorious thing in the wlioir world, nanioly 
tln' hi-avi'ii; ami tlial tln' tooth is useful in being the lujislicalur of fotui, 
wliirh is the most usi rul tliiiitr as eonlr-ilmlinj.' to life. And he who strikes 
out a man's eye does not hiiuler hioui from itviiig, hnl a most miserahh> 
death awaits the man who has all his teeth knocked out. 

"And if any one meditates inflicting injury in these parts on his 
servants, let him know that he is causing them an artificial famine in the 

midst of plenty and alMindanci- ; for wh;it advantat:e is it to a man that 
theroshnnid In- an ahnmhini-i- of food, if thi' instruments liy whit-h hf may 
lie enalil'-d lo make \isi- of it are tak<-ri from him and lost, tliron^'h thi! 
agency of his cruel, and pilili-ss, and iuhiimauu iiiasterT It is for tlita 
reason that iu another passage the lawgiver forbids creditors to exact 
from theii- doctors a moLar tooth or a grinder as a pledge (T)* giving as 
a reason that the jierson who does so is taking a man's Ufe in pledge; for 
he who de|iriv. s a man of tlie instrnnu-iils of livinj; is proceeding towards 
murder. entt-iiaitiinL: ih<- idi-a of (ilollin^' even a^'ainst life."' (Works of 
Philo-dudeus. transhited hy C. D. Vony.-. v»d. iii, |i. :i.VJ l 

The conclu-sioii to whi'-h IMiihi-ludrus ari-ives hei-e is i[nite |ieeuliar 
inasmuch as he strivi-s to justify the law and the great value aitrihuted 
to a tooth in the Bible. But how little would he have said had he shown 
with what astonishing facility the loss of a tooth cah be remedied— the 
replaceiiu'iit of an artiticial one of almost equal value 1 With our present 
knowh-di:.' of llu- teeth th'- dmlal ex|M'rt would have to consider a number 
of thintrs b.-fore giving' his tiiial ib-eisinn as lo the dtfri r of lialiilil>' wlien 
a man's tooth was knocked out. He would have to consider the texture 
of the tooth, whether it was of soft or hard texture, whether it was a loose 
or firm tooth, and whether Uttle.or great force was used in its displace- 
ment. Again, whether it was an anterior or a posterior tooth, whether a 
deeiduous or p, 1 niatu nt tooth, and finally whether and how an artificial 

replairenu'Ut is possihb'.

Another: "He is a very careful dentist; he doesn't make a hurry-up 
job. I started treating my teeth with Dr. Bragga when 1 was pregnant 
with my fi-year-olii son lieiuiy." 

And anotlu-r: ■'Tin- dmtor put in a bridfje in my mouth six months 
ago and he told me to get to it before he eeiiu-nts it. I oome every other 
day and be tells me it isn't ready to be cemented." 

The above will serve as examples of how much Dr. Coining Uoney 
ooins money from his practice and why Mrs. C. M, scrubs tfa« floor. 

This type of dentists are under the illusion that they are really 
making money. I.iii li. n. jiili tlie illusion they find lead. Behind every 
smile tliey give a member of tlie eolton brigade there is a searing smart. 
And they paiSs their life in confusion, failure, misdir.'.-trd etTorls and 
wasted energy. They exaggerate their incomes and pay out big bills 
for cotton. And it is real comical this cotton brigade il it were not tragie 
iind the tragedy ends with the patient's having to go to another d^tist 
to liave those eolton treated teeth removed — and the resuK — ^the patients 
find Iheniselves s:ii\^ ir. tli and sans money. 

Tliesr eotlon pu-shera think they are advi-nisiiig their offiees when 
they always have a number of patients in their waiting-rooms. The 
patient is under the impre oo ion (at the beginning) that since the dentist 
is always busy it is natural to suppose that he must bfr a skiUed dentist 
1 have heard some of these dentists deny that they are cotton pushers 
for tile mere watit of it, but because they are forced to use Soeh methods.

A BPOT ABANDONSD BT OXVILtZATION.

Judging by the title of this article, one may think that the writer 
of the latter is ahont to depict a God-forsaken piece of wilderness some- 
where in central Africa or in the immediate vicinity of the North pQle» 
which, by virtue of natural obstructions, have withstood the inceHsant 
and indefatiguable onslaughts of i-ivilization. The contrary is the case. 
The following is an atl.'inpt to cliara-'I. ri/,' one of the most civilized 
portions of t!ir populat i<ui of one of ilir most •■ivilized cities, of one of 

tiie most civilized conntries in the worldl Striking, isn't iti Weill to 

cut it short— I am going to speak of the Dentists of Greater New York, 
practicing one of the most vitally important professions, practicing it in 
a metropolis that is the second in the world in population and the first in 
rielirs ;in<I facilitii-s for e<iiii';ition — the moat nmgnHlcent star in the 
eonsti-llation. of hnnuiii liandiuork! 

And yet the title of the arliele is most suitable; (shouts of protest on 
the right and laughter in the center; someone pipes out: "We are not 
Hotentots!") with a lugubrious tone in ray voice, registering precisely 
my internal feelings and thoughts, painful as it is, I must say: "Nay, 
we are not Hotentos, but we cannot bestow great honor upon them by 
slinking their liands. and liere is the reason: What would you say today 
if a l)0(.ly of men — men who received (or supposed to have received) a 
fair education, would il' iiy liiat the Earth is spherical in shape or that 
it revolves around its axis, and travels around the Sun? Would you npt 
regard them with scorn, acrimony or pity, or all three combined f 
Wouldn't you call them Hotentots (if the latter wouldn't protest against 
sueh slandei*) t "What would you call a country where, at a trial of a 
Jew. charged with having slain a <'hristian eliild in order to obtain his 
blood, expert testimony was necessary lo .determine whether or not Jews

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mony was giveii in the aflSrmativet What would you call that coimtryt 
A veritable pandemonium (if it wouldn't enrage His Majesty the Satan)

English)! 'Whitt w.nil.l vou tliink nf supposi-dly inicllig'-in people, who 
in the twentieth crninrv .l.-iiy itn- nscrulm-ss, tlic ahsfiintr iii'iis[M-iisa- 
bility of organization! lu this twentieth century, when ^')j.Miitic cor- 
porations are formed in order to carry on large industries, wlii( h a single 
cH|)itaIis1. Tin matter how rich, could not have even approached; when 
eiioriiioiis lalior organizations were forecd into existence by the utter 
impoHsil)ilily t<i < <.|.,- witli t-xploiters sinj^ly ; wln-n rvwy soi-ia1 or [inliticHl 
movt'iiicnt must iicffssarily be carried on in iin ortraiiizrd inanii.-r it' any 
sufccss is to be achii'Vfd ; wht-n every pioit'ssimi is ortrani/cd nationaUy 
and internationally, for in this manner only can their im. t-. sts be best 
promoted. When bnsiness men and manufacturers ortranizi boards of 
Iradi- and ass(>ciati«>tis ; wtn n navifjalors, aviators, railroad operators, 
Bcictitisis of all d.'iioiniiiiii Hiris. I., say notliing of various siinrlsmen. are 
or^ainzcd natiiinHlly and inh-rnal ionally, for only by tliis iii. aiis ciiu tlicy 
develop to the highest possible degree, their skill, inl'onnation and 
experience in their respective pursuits. 

In this Iwcritic th century, which can be truly called "the century of 
orjriirir/alinii," wlicn i-vt-ry school-child knows the value and power of 
organi/.alinri. for ovt-n Ihey ortjiiniz'- i-hil)s. w hi n ln lliry can attain, with 
less difii.-ulty tlio jiroficiency in various subji-i-ts. 1 say in this century 
and in tliis iii. iropolia a number of educated men do not believe in organ- 
ization, do not hcli. vi- that "in unity there is strength." 

l)i-ti>- oit:ani/ati<in. whi<'h is iquivalent to denial of the sphericity 
of tiie Earth or Ilie axi"iH lh;il a straight line is tile shortest distance 
between two points! Orgnnizatiou, which can be observed in an ant- 
hill, in a bee-hive, in a herd of buffalo, in a flock of birds, a colony of 
polyps or corals, etc., etc. 

Deny— nay. ridicule — organieation, giving tiie most preposterous 
reasons and solid brass hrain cnnsci-vat ive excuBsesl Saint Peter — Lord- 
chanci'llor of lliaveiil Am I liviii}; iu Ilie Twentieth Century or in the 
Sliin.' aire. auHUifi the cave-ilw ctlcrs ? Why, cvcti tli<' ca vc-du ellers had 
to organize in order to fight the Maniirioth, the Cave-iieai- or iIm- Hinosau- 
ru8. Dentists of Greater New York, must we furnish proofs of the benefit 
of organization T The teacher of mathematics in my school, explainii^f 
the axioms in ireoinetry, used to tell us an anecdote about a boy irbo 
demanded n positive proof that a stra^jbt line is the shortest distance 
between two points. 

"His teacher," he said, "took him out for a walk and. while passing 
a fanner's vegetable garden, they saw a cow in it, feasting on cabbage 
heads and trampling the noble plant under its feet. They quickly ran 
ihto the irardi n and lmvc tilt' cow a chase and — oh. wonderl — ^instead of 
runninn alont: itie path between the liipli beds of vcgetaWp — a much 
casiei- and snumtluT tlinrou^hfai't — she ran ritrht ovei- tiie beds, where 
running is so difli<'u!t. but she juadv a short cut to the broken part of 
■tlie fence, thrcuiph whieh she bad entered, gaiinng in time what she had 
lost in ex'rtion.

blessing. Suffice it to say that the most successful enterprises are tlioso 
that are best organized. Vour prot.'st apainst injnstiee will h,- lu'eile.i ; 
your demand for more ad.-qual.' I.-Kisiatiim will h,- con.sid.Ted ; your 
sehenies of reform and improvemnii wiiliin ilu- prof.-ssion can be earried 
out : your prestiffe outside can 1m- .-stal)ii.slicd; all that can be done, pro- 
viding you ill-.' or <,Miii/i ii and can he done with ease that is in proportion 
to the strcngtli and eunipleleness of your organization. 

And now that you know what organization is. join a Dental Society, 
and if you do, join the one that is mon* nearly ndat.-d to yon. mi.- that 
works for your interests an<l fights your hatilrs -join our of tin- eou- 
stilniTit socirti.-s of til.' Alli.-d Dvntal Couueil of Cin-atrr Nt-w YorkI 
"liut."" sonu- will ai-^'ur. "why join the new l>ental organizations when 
we hiiv.- lilt- .lid disiiii i divisions of the State' Dental Societyt" And 
here where we come to the main issue. 

My dear friends, in the first place you don't join the S. D. S. either, 
for out of 5000 dentista in Greater New York less than utk- tliousand are 
members of the S. 1). S. fl don't know how many an- ol" iHHu\ standing.) 

\\ rW and t;o(id, Jiiin tlic Stalf Dental Societies, join any orKani/aliim 
fi!' l>i iiiisis yuti |)lease, and thither we shall carry our arena of activity, 
our in opH^an<la oi reform, our struggle for uplifting the profeaaion and 
maintenance of its rights. 

But you don't join the 8. D. S., and here is a striking' paradox; 
While yon \o(tk up to the nit iiilp.'i-s of the S. I). S. as \uiii- snpfiiors in 
skill, in t. a. liniipu- and in knowledge, which they are not; while you 
' "iisjiln ji ;iu lioiior to liehnitr to the S. D. S., you nevertheless do not 
btnvc to attain the honor, whyl I'll tell you why: Because you are not 
wanted there and because you don't want to be there. 

Yon ai'e accepted there as a nrrrssat-v e\'it. and yon d.iji'l want to be 
there l)t-eause you consider it an unneeessary evil. Vuu are looked down 

upon as (-oiiiiHi'i-(-iali/ri>. i!i'^M'a<ler-s and polluters of the profession, which 
you are not and you know you are not. 

If you are comraereialiners of the profession to a certain extent it. is 
because you are pliicc<l in sneh conditions where you ciiiinoi help l)r-irij^ 
so — conditions in which a so-i'idled '•ethical "' dentist could not have 
done any bettei-— couldn't have done as trf>od. 

But you are not degraders and polluters of the profesaion; nay, on 
thi? contrary, you do proportionally ten times as much for your patient 
for each dollar you receive than the "ethical" dentist does for his 
patient. It is true that there are some "lie" among you that are a 
dis^'i-;:ce lo flock, hut you find llieni in every flock and anrely the 
S. D. S. tloek is not an i-xception to the rule. 

It is an undeliatalih- l'a<'t that the great majority of Kast Side Dentista 
do their work carefully and conscientiously in spite of the seeming im- 
possibility of doing so. They ar-<' overworked and underpaid, and yet 
they maintain a comparatively clean office and do comparatively good 
work; at any rate, the best that can be done under the cirenmstaoeea— 
something which, I sini-m ly believe, our aristocratic brother couldn't 
have^done i|uder similar circumstances- 
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'I'he. ability of ili-- K;isl Snlf D.'Uli.'it is riiii-ai'uloiis : his niliii-; inay 
jjot I'c perfectly contoured, his crown way not b<- liLJuitiliilly sliajttd out, 
but l .cHalU'.nge any one to do half as good, being obliged to treat from 
thirty to fifty, and often even more, patientg per day- The parts of work 
that are of vital importance are never done in a perfuubtory manner, 
and if anything is saci-ificcd, it is tlx- In-auty, the nice finish that ia the 
popular scape-goat of ihi- Kcast Side. 

I have spen a niMn r (Ifiitun- put into tin- patii-nt 's mouth, tht- finish 
of -which was not carried beyond sand[iapfrinK or smooihini; it soim-what 
with pumice stone, neither wen- ihi^ trrili well seU-..t- (i with n_-gani to 
temp^ament, but it had a perfect fit and correct bite. Ou the other 
hand I have treated a patient, who wore a small bridge, which was more 
fit for a riiiis. uiii than for tin- jialituit's mouth. It consisted of two caps 
and two facingH—thi- foniu-r w> n- l>t'nt and distorted (the denture was 
four months old) and didii"! cover mon' than two-thinis of [Ur tooth - 
the latter were cracked in several phu-cs and tin- hroUm paii ol one 
facing was replaced by white gutta-perclui. It has not bt-en polislied, for 
auch an attempt would have been futile, as it was full of deep furrows, 
pits and crevices, the backing of one facing was iramodestly uncovered 
to the rd.Ti-ilcss vi.-u- of thr li.'hohhT. while that of llie other had enough 
tfOlder on it to aold'T llnx-e lacings of that size with ease. Ami tliis bridge 
was made by an "ctiiical" man, who doe.s not rcct-ive, on tlie average, 
more than five patients a day, who charges a pretty high f<;e for his 
services and is s prominent member of our aristocratic institution. This 
■hows (hai tlie position of the "ethical dentist" is unduly enhanced, 
while thai nf tile ■ iiiifthicul" man is unduly underrated. 

.Some of vnii iiuiy know this, others do not. hut you all U-o] it in- 
stinetively. and Ihis instim-tive feelin-r is the eause of your estranK'"ii"-'it 
from the k I). S.. Die cause of yonr hohiiny uUmf. Tiiis inslinetive ferling 
ia the father of the "Independent Deutai Societies." You feel iiistiuc- 
tiv«^ that you need the Dental Society for a different purpose than that 
foE -vMoh the S. D. S. was created and is existing; you expect from the 
Dental Society not what they expect from it ; yonr interests are entirely 
nt Tai-i;inee. Voii need the Dental Socitey fnr inaiii t iiiniiii; the ri^ht, 
elovatiug the btandurd and improving tlie conditions of \ our profession. 
Tbeir rights are not encroached upon, their standard is snlliciently hi^'h. 
nor are their conditions in need ot amelioration. You need the Deutai 
Society to fight your battles; they need it for reading their Beientifio 
papers to. 

The S. I). S. has not done and will not lio anything for you, lor its 
priac^iles, ita very nature, preelndea the possibility of it. 

. What has it done for yon — ^for any dentist — in all the yean of its 
existence f Can any one point out to me any xmportttat and useful 
achievement of the N. Y. S. D. S.T And while you are busy searching 
the records to find what the S. D. S. has done for the Deutai profession 
as Bueh, I will endeavor to show yon ivhat th« 8. D. S. has not d<aw for 
your profetaion. 

For years the East Side Detitlflt is Mmggling against illegal practice 

and not onlv has the S. D. S. not dono anythinp for yon. but it served as 
an impediment in administration of justice, nay, more tiian that; in many 
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MJMrt actually sided with 11k- .-rimiiuil ;.n,i was oriv.. ir.strumental in 
dismwsing of the cas,- or tlu- ■•l.onurabK. discharge - of au illegal 
practitioii. r. u ho was kru.wn m ihe mMtjiil..,rliood for jcars aa one whq 
praciir, s d.'utistr.v and agaiual whom all the evidence in the world were 
obtaiDfd. 

There ia an iUegal practitioner on the East Side, whom I,is i.. i>rhlH.is 
the legal men, are trying to prosecute in vain for ov.t two v. ars iii,.! who 
somehow gets out of Imul.lr wvry tinu-. it. spit.^ of ih.. lai-t* iluil siilli. i. ni 
evidence to convict hnu is prust-uted every time aud every time the 
l.IuiiitilT n eeived abuses and insinuationa at the hands of the attoraey for 

the S. I). S. 

What is it, incompetence or indifferencef It is both and something 
else in addition. . . . 

In a recent letter to a friend of mine Mr. Purrinni'-n ili. attorney 
for flu- S. n. S. — besides the usual abuses and insinuations. r\pi>-sses his 
opinion that lie does not think much of all these accusations aiul peraecu- 
tions of the ilKtral i)raetitioners, and that he is not surprised that the 
cases at^aiust them are dismissed. 

Are you surprised at all this? I am not. Mr. Purrington, as well as 
anybody else in a similar ■ position, simply voices the sentiment of hai 
employers. They, too, don't give much weight to all those so-ealled 
pei-seeutions, for they are not affeeted by the illrfrjil pnn-lir,-. but for you. 
whose patients don't trav.-l in automobiles and ilon't pay you fancy fees 
for yonr servieis. this illegal pnietice is the most nialipnanl, the* moat 
pernicious social growth, the greatest bane to the profession. I have 
spoken enou^li about this imposition in my previous articles. I have 
spoken enough about it to convince a Russian trooper. Suffice it to say 
here that had the S. D. S., with its privileged membership— the 400 of the 
Ornta! l*roressi<ui iiosscssed as iiinch fon sight as they jxissrss inactivity, 
barrenness and aristocratic feeling, tbey would have tri. il every possible 
means to qumch the illegal practice, to nip it in the bnd, for, pardon my 
prophecy, it' this is not done, and done quickly, the Deutal ProfeSsiC- 
will soon be u subject for the historian — a doleful yet sweet reminisoenee, 
and if the ship goes down will the rigging remain afloat T Wouldn't the 
400 BuflFer together with the 4000t The 400 may be immune from that 
disseminating disease of our i»rofessinn. but is this inininnity cverlaHtiuf;? 

But if you insist on another example of the stagnant inactivity of 
the S. D. S. here is one: Has the S. I). S. uttered a whisper about the 
recently inatitnted, shameful cocaine law, when they ought to be tiie 
first to do sot 

'I'h'' insult was flnng into tlieir faces, as well as into onrs, yet they 
remain as silent as a bnshti of oysters aud the battle of the whole .pro- 
fession is taken up by the vigorous Aampion for your isterests^-^e 
A. D. C. G. N. Y. 

Well, perhaps, this is not sufficiently convincing for you, we shall 
give you another one, which ought to be palpable for the most hard^ed 
tentacles. During the making np of the annual budget of this city in the 
Roanl of Bstimates, all wiTr rfprrsenled hut the l>< ntisfs. The S. I). S. was 
conspicuously absent on an occasion moat vital to the profession, aud a 
nedieal nan (think of it) .had tlie-.^oedegrftee to p«t. in, a plea lor ;tbc 
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instiillation ol eleven dental oulfits in the IjirK. st s.-liools. for -Iciita! treat- 
ment of the pnpilB. ContruHt this willi Ui>- ;n-tivily of the infinit, t)u: 
Allied Dental Council of G. N. Y., whi» liad hmi; befon- that porsumk'a 
the city In install niiph outfits in several schools. Contrast the activity 
of th(- shinil.i ring frnjf in a Rtaifnant pool with the live-wire activity of 
t\ie Kintf Cnnnly Di-n'al S.M i.-ty (out' of the rimsttitut'nt sopietirs of the 
Allied Dental Couiu-il] wlio li\ Ui' ir untiring' .-irdi-ts lia<i instiili.'d a 
dental outfit in school No. 10!i \-\ ;h1ii;i1I\ i JiisinK tli.' in-r.-ssjny ainount 
of money from contributions and Irom tht ir own pockfts aud had twenty 
dentists volunteer their services free while another school in Williams- 
hnr^ will soon have a similar outfit by the efforts of the same society. 
Had I only the time and spacR I could have given you numerous 
instances of llic total 1or|.or i>\' ili.' !>. S, iiinl lli-' !ivi-uin- Mniniation 
of the A. D. C. G. N. Y. Tlie causi- of tin? lattL-r s animation lies in the 
numerous vital issues that force themselves upon the minds of its con- 
stituents. 

The stupor of the former is due to the total absence of issues of any 
kind. The S. D. S. has nothinf? to achieve; brimful with contentment 
and Arcadian bliss it rests snn^rly in tin- warm arms of Morpheus, with 
ethereal dreams hovering about it, and well they may. It is no use dam- 
ming the water when there is no wlu-i-l to turn. They liav.- no wliccl 
that neds to be turned; it is you, wlm liavi- a wheel to turn, then fj" nght 
ahead and dam the water yourselves; don't wait for the S. D. S. to do 
your work. It will never be done in the first place, and if, by some 
hiblipul ininiele, you surn-. .i in persnading them to do aujrthing for you, 
well, yon may better t-ntrap' an opera sinprr to scrub the floors of your 
oflSce or the "Seeivlary of State to sew bnltons on your vest. I look at 
these things from the same standpoint as 1 look at the Government 
<pardon my Socialistic view) : ' If you want yonr Qovemment to serve 
your interests, be the government yourself, i e.„ send your own men to 
the Legislature and to the public offices. 

One may infer from the foreffoinpr that T am oppo^ed^ 
tooth ami nail, to tlie S. D. S., but this is not the ease— far from it — 
let the S. I). S. awaken from the lethargy ami .liseharge the 
duty, which lies upon it as a DenUl Society, and my heart and soul 
will be with them. I repeat what I have said before : Join the S. D. 8. 
and we shall earry the arena of our activity thither; we oan feel 
just as cozy there as anywhere else, for in that event we would not find 
ourselves in an exelitsive or seh-et set. but on the eontrnry, we would 
find ourselves in very congenial soeiely; join the D. S. and by your 
overwhelming numbers and preponderance of power tiiouM tlie organiza- 
tion to suit yonr needs, arouse it from its slumber aud set to work with 
assiduity. 

Uiit yon don't go there and, what is most certain, you never wUL 
Atnl here stands before you a newly-born organization — the offspring of 
the awakening conseii-nee of the iirofessioii, an infant, who in the first 
few mouths of its life has done more for you than the X. V. S. D. S. has 
ever done in all the years -of its existence; an organization with open 
arms . outstretched to you — arms .of wtjlcomc and brotherly love— an 
organiiiatioQ, whose wide^pen gate bears the inscription "Be thyself" 
ttid whose wide^pen door bears the inscription, "Welcome."

It is bound to give 
way to that published by associations of professionals, be thev physi- 
cians, dentists, lawyers, etc. We note that one of thesfr 
periodicala, (published by a dental supply house) has already changed 
from a monthly to a quarterly, and the others are sun io fnliuw suit. It 
pays them better to advertise their goods, throut;h parjiphlets, eireulars, 
and eatalii^'urs ilir-ei tl> to the profession than to pay ver.\ large salaries 
to men of reputable stuudiug in the profession for their editorial and 
bnainess senrieee. 

Not that we wish them ill; on the eotitniry. they are better than 
none; but we are optimistic and contideut enough to fee) that the pro- 
fession is and will ever be capable of taking oare of its own interest^ and 
welfare. 

So much for our aim, work and policy, a word concerning our adver- 
tisements. None is accepted save those among drugs, whose effifieney has 
been tried and found satisfactory; none anmn{; materials save those whoso 
pureness and durability an<i texture has received the reenmniendat iun of 
tlOte<l nieiid>er8 of the jirofession; none among new methods, inveulions 
■ave those whose efficiency and dtlKfans have been tested and found true. 

The Progressive Dentist has a new program more full and more hm-.v] 
for the ooming year. It points to its lofty aims and good work as points 
to induce yon to continued patronage for the e()rnin^' year.

In general terms the n- ai-. r a tubereuloui 
lesion gets tothe mouth the more rapidly fatal it b. . nun s. The moment 
dysphagia is added to the patient's sidT. rimr the pro^'rlosis becomes bad. 

Incipient tuberculosis of the larynx is more fn iin. nlly encountered 
than we think, but if rightfully treated, the cham es of recovery are 
good Thi- fa. t must be recognized that the laryngeal lesion is generally 
but a i'has. nt a ^'eneral constitutional dyscrasia which is beat combated 
by fresh air hvtrimi-' snrronndinss JhhI K*^"'! nourislunent. Rich oxy- 
genated blood is the most .■tVu-i.-nl d.-stroyrr of tiib.-n lr hacilH. Prom 
the knowledge that most throat disorders have then- iH-ginnintf in the 
nose it is the part of wisdom to establish normal nasal respirali.ui b.-- 
fore doing anvthing else. The removal of diseased tonsils in these < ases 
is also helpful if they appear to irritate the throat. Comparatively few 
physicians when they send tuberculous patients to the mountainB, 6X.

natural breathing 

It is the practice of many physicians, when a patient complama of 
.symptoms of commeneintr laryngeal tub. reulosis. to prescribe a sedatiV6 
- cough nrixtore,- instead of probing into the cause of the symptoms.

Substitutes in the Mouth

I hf prolileiii of livf^iene in all uf Us relations to the life of the com- 
munitv, and ilie inc'ividual, is a question ai; old almost as life. Long befuri: 
the race had risen to a point of intelligence, where tliis was a problem that 
in^ressed itself upon their primitive minds, it is probable that individuals 
living in caves, hollow trees, dusr-outs and tents, thought it in a haz> 
way. Thev (ioulitU-s- refrained fmni throwint.' tluir ntTal in liu-ir water 
supply and tmnid iicaiis to ]irottct llitin>clvi-.

Thousands, ims-ihly millions of years later, that .successful agitator, 
Moses, wrote into hi- -upiiosed sacred laws a larige aaiount of heakh rules 
and hygienic instruction. 

Up to the time of the late lamented Pasteur no one seems to have con- 
nected this question of disease, or lack of health, with a specific form of 
life micro-organism which exists all about us, even in the air we breathe 
and the water or otlier Hind wc drink.

Sliall '.lie public. h\ the creation of e\peiisl\e niacliimry and --ysteni, succeed 
in forcing food nitrcliants tn exhibit for sale nothing hut niicrosci»picalI'>' 
clean products. onK to have this splendid achievement entirely nullified b, 
having the food iiilettcd as six.n as it enters that vestibule of the body, the 
mouth. 

Will filthy, uiili>i:ienic and infectious condition of the mouth and teclh 
be tolerated by a public that Kave gone to great trouble and exi>ense to 

secure a hvgicnicalh- prfidm-cil food suppl\ ? 

The question of clean tci-lh, nir>re the question of iiintUhs so kept, and 
teeth so placed, that tlic\' are easih- kept clean and wholesome, is oi!e 
which intelligent nvA cultivated people are now struggling, bv every known 
means to bring alhwt. and public leader? — and would-be public leaders- 
are striving to do the same lor the less fortunate masses. 

As yet the question of what constitutes a plate, crown, bridge, or any 
kind of artificial substitute for the teeth, that can be kept absoUitelv clean, 
is only being discussed by members of the dental and medical profession?. 
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The piiHic have not vet arrived, biif they will, and when they do four- 
fifth? of the plate and bridge work done to-day will be thrown away and

Take first \\w (iiicsiimi <>i .-iriil'ui.'il \nK;iiiiie plaits. IIi.w inan\- men 
at the present time vise care in selectinjr a -^o^iA *|uality o£ rubber tor making 
\iil':anite? Hy good quality I mean fresh caoutchouc, and a minimum 
amount uf organic material for coloring, and the proper amount of sulplnir. 
How many know that practically all dental rubber vulcanized at 320* I-", 
for fifty-five minutes, or one hour, will -^Iirink so nmcb that (K'bris will 
accumulate between the teeth and riiMjtr ami 'Iti-niipMsc, making- centers 
iif infection? What particular variety of ■^'(.nn \vi!l I'lcaic there, and send 
out colonic-^ U> coiiipier s'.irninmlini:^ it'rril<>r\, no one knows. 

Take goI<! pl;ii(,'~. wlitro vnl. .iiiiic .iilacliniciilv are used, the same applies. 

In gold plates, where the teeth are backed and soldered, what do we 
find? How many spaces are left under improperly fined backings? How 
many spaces where the teeth come in contact with the plale and where 
the teeth touch each other? You who have had experience kmnv how 
often a phtte inn-.t \k- hn]\v(\ out in acid en- ynt can hi.M ii beitire von 
long tiioiigli examine it. ITow many infectious diseases has such a 
plate (!!s^cniinati.<l -ifjroad ov, r the mouth and throat of its weirer, and 
into iiis or her stomach or lun}j;s/ 

Consider crowns of all descriptions, caps, gold, porcelain- faced or all 
iwcelain. What cccurs about overhanging edges or rims, of either caps 
cr solid crowns' Why do the margins of the guns so often show irrita- 
tion, inflammation or congestion over crowns? The rca.son is not far to 
j^eek. The accnmu'alion of organic materia! forms n most fertile garden 
fi>r the (Ic\\l'>!JMU-! I Ml n;icni-ori;;misnis. and thcv <lo dev^'lM>, iiiid produce 
hK;al and <.',Liural inttviion-. often of a very serious natiiie. ilow long 
before '.he puMii.- will take iK.tlce of ihese facts? 

• The last I -liall ^|>eak about is the "bete noir" of moutli hygiene, the 
denial Jjridjrc. fixed or removable- Here we have to confront, not only the 
qiit^tion of shrinkage of materials, ill-fitting backings and facings, crowns or 
abutments that do not fit at all, air pits in the soldering, burned out and 
roughly repaired bands with the whole so related or adjusted to the abut- 
ments and surrounding soft tissues that tbe mo^t gifted and able find it 
impossible to keep the case clean. Often in fixed bri.Iges tbe trouble is 
mtetisilied In the hrid-rc being placed that it causes an abrasion by 
'Mechanical prcv^ure or n»ugIuKss. l ln-^i.. points are often especially su.s- 
ccptible to tbe iuleciion which comes from liie decomposition of retained 
Mod ai;d organic tnaterial. 

It would seem then that to make artificial cases, even moderately 
hygienic, it in necessary to consider the physical qualities of material.<! used. 
In hare the mcchnnlcal work teclmically perfect, so that all spaces where 
.f.K)d may nccmiuilale shall be eliminaied : abo. which is more imiiortant 
than Ibe previon<. all p!.^les. bridges nnd « ro\M,^ sb-ndd be so adjusted in 
(heir relation Ut 'in- ttrtb and -urroundiui^ iis.-.ues that all may be kept 
cIki". the case, \hc ueili. and ilie s..(t li-sues. all so arranged that it lies 
in t)ic |)ower of ilu- patient ti- -.viiri.- perfect cleanliness all the'time. 

I have Inn toncbed uiK.n ilu- -nn'ace of this question, merely suggested 
the ge!icral points to be considered. There is more, much more, tfiat can 
I*e .said upon this problem, but I am .sure I have suggnted enotigh to cause 
us all to con-sidcr carefully the question of hvgiene whenever \te i%cdace any 
part nf the natural teeth with an artifici.il. 
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Best Method of Producing Local Anaesthesia 

By Dr. M. Nevin. 

The demists of to-day differ mainly from their prctlcct-^s'T-; of the tl;u^ 
gone by, by their application of painless metho<ls in ilii- practice of iluir 
profession. 

Front time immemorial any dental operation has Wen regarded \vilb 
extreme fear and trepidation, and when we come to realize, that onr field of 
work conprtscs tlic nnwt scn>itivc porii.ni r.f ihc delicate and inlricalf 
nervous system. ikuiioIv iIk- )KMiphoT:tl nnlini^s .>f itu- sensory lilium'tits— 
such scntiuicnts arc full\ jr.'^liticd. In-i lliink of the i"i'iai>v;d i>l' .1 hrukt'i 
down lower molar with firnilv iuibiddcd rotHs in tlic ;ilvL'oli in the "pi'L- 
anarethesia" times! Could atiythin<i; be more tortunius? 

I remember, in the little town in Russia, where I horn, all the dental 
operations, consisting' only of extraction of teeth, were performed at the 
local tlis]x ii>ary h\ a ■■IcI^Ikt" ■ r uur^f. The ^ere:lIll■■ "f tlie unfi>iltiii:ite vii- 
liiis c<.>uhi be jilaiuK heaid 'Iin hil;Iii mi die eiuire l< >\\ 11 .\u<\ wei'e lainih.ir 
and suiTtrestive of the cxlraetiun a Un-l\\ Iti the iiiin.!> ot' the iiiiiahitanl ~ 
as the riuf^ing of the bells would tienoic a lire ur ilic >lirill whistle i>f ilie 
pc iReiiiaii the drunken brawl of a rowdy. The patient was securely lied to 
the chair during the operation to prevent escai>e before the murder wa> 
accomplished, and it was also found necessary to nail the chair to the floor, 
for once, an nufurtunate. t'lndinf; that the excruciating pain was beyond hi-? 
l>ower of emhirancc. carried awa\ tlie chair and all in bis precipitate retreat 
fmin :!ie eliaiiiher i>i inrtiire. 

t )i' enin-c. modern denti>ir\. u itli asepsis ;ind au.e>thesia <leveloped 
atin"--i i<> tlieir highest point ft" iiLiieeiioiis and with all kinds of in^eniuu- 
methods and instruments, make the dental operations almost painless, but 
the dread implanted in the human minds for centuries past by the barber* 
and charlatans, who practised our i)n>fcs-;iou, still exists, and it will take 
-nnic lime before it will be completely eradicated. The elimination of pain 
liniuL: ikiiial operations by means of anesthetics will eventually accomplish 
the desired results. ' 

AnMillMalK. 

The term anafstlwia means '.he deprivation <if all -ei'-ation h\ artificial 
means. Anresthesia is divided into two classes (a) Iota! ana >ilu ^ia and fl)) 
general. W'l'cu the absence of -ensatinn is prnduced bv arlit'tri.dl;. inliibilln j 
the sensorv nerve fibres at tlieir eenlral end organs iti the brain, it 1* lernn 1 
"general atopsihesia." but when t'le perijiSicral end organs are inhiliited i:i 
the tissues, it is termed "local an;e-the>i;.-'" The wide scope of the subject 
and also lack of time will prevent nie fnm entering into discussion of both 
methods of ansstlwsia and 1 will therefore take the one most important to 
the denti*;t. and that is local anresthesia. 

Local Ana«st)ini« 

It has long been a dream of the f()renio>t men of the medical and dental 
l^rofessions to devise some method by wliicli the elimination of pain tluring 
a surgical operation would be possible. Numerous were the medicaments 
and the methods advocated at different periods for the painless extraction 
of teeth. Some of tbem were in vogue for some time while other- fell into 
(iisreinuc as soon as applied in practice. V\'hile local anTSthesi.T w.is stiJI 
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in the empirical stage, the application of an electric current to the forceps 
for painless extraction was advocated in 1858, and I understand that ap- 
pliances of iliai .>'.n arc Mill I'^r sale at some dental depots. Vanous 
narcotics and analgesics whicli ucrc employed intenially were utilized as 
IfX-al applications. In 1H53 Dr. Alexander W.hh] introduced hypodemiic 
inicction as a nielhotl of |.r...lncing local ana-sthesia, but it remained lor 
Dr. Koler, of Vienna, in : ^ to put this method to practical application 
by introdncing cocaine for hypodermic injection. 

, Cocain 

Since then coc-iin lia> heen universally adopted by dentist? fur inducint; 
local anaesthesia. Uut while cocain is recognized as a i«)\vcrtul local 
anesthetic and as such works admirably for the purpose of painless ex- 
traction of leerli bv paralyzing the sensory nerve filaments of the injected 
area, the after-effects produced by this alkaloid must be taken into con- 
Mderation. Xn d^-iil)!, everv one of you gentle lu-n has had extensive per- 
sonal experieni e wilh tins dru-,'. If you do not prepare your own anaesthetic, 
vouare vililiziiiK suneof the nuiiierous jiroprielnry an:esthetics on the market, 
all of which invariably contain cocain V<'n ilu-retwrc must coincide wUh 
me wlien I make the conservative stauiiuni that /5'; ..f the extractions of 
teeth after cocain injections are followed l>y some unpleasant results. There 
may be just a .superficial inflammation with pain for a day or two, or the 
inilanuiialion is of a severe character terminating in sloughing, pus forma- 
tion. necr.»i^ of the alveoli and even parts of the maxillary bones. Many 
have ascriiicd these unpleasaiu ii-e<[nences i>. lack .>f antiseptic precau- 
tions. I will admit (hat sep-i- play- an itnponam pan in it. but most of 
the proprietarv anxstheiii - are. "r claim to he. aiiii-epiic. Von may make 
vour own sKhitinn antiseptic, \uu may perfectly sterilize your hvi>odcrniic 
needle and still vou will not escape the unpleasant sequeU-e. A patient omes 
into your office with an aching root or tooth condemned to the forceps. Ihs 
idea "is that hv removal of the offending organ the pain will subside. But 
what is the result ? Instead of relief, the inflammatory process has increased 
trifold and the patient may suffer excruciating pains lasting from a day to 
two wi eks. 

The exact plusiuln-^ieal aclii>n of an ana'sthctic upon the tissues is yet 
a matter of conjecture Ili.wever, tlli^ much i-- kin'wn, that tliev p;iral>zc 
the functional activity of the protoplasm of certain cells, especially the cells 
t>t the sensor\ nerve filaments, thereby annihilating pain. Cocain also 
pro<hKes local anxmia or isduemia by paralyzing the vaso motor nerve, 
lhereb\ deiirivinp the injected area of its blood supply. If this condition is 
kept up for a certain length of time the affected tissue dies before circula- 
tion is re'-lnreii In its nonnal <v.\W ani! sloughing results. With the dead 
tissue- si. .nulled away at the line of denarcation, especially in cases of 
^evere tranni.'ilism in the extiacti"Ti uf a tooth, the pn -cess is i-x|>.>sed 
lausinp; severe pain and finally necrosis with the formation ni' a •^eipusiruni. 
Itesides, cix-ainc being a powerful alkaloid exerts certain detrimental in- 
fluences Hjjon the tissues, the nature of which is not quite known to 
pharmacolo;;). Kor these reasons cocain has been condemned by many 
authorities for extraction of teeth. T will hereby quote an extract from an 
e\|Mi'iiion nn the evil crfect i>f cocain by Dr. lames Truman. Professor 
of dental pathnLMy. niateria medica and therapeutics at the University of 
renns-ilvanla. written u(>on the request of Dr. Thomas and aqipearii^ in 
the "lienlal (.osnios" for June, UX)9:

That this may 
he in part t!ie canse is more than probable, but that it explains the necrosis 
of tlu- nheobr process and the severe i>i>s;-,>]HT:itive jiaiu- iip 'ii extraction 
of teeth cannot he accepted. Cocain it:iralwe> all pan-, thai i>. it act- 
liirec'.lv on the scn^orv nerve- comn.ninj^ the circnlalion in an\ i;ivcn localit> . 
and produces at first an iscl!;eniic or local anannic citinlitioii a- a resn'i 
of paralyzation of the nerves of sensation. The suhsi-inient i\-nh- 
therefore depend upon th^ strength of the solution and the lenf;i!i ui lime 
during which the analgesic has been allowed to act. if the amount injected 
is small and of low percentage, it will in all probabilities do nothing more 
than deprive the part of all sensation, but in doing this it may leave as a 
resultant a h>per;eniic condition productive uf more or less severe pain for 
(lays after extraction of the teeth. If on tlie other haml the hypodermic 
dose has been lari;c the death of the relative part- i- altiio-i sure to follow 
and exteii';i> e areas of necri tic tissue will resntt. Tliis l-as heeil sotisjht to 
be expl.iinct! if\- various theories, but it is nee(lle--s to exlt n ! ih.' inqairv int • 
suppo-sed regions, for the fact is loo well established that ail ay;eiii- tli;ii 
produce paralvzation of ner\*es produce the sane resnhs. The lai-.L;e es 
periencc with refrigerants in extracting in the past shoultj have tauRln th - 
lesson, but it seems to require iiore than the 'line upon line and precc] : 
upon precept" to quicken the understandin;.^' of the averai^e praclitiiMier." 

"In view of the foregoing the writer is fully as>ured that tlie use of 
cocain in hypoderiiiic iniection. e\iii in reiluceil j)crcentai;e- for the piirpo-.- 
of extraction .tf teeth i- a very uncertain prLCe-hire ami lialile to iiiiuliK-.' 
immediate de-unction contiguous parts, such as Lianj^rene --i the ^inf^n. ! 
and necrosis of tlie alveolar process. While it is true that lhi.s is not uni- 
versal and the advocates of this process may be able to point to hundreds 
. I ca-cs without such deleterious results, there remains a more or less severe 
irriiniii n as a resultant, and the pain may continue for days. It seems im- 
po-sii>ic that this can he avoided by any after-treatment, as it "is the direct 
result of the dru^ used."' 

"The toxic and par:,l' .'in^: elTects of cocaiii hyilrochlnrid are u'eneralU 
well understood, but whether these dcielerious after-elTect- have niaiU- aiM 
impression upon the minds of the dentists is very douhttul. So unich i- 
tiiis the case, and so serious have been the lesions produced h\ ii itiat u 
is tine a warning note had been sounded." 

Or Truman then quotes from Torald Sollniann, M.D., George liutler, 
VhC,., M.l).. I. X- Shoemaker. I.L.I).. M.D.. A. A. Stevens. A.M.. M.D.. 
and II. Wood. M.l).. and continues; "These extracts from different 
authors niiiiht he much fnrtlier extended, InU sufficient evidence has Iwen 
pven to show that the action of cocain is direct!\ lo produce the 'crions 
lesions adverted to. which have been so pronounced in the practice ot some 
who claim to 'extract teeth without pain.' " 
He then draws the following conclusions: 

First: Cocain immediately paralyzes all nerves and acts directly on the 
local circulation.

Third: Tlii-. paralyzation may end in gaiij^rcnc (sloughing) of the 
cinjjivs an<l lucri -i* of the adjacent alveolus, and lin;dly 

Pourth: TIk- jn-^-iljlr pailiulofjicd se(|iieUv cnniKcted with its use render 
it unfit ftir ifl'ipiiiin a-, an aiKilL^c-^ic in dental extraclinns. 

Ill tli<' liij^'iiinin;,' of nn prjulice I have been u>iiit,r ditTercnt furniul;c 
oi cocain ;in;itlK tirs f(ir the extraction of teeth, but with very discouraging 
results. Thi- pticcntagc of cases of "pain after extraction" was rather large 
and for a bvpinncr it was verv exasperating. I b^fan to cast my eyes for 
some other agent which woufd obviate the unpleasant features of cocain. 
With that piirpcse in view I fi)l!nwcd up ihc (itiital litt-rattire pertaining to 
tliat siibjccl and am glad to ^^tatu that niy efforts were cr -wned with 

In the "Dental Cosmos,"' for September, 1908, appeared an article by 
Dr. Herman Prinz, entitled "A Rational Method of Producing Local Anies- 
thesia." 

In discussing the different Tiethods employed, lie meiuit med aniwii-^'^ i ■thcrs 
novocain clainnn^; cortain ndvantajjes over cocain. Since tlien 1 have suh- 
titituted novocain for cocain in my practice and ni\ experience with this 
agent fully convinced me of its superiority.

It should be done in a hospital for 
It rximres a general anjesthetic and lasts anywhere from ten minutes to an 
hour or more. Vnr the removal of the ordinary carious third molar the 
alveolar forceps should be used. Place the lingual beak as far low as you 
think It safe, force the facial beak beyond the free mam'n of the gum and 
swing It inward.

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The Richmond Crown 

(Third Article.) 
Ily Dr. ^fA^:m(E M. Rafkin. 
The kklmi.inrl i-rowii. tu my mind, is one <»l tlie iin>-t inporlnnt pieces 
of prosthclic work that dental art Iia> pr.xliKxii. It i-- tn !n' rctrrcttcd that 
so few Riclinvtiid crowns are made to-dav. The reason wh\ tf,a( is so is 
cither the dentist cannot comtnand a fee commensurate witli iIk imie and 
skill required in its construction or he docs not know how to construct 
this cmwn properly. A p orly constructed Richmond cr*wn will give a 
world of trouble. 

In constnictiiii: thi- crnwn, a careful selection should be made with 
iwards to ilu in. h< In employed in the making of the cope and dowel. 
The metal should he such that: 

(ll Will not irritate the tissues. 
(2) Will not cnrroc!e. 
f3) Slumld iKisscss rigidity. 
(4) Should have a fusing point. 
There is onlv one metal which possesses all of these qualities, and this 
i^ platinum-iridmm. 

Root Preparation 

I prepare tiie nmi cjmal in tlii> ca-t.' 'inncuhat different than what T do 
for a filling or an inlay. ! enlarire the i-anal somewhat. Then I fill the 
apex with Oxpara, and the smallest portion of ,\ gtitta-pcrcha point. This 
is then sealed with a small pellet of oxyphosphate of zinc. This pellet 
of oxyphosphate of zinc forces the gutta-percha point to the apex and 
l>revents it from sliding^ back : it also prevents the distortion of the gutta- 
percha point when fitiintr ibc 'l^wi-l intn the n*nt. 

The root is now irimnui! \<.< p:ir.-dlel ualls and allowed to exten"! above 
the i.'vini niar^^'iti. A wire luasurc is then taken .ind a platinum band of 
.11 ;,'aniie i.on>lriictid. the e<l[j;es ot which ;iri- si.lilered with pure gold. The 
li;ind is now filled over the root, and made ti- ^o' slii;htly under the ffum 
margin. Remove the ban<i, and prind the root down to the gifm margin on 
its facial aspect. an<l leave it extend slifrhtly Hngually. The band is then 
fitted once more to the root, and filed down' to the outline of the root. A 
platinum top of 2R gauge is now sf>ldered to the band, pure fi:oId being 
used as soUler. 

TVie cope i^ now placed uixin the root, and witlt a sluirj)-ixViined "instru- 
rnem is pierced at a point to corresponi! with the opening' of the n>nt canal. 
.\ riMind plaliiinni iridium dowel is slii^hllv llatlcncd on one side, titled into 
the mot canal .ind marked at the part which extends above the cope. This 
is done M> thai in ca^e <.f slight distorticn. the cope can be put back in 
position. 

The cope and the dowel are now carefully removed and soldered with 
22-karat solder at point of junction. The flattened portion of the dowel 
acts as a guide when fitting it through the cope before soldering, aiul will 
prevent the Richnond crown frotii rotating and lonsening when cenientc<I 
in jxisitioTi. 

The cope antl d-.w.-l are ilun filled to the root. The dowel should 
rxhiid above t!'c ci^pe > \" prevent any misplacement when put back 
in the plaster impressi(;n that is taken. •

Tl;e hackin-; is n;.w well hnrnislxd t>> the toutti. With a penknife 1 
barh the pins of tlic porcelain faciuLr on each side and near the hnckinij. 
and bend the barbs down on the backing. Then I clip ulT half of each pin. 

The backed too'h is nr»v waxed in position with i"la\ wax. 1 use thi* 
wax because it leaves a clean surface after it is washed and burned out, 
and the solder is more apt to flow, especially where needed to fill the narrow 
space fortiK-d I)y tlie hacking where it coines in contact with the oopt. It 
is now invested nnd ready for soldering. 

TIic investimnt I use is t\v(t i):irts .»i jilastcr of Paris and one part 
Portland citiuni 1 reconnu-nd this investment because: 

( 1 I l>ites the le;i-:i cmitraciing and expanding. 
i2) Ones ijuickly and become?* very hard. 

(3) Forms a monld-like investment. 

(4) Heats up and cools off gradually. 

(5) Holds heat longer than any other Investment. 

IVean^e of the above enumerated (|ii:dities ibis iinestraent material 
re<btces the p' >ssibilities of checking the teclli \< hile --oIilLTing. 

W'ei liniax I very little f)f it -boiild be u^eih is now applied to the 
investment bv means of a small caniel's bair hru^h. It is then heated, -801- 
dered and finished in the usual manner and fitted to the root. 

Before cenenting the crown in position I barb the platinum-iridium 
dov.'el with a Rharp in<;trument. T u<;e this method of serrating my dowel 
so as to prevent the weakening of it. 

In following out the technic of the construction of the Richmond crown 
as above de'^cribcd. the dentist will find it far superior to the Richmond 
crown ordinarily marie.

movencnl— is the ever-repealed statement thai Socialism, while it might 
he good as an ideal, is not at all practical : that it would not work and that 
[herefore it is an ah'toltite waste nf time to join the Socialist-^. 

The Socialists, as a political party have a double [x>titical program: that 
of the maximitm and that of the minimttm. The former represents the 
h<iri7r>t) to the realization of which they are strivine, the mission which 
inspires them in their work, and the latter represents their ideals for to-day. 
iileals which we term practical and effective social reform. 

It is true that there arc other political parties that are scnnewhat ipter- 
C'ftcfl in that kind of work, but to them such reforms constitute almost the 

filial -^ii.il. vvliilc to the Socialists, they are simply means througli the execu- 
tion (if which ihcy arc aiming for their final destination ; namely, to sociahzc 
everything tliat is necessary to human life. 

{)nc of the must imixirtant phases of our minimum prc^tam is the ques- 
tion of the public health. 

Sanitation, food adulteration and all phases of preventive medicine are 
embodied in their wt^rkin^' program for tn-(Ia\, and wlwrcver the Socialists 
in any couiitr\ nr ai any time manage t') secure the numici|)al victorx , their 
chief attenti'iii I n- ai\va\s ht'cn i)aii! in the inauguration of many effective 
reforms in the line of public health, esjrecially adaptable to the betterment 
I'f ihe working people's conditions. The City of Schenectady, wWch, by the 
grace of its voters, became the first municipality in the Empire State with 
n Socialist administration, fully realized the importance of that work and 
i.pon assuming the charge of the city, inmediately undertook numerous 
important step-: in that direction, one of the most important of which, at 
least to ihi- r.'.-iilcr- nf Titk rkccuussivK Hkntist. was the inanguralion "f 
tlic Mtinicipal Mental tTinic. The hi'-lnry of (lie dental clinic .dates hack t^ 
^'iiiii.' finir nr live years ago, when the Stair ncparlmcnl. n-alizinL; ihe im- 
portance of oral hygiene, commenced to ad\ocate the inspection uf tin; 
children's teeth by the school nurses and visiting physicians. The large 
najority, if not all of the municipalities, introduced however only this inspec- 
tion system. leaving entirely to the parents of the cWldrcn to solve the prob- 
lem of rectifying the abnormal ami unhygienic conditions of the chiUlren s 
teeth. Through this narrow interpretation of this important moxeuKiit tne 
progress unforttmately never advanced beyond the fact that the children 
every inice in a while commenccil to use a t<-Hithbrush which, while it im- 
proved tlie cnudtiioii '.iiiiK\\l).il. left the main evil uncorrected. The reason 
for it lies in the fact ilial most of the parents could not very easily afford 
to pay ttie dentist the neccs.sary fee — finding the use bf toothache drops a 
great deal cheaper. The city administration of Schenectady, after making 
full and careful study of thp subject upon the recommendation of the 
former health officer. Dr. Wn. P. Faust (whose place from May 1st has been 
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nlled by the prt scnt. ven energetic .Kcupant of that office. Dr. Herbert 
Towne), established a free dentaJ dispensarv. The nmvcnent was heartUv 
supported by the local press, and the Mayor. Ur. Ceo. R. I.iinn. addressed 
himself to tin ( M.^ny l\rit;tl Si cift\ in a--isi him in tniiliiiii a proper man 
to fill the i>"-iii''n i.t t it\ Di-ntal Snrfjc'in. TIk- -.i«,it.t\ l<va! tlentist-;. 
which. b\ the way, i> a wry |]ruL;re>^ivf am! atMivc .'Vi^.iiii/^ili.iii, ri-conv 
inended tor that ]>isiiion Dr. ilarry \'. tiregg, ot the ( nivuMU >>i IVnii>\'- 
vaiiia. '11. nienitrtrr nf the Alumni and of the Delta .Si-mu I k\\a. uh... an. ■ 
passing the Civil Service examination, was swoni into tlie office and assumed 
charge of the First Kree Dental Dispensary. 

Dr. Ociri^^ wMik i- l oth preventative and curative. Me attends lo ail 
the chilt'.ren. fnnii il'c a;,;i-^ of six to sixteen, whose parents can not afforti 
to pay the »knti-;t aiu! while most of the children are being sent from the 
public schools by the City nurses, many of his little patients come in volnn- 
tarily and do not seem to be at all afraid of his "horrihle" dental chai-. 
Speaking about his 'liorrihle ' cliair and other "horrible" things in his oftiC' . 
we may add that it is equipped with all the motlern |>araphernalia of a (U-nt 1 
i>fFKe. Dr. tIri.L:,L; -.■unes to the office twice a week, on \\'ednes(la\ - .i:. 
Saturday;, anti devotes his time to tlie welfare of the children fnmi iiiii,- 
until twelve a. m. While on an average he has ten cases a day, there are 
days when he meets as many as twenty-five patients waiting to lie examine ! 
and treated. 

\wu. tlk-n. a- tM the treatment. It consists, first of all. <if a ihoroug:*. 
cleaning and curing; i>i all the diseases of the oral cavity. The fiUin^ of the 
teeth is usually d^iie with a^ialgam or cement, while the extractions art: 
done mostly with nitrous oxide and oxygen, or a local anesthetic of cocaine. 
As a rule, no mouth washes are given away, but the Departiiient of Health 
inten<ls, in the near future. t.» di-^in-n.-t- in the patients such anti.septic5 as 
may be necessary, also to:ith [Kjwder and toothbrushes. 

The present locality of the dentil clinic is in the building of the Schenec- 
tady na> Xursery, an institution supportetl hy volmitars iv In^i!nui"n^, and 
one of the Xiir-^ery's assistant nurses. Miss l,oni-c l Aerliari. i- the fLguIar 
as'-i~[:nit t" 1 >r ' ire.Liv' ^ ft'" history of the paliciii i-; taken mi the card 
supplied Ijy the l>i.-nia] Il vi^rjene ("<'unsel of Xeu >'oi k St.ite. tlie Unty partly 
responsihle for denial reti rm in the State of Xuw N'..rk. Tin.- Dental t"linic 
of the City of Schenectady has been an unusual success, and the administra- 
tion hopes' that it may inspire other municipalities.to inaugurate similar insti- 
tutions giving to the people partly at least th^ right to which they are 
fully entitled. 

With the advent of the Socialists into power, a scientific study oi eugenics, 
of preventive medicine and of medical sociology will reach its criterion. 
A real scientific method is alsolutely incompatible with the capitalistic form 
of govem.r.ent. It means either a sacritiLe "ii the part of the physicians, 
surgeons, dentists, etc., or the neglect of tlie masses. 

A Socialist city will do more than the present "city with a Socialif.t 
adniinisiraiioii." biu even the latter is d<Hng all in its power to take equal 
care of all of the workers and the workers* children.

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EDITORIAL. DEPARTMENT 

We wisi: rmr rt-.-nlers. c.>inriliui.)r>, .idvcrtiser^ ;mii wi-Il ui-^lui-^ ;i 
ail'l prosjicroiis yiar. Tin- t-i-i year was full of prosperity to us. Our 
mairazinc h:i^ -^v^wn iri.m a ^ul]tk-ss infant to a year-old bab)'. It lias of 
late beig:un slu-d.iinfT tccdi and in some quarters it may be felt that it is 
beginning to Mu-. W'e lu-pe to see our success continued and strengthened, 
and may we thereby be of service to tlie professiiMi and hnmantty. 

Stm'eyins ttie fichl of the dental profession of the State in general 
and of Greater New York in particular, a deplorable situation is revealed. 
Our prof ession is by far lacking in its share of the spirit of the times, nanely 
tlic spirit of the era of organization. 'rrul\'. snmr fraRnienls an ornani- 
y-Mh-n may be discerned, hut in vii-w of the munlicrs the pr(ift'->inn in^hnli-s 
sucli fra^iiifnls arc mort- iii.liciinj.;. Xhnt-nvcr. the l':u"l itial ihr cxi'-linj;' 
fraj^iiK'iiis of an (irL^aiiization liave remained stagnant per se and have 
received no (hie stimuhis or s"i<iancc from the proper quarters, namely the 
State Dental Society, smacks of the connivance to keep the profession in 
an aimless and chaotic state. 

The bitter fruit fro.n this neglected and ungroomed field is manifold. 
Indeed, disastrous results are the outcome of this lack of organization. The 
chief evils we will discnss here. 

W'c contend that without a vital!)' active (jrj^ani/ation ot the profession 
(cnihraciup; the inajoritv in it) it is inipossihle fm- it t.. keejt ahn asl w itii 
the new ideas, improved methods, and modern inventions which arc hurlc<] 
at the profession with such a stunning rapidity and in sndi profuse mmibers. 
At present new inventions and discoveries are introduced to the profession 
through the agency of the manufacturii^ fraternity. The average conscien- 
lions ileiitist who is not cntjaging in any research work nor capable of e\peri- 
uuniin^, n;nst view all iiiitovalions brought to his attention by sucli a^;eTicy 
with ap])rehcnsinn ami jierhaps also with distrust. A real ori,'ani/.alion of 
the profession omld inainlain a rnnuniltee of the 'uo-sl capahle tiieniliers nf 
the profession win. would in\i -ii.L:;.lr all new acliievenienls ami i-ecnninieii(l 
them to the profession for what they are worth. An ollkial dtiua! journal 
would keep every member of the organization posted regarding such recom- 
mendations and also regarding everything vitally affecting the profession. 
For sheer shame of the stigma of ignorance each member would under such 
coiulitinns knr.w of thin^^s doing around llim. Moreover, the clinics which 
a large dental organization could afford to give, would make it inexcusable 
for the majorify of the profession, not to ingorporate their knowledge, de- 
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l ived frmii reliable source- hiv\ i-liiiu-,ill\ drtii. iii-lr;iU'il, into actual praciice- 
-\s tliiii;^'> arc now let nuv rt.','ui(.T> jnil^'i.' 1)\ uli;it tortuous routes and 
^cltciivc paths real progressive dentistrv i> lorced lu travel. 

Another main evil directly traceable to the unorganized condition of 
the profession is the dentist's' long hours. As a profession we are distin- 
guished in the matter of lonp hours. The physician is called upon at unrea- 
sonable hfc.irs only in cTiKTL^-iicies. 'I'lic livwcr in;iii;i;^'cv Im make a living 
by keeping' his <»fiicc opi-n till five p, m. inii>. 1 liu nt»omiiiahly long hour* 
are unsurni'iutiialilr siinnlilini^!; in the way .if liu' ;mrai:f <ktni--t. N'o time 
for stu{ly of any kind or recnation is left. LcciurL-s Uy ..lur ht-st iiicn on most 
vital topics are poorly attended. The reason being that they (the/iecturesj 
either begin too early in fhe late evening hours, or the lectures have to last 
too late into the early morning hours. 

The third main evil is the illegal practice of dentistry which is so general 
in the greaUT city that a lict-nsc seems to be a superfluous adjunct to a dental 
office. 

l-nrtlieniiore. ue kiLiu llial (k-nial trealinent and not quack dispensa- 
tion i-^ ior a larj^'c porli. ii of ilie jvipulali' ■!! pr' k!;il)itivc on account of ]iovcTt \ . 
Those unable to pay for ikiiial ireatnunt have to do without it. What thi-^ 
leads to is known to ever) demist. Many lives are shortened anil a vnsi 
number of constitutional disorders are traceable to such neglect. The school 
children of the [K>or are neglected to an alarming exteiit. The prine need to 
ameliorrite !his condition is to rouse the public's conscience. 

'riit' reniod\' or remedies to these evils lie '>nly in a stronj,\ larLie and 
m'ller.d oru;ani/ation, W'e Call upon even h'cen>L'd dentist to soiuhI a 
warning to the iio\\cr> ihal he. thai it li.i-; Iiecome intolerable to liave certain 
dental societies reciL^ni/ed .is oitiiial and et rtaiii -ncieties ignored.

At State College, Pennsylvania, the instructor in economics is among the 
most active members of the recently organized chapter.

'Flic pro- 
fessors of sociology and economics at Ohio Northern, Ohio State and Ohio 
Weslcvan arc im st cordial toward any movement which seeks to spread 
light on the real meaning of the Socialist movement. 

At DePauw the first of a scries of formal lectures is being planned by 
the economic department to he opened by I^idler on the "Ideals and Achieve- 
ments" of .Socialism, and the economic class is to he addressed bv him. 

The sttidents are '■bowing a keen desire to stu<lv Socialism' and tli^'

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Socializing the British Medical Profession 

As our rea'icrs arc auarf. :i ihcy have f. llowtd nur I.niniim k-iitT frutii 
wcfk to week, a UilU-r cniitlicl bcc.i jioini: uii in t Ircat Uritaiii over thi- 
tcnns of tlic '-called iiusurance Act. It is a peculiar fact Uiat although 
this law is [irMhably the most revoluiionarj. «o far as medical practice is 
concerned, of any me;isure yet introduced in any English speaking country, 
the controversy between the government and the physicians has been alm(Bt 
entirely over Uie question of compensation, and not m-iT the principles on 
which the law is based. And yet. if we are ni^ mi-^iakeii. iJiis law marks 
the bc-^innin-; of il'c end of ifu- i>lfl system of llie nulividiial praclire <»t 
medicine and ..i the old relati.inship lieiucen p.iiitnt ;iiul i)li\>ici.in — the 
iwginninp i>f a new era. bntli lor sucieiv and fi r plu -k!,iik. It pri>vitles 
for nothing less than an assumption, an the part i t the govennient. i.'f the 
responsibility of pmviding prai>er medical care for citizens who are finan- 
cially unable to secure it for themselves. Under the terms of the act, all 
persons whose total income is less than $800 (£1^) will be entitled to 
medical services furnished by the frovcrnment and paid from a fnnil made 
up jointly by workmen, employers and the government. Persons liavinj; 
;in income above .SSOO will continue to provi<!c ilieir own nedical services 
as herelofi re— tor the nre-^ent. It is estimated that approximately 15^000,000 
of the i^hat)ll.^nt^ \\w 1 niied Kingdom are by the terms' of this act 
taken out of the lield oi private practice. 

The effect of such a law can be nothing less than revolutionary, as ftir 
as the economic conditions of the medical profession are concerned. 'pMl 
the discussion has centered almost entirely around the question of compen- 
sation shows that physicians have no objections tn beintr made State liealth 
f)tlicers or to havintj tlie pi"e--eiU system of private (inictice Iari,'el\ reduced, 
if not al'"!i^heil. Imig as they are aileipiately conipensaleii for ibiir 
work. Another siiiuiticant fact, show ing both the disregard of the methcal 
profession by the average ])oIitician and the evident lack of nnderstaiidiiiL: 
between the medical profession and the public, is that, in drafting his lull, 
the Chanceltor of the Exchequer made little if any effort to find out what 
provisions would be satisfactoiy to physicians thenselves, although the 
burden of the new system would fall entirely nn the physicians. The Rri(- 
ish Parliament passed the Iiill at the persona! insistence of Mr, I,loyd 
George, in spite of the opjjosiliun of the P.ritisli Medical As'^nciaiion. which 
protested, amon^ ntlur things, that the com|KMisation ci>nleinplati,d was 
inadequate. I'oIl;i\\ing the passage of the bill, ilie inajoril> of the profes- 
sion in Great Britain refused to work jmiier the law in its present form, 
and have demanded an increased compensation, as well ilie modification 
of some other features. 

The question of fair and adequate compensation for pho'sicians is, of 
course, vital. It is. however, largely a local question, since a standard of 
compensatinn which might be perfectly suitable In one eonniry. or to one 
lncnlit\ . wrudd not necessarily !)e fair to anotlier. I'li^ -ieians in tlie United 
States will, thcref. re. be more interested in ih.c i;encral plan •■>< ihe neasure. 
The amount of compensation and the fixing of a maximum income for 
those coming within the provisions of the law are incidental i[iusti..i)s. 
The important feature is the recognition of the fact that it is the duty of 
societv. as represented by the government, to furni^h metHcal treatment for 
those ubo are unable to'secure it for themselves. It also means the recog- 
nition of the modern physician as a health officer of the State, working for 
the general good» rather than a private, professional or busmess man. 
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Th«re is room for much specuUtion as to the ultimalc result*. For one 
thing, it practically eliminates the necessity lor medical chantv and so stop> 
the enormous drain on physicians which has resulted therefrom. If U is 
true a- ua. rL|...rtcd sevtnil \(-;ir. a-., liv a committee of one of our large 
local urt'anizaiions. that 25 i^-r ccni. oi the professional work done by 
physicians is entircH' trratuitmis. ilu- aU'liti-.n of tins Lnomv.us HMn-produc- 
tive class of work wf.nM la- Wneticial. \n-.tlur iniponam .-..usKkraii n i- 
thai the adaption of such a plan w"uh\ '\>> away u ith anv nierccnarv 
motive which might be alleged against the individual phvMcian or the 
medical profwion as a whole, as a reason for any mdilTerciice <*r apathy 
toward the develop nent of preventive medicine. A third and by no means 
less iniiK>rtanl result, will be that those persons who. under the present 
private practice sv^tcin. are the least al>U- 1" consuU physicians frequently, 
and who are vel'most exix.sed lo and Mi-cq.uhle to preventable diseases, 
can secure the advice and services of medical men before rather than after 
the disease has ileveloped. lliat some form of periodic systematic medical 
inspection will develop out of the State system of medicine thus created in 
the United Kingdom seems probable. , , 

Last is the effect which such a measure will have on medical education 
and the iiersonncl • f tl^e profession. If the State assu.tics the responsibtlitv 
of provi<ling medical services for any large proportion of its citizens, it 
nni-t necess.Tritv pa\ vtiict aiicntioii i<> tlic rnia!it\ i f service which it 
provides, as a phv-iciaii workiiii^ luider ll'c lii-nraiuv Act will be necessarily 
a representative of the State Tliis will make it nccc>-;try f.-r U'o i^overn- 
menl not only to exerci-^e iiiMfi- ri^jid siipcrviHoti over iiK>lK-al collci^es and 
the character of nuvlical instruction, but also to adopt -onu- -ysicin winch 
will prwent those already qualified to practice from becoming inefficient 
through lazines.s or indifference. This necessity has already Been recog- 
nized in several branches of our own government. For instance, in our 
armv anti naw. all oft-ccrs not only are required to pass rigid examinations 
at the lime i>i iluir appointiient. hut are also required ti> pass examinations 
at slateil intervals, fnr servic e and promotion, on pain oi comiudsory resig- 
nation from the service it Uu-v tail to (|ualitv. Such a p. an caioel'^ jli.-^;.- 
officers to keep up with progress in the practical aiui technical work of tluir 
profession. 

Physicians in the United States will be intereste<l in the development of 
this i^an in Great Britain principally on account of the light it will throw 
on such a plan in this country, for.the possibility that the adoption of some 
arrangement of this sort will sooner i^r later be considered on this side of 
(he .\tlantic may be acknowled^^ed. The prevention of disease is becoming 
more and more recopiizcd a- a social and not a professi(tnaI duty. Most 
prf\ cinal)lc iliseases to-dav are dnc lo -in-^ nf llie coiiininnily rather than to 
sins of the individual. Tlx State in the future must protect the citizen 
against disease just as it now pr.-iects bin from foreign invasion. In fact, 
the majorit)' of our most dreaded diseases are foreign invaders, as far as 
chriliaEcd nations are concerned. 

The lesson wlijrh American physicians can learn frcmi the experience of 
their ftritish brethren is the importance of educating the public on health 
in.iitus. and of a close tnidcrstandini^ and syini>athy between the public 
and plusicians. If ibe relations between ihe P-ritish medical profession and 
the Uritish pnldic had been as intiniale a> tlio-sc winch foitiinatel> are now 
coming into existence between physicians and the people in this country, 
it would have t^een impossible fbr the government to introduce or champion 
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a Vtll placing siicli a burden on tin.- nicilio;il profession wiiboni proviilini; 
compensation whtvh was farr and aiUfinalc. rii>>icians in all l;inds and in 
a!l times hare b«n ^renerous beyuiid all oilier classes in charitable deeds. 
Yet the physician lo-day, as never bchirc. nuist live comfortably and roust 
Iiave money to pay for instrnnient^, booV-^, jonmals and graduate instruc- 
tion, if he IS lohc able to Rive his patients such services as they need and 
\hc linu's iltmitinl. The physician of tlie intnrc, as tlic t»ftiii;d i;nanll:in 
»»t the public liciillh, nnisl be assured a conij>cnsalii >n vvliich u ill ciiiiblc 
him to do Im ih.ix the lives al the peo[>le uia\ br jirmfcttil.

There are Iwij systems anil imly twt). under wbicli any industry is. or 
can be, run. 

One is private ownership or capitalism, under which a few individuals 
called a firm, or a number of stockholders called a corporation, own all the 
"buildings, machinery, tools, etc., which are used in making the product. 

These o\\ncrs, who are known as capitalists, hire other men to do the 
iiiann;d and n(iii:d labor necessary, and give them a part of the pr^tduCt 
which is called wages: 

The owners or capitalists keep the rest of the product which is called 
profit. 

The wages of the wage-earners are determinetl by conii>etition" that IS, 
when an employee is wanted, and ten apply for the job, the man, woman 
or child who the employer thinks will do the most work for die least pay 
will ;^et the job. So vou see iliat under private ownership wages cMistantly 
tend tow anl tbe sinallesl amount which the worker can work for and keqj 
alive on 'l"]u- price of ibe product used to be fixed b\ c^ 'iii|n-liiii in also, 
but this is not. as a nile. true to-day. because llie owning clav-, w liirh \s 
not like the working chi^s. .Irivcn to a tierce cr.niiK-tition by t'le fear of 
5tar\'ation. have learned that they can make much larger profits by combin- 
ing and agreeing on the price of their product than they can by competing, 
which alwavs lowers prices. 

For the pa ^t twentv years this country has tried to destroy combinabons 
ami restore competition, with the result that the attempt has been a complete 
failrrc. for liie simple reason that there is no known method under the 
capilaii-t >vvt,-:'i wberebv two or twenty men can be [-revented from coming 
toiiClluT in private and' in fiNin.L,^ the price ot tlie article which Ihey sell, 
and selling it at that price. 

Let us now look at the indii-trini system known as rullr. iivc -iwiUTsbip, 
or Socialism.

modern battleship. 

Aad we want thcni democratically operated. 

Now ^chy do Socialists want us to own and operate these industries for 
our own benefit in^^tcad of allowing a few pec^le to own and operate their 
for their own profit? Does not the question answer itself? TTlis is the 
rca'^on. The owning; class under private ownership is under a constant 

iciii[ilation lo do three thinK-s. 

1st. To increa-if llu- jirirc of tlic product, hi-cau'-e tiiat means niore profit 
2nd. To riccrcase wages to tlie Inucst i>nssiblc point, because that means 

more profit. 

3rd. To adulterate the goods and cheat on the quantity, because that 
means more profit. 

Under collective owncr'^iiip no one would have (he incentive f*^) do anv 
of these things because tlie iicuple a whole would f>\vn ami cnulrol. Can 
it I)c doubted tlial the pci -jdc would iu'-i-l on ha\ iri:,'' jirices as low as pos- 
sible, wngcs as hi;:li po^^i'ili-, ^nid j,'<>ods a- l;o,h| a- p"-silile? 

'I'be u-ai,'e-\\nrki.'r ri.ciw- utiiIlt [irivale owncrsbip U-ss than one-half 
of what be would i.'ct under collective owuership, fur the simple reason that 
under collective owttership there wmdd I>e no individuals standing between 
Ihe worker and his earnings to absorb the larger part of them. 

Whenever we. the people, shall decide to have our food, our clothing, 
and our sheher provided at co-;t. instead of paying over one-bnif pmfit. we 
can do so, just as we now have our education at cost, and our postal service 
practically at cost. 

But, you say, 1 am sure that my emplover doesn't ^xl all the profit that 
you say he does. 

No, your employer doesn't get it all or nearlv all. Tmt did vou ever 
stop to think that your employer has to pay a profit on the factor>- and land 
he occupies, called rent, a profit on the gas and electric light and coal he 
bums, a profit on the raw material he buys, a profit on the tools, machinery 
and every otiier thing he uses, and that if the collectively-owned land and 
laciorv •iupplied lyas. electric light and fuel at cost, and supplied tools, 
maehificrv nn<l all supplies n-^ed ai c(-.i— did you ever ftnp to think that this 
ab(»liiion of profit would mean a reduction of the cost of living to you 
of more than one lialf 

Now the SfKTialists cannot accomplish this all at once, but want to com- 
m. nee and carry on as fast as possible the process of transferring the 
various industries from private to public ownership. 
How? 

Well, there are three ways : 

Ist. Confiscate them, as we did with the slave property in the Civil War 

2nd. liny ibcm, giving bonds in payment, to be paid gradually just as 
wc have bou{;^bt oni- water systems. 

.^rd l>tabli-^b t:ovfnmicnt factories to sell at cost, which would put 
pnvatih ouiieii ui.lustnes. which nuKt make a profit, out of existence. 

\\ hen ilie pe<.ple decide lo have Socialism thcv will also have the oppor- 
tunity to decide which method they ])refer to bring it about. 

Meanwhile the number of believers in collective ownership grow^ everv 
^ear, and the Socialist party, the onlv partv which stands im- this principle 
invitK all who believe in it to support this great movanent by the onlv 
feasible method, the expression of their o^xtaoa by means, of the BALLOf

{ I ) Asepsis of the Hands. 
The surgeon, after having his hands disinfected and Rinved in sterilizt-l 
gloves, is confined to the area of operation. The deniisi. on llic ottu r Iian.'. 
after having his hands washed and disinfected, is forced to tnncli ottur 
thinirs hcsidi"; the month of ihe patii'iit and the in-^trnnicnts. iliii- niakmL; 
asei.>i> a ni.Tc ditruiih task, llowevt-r. wlien a NVMein ..f on^tant allen- 
tion aiui vij,Nlance is tsiahh<hed it i- not impossihlc fur ihc dentist to he 
on the safe >idc from pruduciii^; infection. The hands liave to be washed 
and scnihhe-l. an.I while uct they should be immersed int.. a ba.«in (larpe 
enouLih to accommodate both hands), containing a sohilion of Ivsol. Keen 
ihc hands thus phmged for a few moments before dninp them. After 
the hands are thoroughly and quicklv dried talcmn powder loiUainin"- 
of calomel is an excellent dustinfj a^rcnt. This jwwder m:i\ he peHmiud 
ad Iihitn,,, to counteract the odor of lysol. After the hands are thus pie- 
parctl care is taken not to handle foreign objects but to go right to the 
operation. The lingers are iie\-cr to touch the lips or mucous membrane 
of the patient, hm ihe left hand is always to hold the mirror and manipulate 
witli It as with the fingers. Whenever some other place besides the mouth, 
the operating tabic and the instruments is touched, the fingers must Ite 
niimediately immersed into a vessel containing an antiseptic solution placed 
within arms reach for that purpose. The operator t.. i^ntard aL,'aiii-i 
touching his own face, nose, eyes and so on "Inring an operation Imi if 
such be necessary his fingers mnst be immersed into the above luntion,.! 
solution. It g.x-s withont sa>ing that the operator's hands and finger nails 
nnist always be immacnlate. and wc mav as well mention in this connec- 
tion the great imporiance of the operator's general appearance, the condi- 
tion of his operating coat, and last but not least the state of his breath. 

(2) AsEr-sis OP THE Instruments. 

Instruments should he u;i^l'ed and scrubbed after each palieni hcf.,-- 
sterilizing them. If the forniahleliyde vapor is emplovcd tlie inslrnmcnis 
after being wa-hcd and scruithed should he im nersed 'into ;i Ivsol soUltion 
for a few minutes and then dried and arranged on a Iray to go into the 
sterilizer for not less than. 5 minutes at a time. Of course the best sterilij* 
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Hon is boiling, but even then the instruments should be washed and scrubbed 
I'eforehand. There are, however, a number of instruments that cannot be 
boiled, as the hand pieces, broach holders, crown pliers, etc. These instru- 
ments should be wiped off with pure alcohol after each patient anrl steril- 
ized ill the foriialdeliyde vafM^r. Maiwl |)icccs ^lll)lIl(l alwavs be slippcd- 
jointcd or defaclinhle for a^entic purposes. F.spccial cire is to lie taken 
wit!; the cn)\vM [tlicrs. ihc liertks of which are always infected and in or^ler 
t(t \k on the safe side they also have to he boiled. ' I-orceps, lancets, hypo- 
dermic needles should always be boiled. It is repugnant and in the highest 
degree unsanitary to employ the same drinking g^ass in spite of the fact that 
It be subjected to a constant dripping or flow of water in the fountain 
cuspidor, as some make it a practice.

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STEELE'S TEETH 
By AtPUD S. Savagb. 

It is not the purpose at this time to give a detailed description of Steele's 

Teeth; ncitlier is it necessary. They are now well known ttid are lKisel> 

uscii in the I 'nitcd Slates ami every civilized country. 

Tlic qiicstiun a^i^es why. if their merits are recognized as being so great, 
and so many have discarded "Flat-backs" entirely in favor of "Steele's," 
they are not as yet used by every dentist who is able to obtain them. 

We believe that the answer to the above question is of great interest 
to the profession. 

Speaking generally, those who prefer to use the '"Flat-back" for bridge- 
work may he divided as foDows : 

Firj/— Tlinse who are satisfied with the old methods and do not wish 

to make any chansjc. 

S,-i('iu}~'Vh(*'~v who. while atimitliiiL: ihat Stei-k-'s Tuay be SUperiort wiB 
not use them because their cost is greater than Flat-backs. 

Third— Those who have attempted to use Steele's and have not had 
success with them. 

It is the purpose of the writer to refer briefly to the reasons given above, 
with a view to inducing those who have not given Steele's Teeth a fair 
and intelh'gent trial, to do so. 

The number of those given in the first reason, while irrowing less every 
da\'. is yet large. May we sugge-^t to them that w Ii.n Ikis been found so 
verv beneficial by their brother prHcliti"iK'rs, is at !ca>t worth an unbiased 
investigation. They owe this to tlunisclvt^ ainl ibcir patieius. 

The advantages of Steele's Teeth are , and ftir the bt-neht of those 

who, for whatever reasons, have nut yet attempted to use them, we will 
give some of the principal ones. 

Ease of backing and setting up. 

No danger of diecking teeth while soldering. 

\o chantrc of color of teefli during soldering. 

Xo breaking teeth on a large bridge when it is being sprang into position. 

Xc wailing to beat up lu'»'irf iMcriiii: . or rr'ol nfT afterwards. 

Substitution of longer teeth to take up any absorption. 

Changing shade ofteeth, should it become neceSBtiry at any time with- 
out removal of bridge. 

Much more sanitary than Flat-backs, there being no space between 
facing and backing for secretions. 

Willie showing practically no gold at incisal edge the strength is equal 
to a stronglv. tipped Flat-back. 

Fas\ replacement of facing should it become accidentally fractured, 
inakini; not a makeshift repair, but an absolute restoration to original con- 
ditions. 

These are some of tbc many advantages of Steele''^ Teeth ami surel\ 
the above claims, added to their successful use by so many, are enough 
to warrant every dentist to give them a fair trial. 

The second reason given, that of increased cost, is one that should 
not. properly speaking, be considered by any dentist, if Steele Teeth arc 
tiie impravcment they claim to be. There are many, however, who allow this 
to influence them and to them we say that this mcreased cost is largely, H 
not wholly, imaginary. 
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ll is true tliat the initial cost of a Stt-^Ic racing with a gold, or even 
.1 |.iai;i-iim alIo> li;..-kin^ i- -r-.-nw-r iliaii a I'lat-back facing with 36 gauge 
Hold hackiiiii. lim there are other con -idt-rat ions. 

In the fiirst place the Steele backiiii,' is 26 gauge and rL<tiiircs Ic^s solder 
to bring it to a given thickness than when 36 gauge is used. I hcre is also 
a saving of time in scttinj.' up and soldering, as the operation can he carried 
forward u itliom dv.y wail, and time is money. In case of breakage of a 
Klat-bark. diiriii;,' soldering, etc.. there is also a further loss of time and 
matrri i! wliich imist lie C')ll^i'l( red. 

In the opinion of those who, through constant use, should be qualified 
to judge, tiie actual cost of Steele's, taking everything into considerati(Hi. 
is no more, and many say less, than for Flat-hacks. 

The third reason, failure with Steele's, is due entirely to the fact that 
they were not used properly. 

The cause of nnich of the tnmliic l< that because Steele facinir^ do not 
have to be tipped, many have not protected them at all and they i:onsc<iuentIy 
break off. 

It cannot be too strongly insisted on that no porcelain facing can stand 
III. -.tress of occlusion at incisal edge. It must be protected. Steele facings 
.iti he M>. aiul show practically no gold, but they must \ft protected accordii^ 

instructions. 

Another reason for breakage is the grinding of facing at incisal edge 
and leaving it blunt. It is impossible to protect it when left in this manner. 
If it is for any reason necessar)' to grind incisal edge the facing should 
aUva\s he heveleil. from labial side, again to a thin edge when proper 

protection can be secured. 

Occasionally the cause of a fractured facing is found where the backing 
U left too thin. It should be sufficiently reinforced with solder, especially 
in the case of a strong bite. 

■ Care should be taken that the cement is not mixed too thickly. If this 
tx done it is sometimes impossible to get the facing up in place and tlie 
[forcelain is left exposed. 

It must be adniiiifd that it is most unfair lo Steele's Teeth t^ iu-:lect 
the above simple and obvious precautions, but that is what many have done 
and are yet doing. 

It is liiipcd that this statciiifin t>f roa';on<; fnr failure witli Steele's hv 
Mi:e who hnv in (lie past few \ears investigattd a lar^re niinihcr of so-called 
failures with i'' -,■ teelh and fnniitl i!ieni in every single rase, lo be due 
to one nr nim i of the causes given, may help those who have had trouble 
to -A- Mi,-. (-;sfnl as their hrethem who' u^ Steele's to their great comfort 
and to the benefit of their practice

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Best Method <rf Producing Local Anaesthesia

Novocain. 

Novocain or chlorhydrate of paramino benzoyl diethylamino-ethanol, was 

(Iisi-ovcre.1 in 1906. by I'hifekicr aii.l FiiilKTii ;m<l put on the market by the 
chemical works of Meister Lucius and liruening, Germany. It is an alkaloid 
in a powdered foim, seven times less toxic than cocain and has no detri- 
mental effect upon circuhtinn nnrl rc^nintti.'n. It i^; v,,]iili!i-. nno pan of 
novocain to one pan of water. Although it is still in its experimental 
state, the series of experiments performed by noted men in Gcrmanv and 
Fmnce pn ived hcvond d.MiIit the great v;ihu' of the a^rent as an anicsthetic. 
Ub a<lvaiita!:;( s ri'- cuiipared with cocain are as follows: 

(I) Difference in Toxicity. 

Novocain is seven times less toxic than cocain. In other words the 
dose of novocain is sevpn times greater than that of crv;iin .hkI usin;^ \W 
same percentage solution we may inject seven times the amount ol novocain 
with the same degree of safety. This is a great advantage. Many of you 
have noticed the toxic efTecis of cocain often produced after injection, espe- 
cially with patients who show an idiosyncrasy toward the drug. In my office 
experience I have had no case of syncope since I have adopted the use of 
novocain, while 1 had quite a number with cocain injecUons. 
f2) Irritabimtv. 

Novocain does not irritate tiie tissues, even when used in strong solutions ; 
therefore the injection is painless. 

(3) St.otT.iiiNr:. 

Novocain causes little or no sloughing, as I have said before, cocain 
produces an ischsemic condition which is thought by some authorities lo be 
the cause of sloughing. Now, ii^chxniia with novocain is in^t as pron.uinct d 
as it is with cocain. Dr. Socks, who has been cx peri iien ling with the dru«. 
observed that the sodcet after extraction bleeds more profusely. Dr. Misch. 
another experimenter, alsu -Jtaie^ th;it alveolar an.xmia \^ n.-i so noticca'-le 
with novocain and adrenalin as it is with cocain and adrenalin. These are 
vital points to remember, for when anxsthesia is accompanied by extensive 
anrcmia. fleatli of ilie tis-:ucs MCi-ir^^. due to depri\nt'.,:i of blood sut)plv. 
and death of tissues means sloughing, necrosis, and pain. Since I have 
undertaken the task of preparing this essay. I have kept a record of 75 
cases of novocain injection?. Of this numhcr only four cases reported pain 
lasting for a few days. Two or three of tliese cases, I remember, have had 
a severe pericemental irritatran before extraction, which fact may account 
fm'tbe ppst-extractkm pain. In ahont tw elve c.i^cs there was a Utile slougli- 
ing. Fourteen cases I have not heard from, while the remaining forty-five 
cases reported very little or no pain and no sloughing. Including the four* 
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leen iinrcturncd ca'^cs in tlic successful extractions, we have fiftv-nine cases 
out ''f ^cM-ni^-five, or abuut eij^'hty per cent, of the casts refjorted no 
sbughing, while seventy-one out of seventy-five, or ninct\ -lhc per cent, of 
the cases, may be considered in the "no post-extraction p:tin class. To my 
mind these figures prove the superiority of novocain for subcutaneous in- 
jections and I would defy anyone to show similar results with cocain. 
(4) Its CoMPATinir.iTV with Adrenalin. 

Adrenalin is the extract from the suprarenal c^ule and is a greyish 
white pow(!er, sligfhtly alkaline in reaction. Adrenalin chloride as prepared 

now Iiy Prirkc. l)a\is S: Co., consists of 1 :1000 of a phvsinlos^ical salt solution 
of adrenalin to w iiicli sin.il! (|uariiiiies of clilorcione aiu! thymol are added for 
the pnrii-tsc of kcepinj,' ii in -olmion. This chemical is of ffieat value in 
local ana-sthcsia. When injected in small doses i( ^li milates the smooth 
rmiscic coat of the blood vessels, acting thereby as a iKJwerful vaso-con- 
strictor and causing temporary rising of the arterial blood pressure. It 
therefore performs two useful c^ces: 

first: Ry constricting the blood vessels it produces local anaimia, there- 
by restricting the action of the anaesthetic only to a limited area. Absorp- 
tion of the drug into the general circulation is thereby retarded and a 
smaller dose will be necessary to anaesthetise the tissues. 

Second: Again by virtue of its vaso-constriction properties, it stimu- 
lates the heart to greater activity in order to overcome the increased re- 
sistance in the blood vessels, due to their diminished diameter; it therefore 
acts as a cardiac stimulant. However, care ■^hmM be cxerci-^ed in the ad- 
ministration of this di-us:. Too larpe doses ihr Irui^ will bv their deeper 
action close U|> the larger arteries and cause a proloni^ed ana-mia. Dilata- 
tion of the blood vessels will follow, depriving the tissues of their blood 
supply. It is easily understood why sloughing will occur in such cases. 
Too large doses of the drug will cause extensive dilatation of the blood 
vessels after vaso-constriction. resulting in heart fniln ro. ,S( )hitii ins < .f 
adrenalin chloride do not keep. On exposure to the air tlicv oxidi/e. turning 
pink-, then red and finally brown. In these stages thcv lo.o tlieir phvsinlngical 
action anti become useless. I prepare my an.xstlietic in the following maimer : 

To an ounce of distilled water I add 10 grains of novocain, olitaining a 
2% solution. I half fill my syringe with the ana-sthclic. then add '.m- di.^p nf 
ndrenalin chlnridc. and completely fill niv syringe ready for initction. As 
a .svnn.i^e contain^ alx-nt 30 minims, and one drop being equivalent to one 
nntuui, I have aboni a .V;; of 1 :1000 adrenalin chloride solution which is a 
safe dose to adnunistcr. Xo more than five drops should be injected at one 
sife^ " maximum dose that- may be used with comparative 

Adrenalin combines more readily with novocain than it does with cocain. 
It does not m the slightest interfere with its action, but on tlie contrary, it 
greatly increase its anaesthetic effect.

(6) Solutions of novocain may be boiled without altering in any man- 
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ner its properties or physiolc^cal action. This is also a great advantage 
^ncc it IS the most effectual way oC sterifizii^ your amesthetk. CociUii (te- 
oomposes after boiling. 

Those are the main advantages of novocain. Although yet of a com- 
paratively recent discovery, it has been experimented with and used ex- 
tensively in recent years by many noted members of our profession and 
their clinical experiences are very convincint; of the par excellence of tliis 
drug as a local an.Tsthetic. I have been utili^inc; it in my office for the last 
four year^ and nothing could induce me to abandon it. It is rcallv a surprise 
to me why dentists have not as yet universally adopted it in their practice,

mannfactnrers of proprietary anxsthetlcs, and by tiie dentists who make their 
own preparations. But in order to fully understand its importance, we must 
look into tlic question of osiiftsis So ilial. let us for a few nuMiients go 
back to our good old college days, hard benches, and still harder lectures 
which we have vainly tried to absorb. 

OSMOSTS 

If \\c have two in ;i vessel separaiol li\ a |KTnieal»le tnernbrano, 

one beins^' a -^alt .-..ilution anil the otlu-r pure water, ue will notice ibat 
gradualK the water n»)!cculcs will pass into the conipartnuni nt the '-all 
solution ami the sodinni chloride niolecnles will pa-^ lui i ilu pure water 
compartment. This process will cease only when the tuo compartments 
will contain liquids of the same concentration of sodimn chloride. This 
process is termed osmosis. The pressure exerted by the differently con- 
centrated solutions is osmotic pressure. The resultant solutions are known 
as isotonic. The solution having a greater osmotic pressure, namely Jhe 
salt solution in our case, is called hypertonic, while the pure water having 
a less osmotic pressure is known as hypotonic solution. 

Osmosis will i;o ..n not only in salt sdutions. but in any two aqueous 
solution*, iliffereni den-^ity. It may he seen at once that this is a very 
important ph\ sioloirical i'uiKtinn. In the luininii b(nl> we have v.irions 
substances separated by mcinhranes. For in^-tance the endnilielial walls t-f 
the capillaries separating the blood froni the l\rnph. W'e have the epitlielial 
walls of the kidney tubules separating the lymph and blood from the urine : 
the lining of secreting glands: the walls of the aUmentary canal. The pm- 
cess of osmosis is a very important one in secretion and excretion. It is 
the process by which the cells of the body receive their nourishment and 
elhnmate their vraste products. 

The living cell is surrounded by a semi-permeable membrane. If the 
solution injected into the tissues is hypotonic, having less osmotic pressure 
tlinn ibc cell contents — the cells absorb water, swell, become macerated, and 
finallv die. If the solution is hypertonic— having a greater osmotic pressure 
than the cell contents— the protoplasm shrinks and loses water and deatii 
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of cells 6nally follows. This process of cell deatli i> known as necrobiosis. 
Isotonic solutions like physiolo^c salt solution, when injected into the tissues 
produce neither of these effects, because they are of the same concentration 
and have the same osmotic pressure as the contents of the cell wall. 

Tt is obvious now that our anresthetics must be isotonic with the materials 
within the cclK in order uoi to disturb their equihbrium and work destruc- 
lion to their life chanjjes. It has been fnnud by cx|K.'riiTients that all aqueous 
solutions havintr tt^e same Ireczinjj point have the same osmotic pressure. 
What are tlu- coniriUs nt the cell wall' Scrum, bkxifi. lyni|)Ii. etc. The 
freezing pt»int of those substances is found to be ai)pn»xiniately 0.55°. 
C. AO.9% sodium chloride solution will have the same freezing point; 
therefore it must be isotonic with the cell contents. This solution is termed 
normal physiologic salt sohiticm and when injected into the tissue will cause 
no chan:::e in tin.- ct-Il stnicliirc and cn<iaii.i;er tlicir lives. The swelling: ap- 
peariut,' s(jniclinR> on llic trnin after injection is ihie merely to tlic fact that 
al>-orplion is imt ,is rapid as the injection and di.-<appears as Si -on as the 
bloo(U«vcsseIs adapt tluin-ehes t(> their task. Pure water when injected will 
cause severe pain and will produce siipcrf'icial anxsthesia. A more concen- 
trated sodium chloride solution than 0.9% will also cause pain upon injection 
for the reasons explained before. But normal physiol<^c salt solution, 
enpecially at body temperature, will not cause any pain. 

To my mind the absence of a normal physiol<^c salt solution in the 
anaesthetic is one of the main causes of pain during injection and of post- 
eKtraction slouijhin^. since dcatli of cells means death of tissues. I have 
been emphnsizinL; this pMint si. stronijly because the average practitioner 
never f\'cn thinks oi ii a nccc^^arv adjunct to bis ana^stbclic. \or dtt 
the manufacturers ilccm it nccvs-ary to incorporate sodium chloride as one 
of the ingredients in ilicir i>rei>araiii>ns. For the sake of illustratii->ii. we will 
take one preparatiou which is probably the most popular and most frequently 
used — namely. Gilmore's ant-esthetic. The label boasts of numerous ingredi- 
ents, as follows: Benzo-boracic acid; Mentha; Arvensis; Gaulteria; Baptisia; 
Kucalyptus ; Thyme ; (Uycerine ; Atropin and Gxrain. 

One must give credit for the liberal and various menu, but one of the 
most important and sinple ingredients, namely, salt, is omitted. 

.^ gciod prescription for denial purposes, one that I have been usin^' in 
my oflicc for the last four years with success, is as follows : 

Novocain. 10 gr. ; Sodium chloride. 4 gr. ; Aqua dist., 1 fl. This 
conlaiiis n 2% solution of novocain and 0.9% of sodium chloride. To every 
syringe full I add one drop of adrenalin chloride 1 ;1000. 

I sliall not dwell on any other .ispects of local anwthesia, such as the 
sterilization of the needle, which we all know Is necessary, but seldom do; 
Of ilir imporlaihc o' cUanini; tlu- s\ringe. wbicb we all Ii>atlie. Xor will 
I ti'll \oii Imu \iial il i-. lo tlisinfoci (lie nmcnn- mcniliranc before in- 
jection, lor I know \oii will ne\i'r do it. \alnre was kind cnon«i"Ii to ns in 
that re--peci. when, realizing llic kind oi species dentists are, she made the 
oral secretions antiseptic. If not for that, what countless number of graves 
wotdd Ik to the credit of our profession? 
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A Personal Experience with Couniel of Ibe Steto

Some time in August. 1912. I, in the company of Dr. F. K.. visited 
the law offices of Mr. Wm. A. Piirrinjiton. counsel of the Stute Dental 
Society, to crujiplain of one practicin;? dcntistrv without a license. The 
evidence was obtained through my efforts without the kn<i\\ Icd^^^c of the 
asrem of the denta! society. Dr. I". K. snhmitted hitn^clf to W tnaled by 
the said illegal practitioner for some denial dislurliancc. In order to 
strengthen the case we (I and Dr. F. K.) prevailed uiKin a friend and 
rollcai;iie. Dr. L. R., to visit the dental office of the said illegal practitioner 
!ii MfKr to have some work done. Dr. L. R. consented. He was treated 
by till.- -aiii illegal practitioner and paid a fee. 

On the visit to counsel for the State Dental Society Mr. Rothenberg 
was in charge. Mr. Purrinjjton having been on his vacation. Dr. F. K. 
made out an affidavit to the effect that he was practised up(»i by the said 
ill^^al practitioner and that he paid a fee. Mr. Rothenberg explained to 
me that the evidence of a dentist is nf>t very desirable for reasons i;i\eii 
below. He wished that I should furnish hini with names of actual paticni^;. 
1 promised to do so. The next day Dr. L. R. made out an .ithdavit to lli<- 
same effect as Dr. V. K. had done. In addition to these two affidavits 1 
furnished the names and addresses of four actual patients; dso a business 
card of the said illegal practitioner, reading:

The follouiiio; day a significant tiling hajipencd. .\n emissary from tlic 
ilk-gal jiracliliiiner in the person of a talkative woman appmaclied my wile, 
saying that it was a very improper thing for me to do, that I, as a Hebrew 
should have been the last one to turn informer ; that to deprive somebody 
of the means of making a living is a crime, etc., etc. 

In all sincerity I ask, by what earthly means has tiie illegal practitioner 
learned that I called upon Mr. Purrington? I waited for developments. On 
October 18, 1912, two months after the complaint was made, I wrote lo 
Mr. rnrrii^gton, inquiring whether he ever intended to proceed with the 
case.

K. and R. did, as you say, 
make affidavits for him to trie effect that they had gone to G.'s office and 
were practiced n\ir,n. and that suli';e(]ucntly you sent in the names of persons 
also said to have been practiced u{)on. 

Mr. Rothenberp, who was in charge, did not wish to make the complaint 
in the Magistrate's Court upon the affidavits of the two dentists alone for 
tlie reason that they, in fact, were doincr detective work.

Mr. l^amato, 
for investigation and savs that Dunato reported, as he, Mr. Rotlienberg" 
remembers, tliat he had Been unable to find the persons whose names were 
given. 

I am glad that you have called the matter to my attention and shall see 
that the agent attends to it. If the dentists who made the affidavits wish 
so to do, a warrant may be applied for on their omplaint.

It is true, as you ?ay. that it U iinforttiTOtc thai, in view of the many 
persons violating the dental law. the State Dental Society ha^ onlv one or 
two persons to mvcstigate complaints. It is not possible, however lo 
employ detectives without funds. The resources of the State Society are 
very small. -It has no contributions from the public, as the societies for 
Prevention of Cruelly to Children and Animals an.l fnr the Sinipres-^ion 
of Vice have. The Society for the rrevcntion of Truellv to CliiMreii has 
I thmk. an iTimire of nearly SIOO.OOO. The Oenial S.'.cietv Ik). uMihin^' 
except what o.nic> in.ni dues of its small nienilKT>hip. ilie -iiirphis of 
examination fet-^ tnrne.l over t^y ilic Dtpariinent of luiucaii.m an.l fmc! It 
has been earned alons hereto on various iKcasions largely by the con- 
tributions ot" <.nc public spirited man. Dr. Carr. You appear to be from 
your letters, inilike many of those who complain, a sensible man capable of 
appreciaim.^^ circnmstaiices and how impossible it is to make bricks without 
graw, unless the method of making bricks has changed since the days of 
Pharoah. 

At the same time, when a specific complaint like vours is made, backed 
up with the names of witnesses, it should he investigated as pn.tnp(!v and" 
thoroughly as possible. Mr. Damato has hec-n instructed to act aecortlingly. 

You will readily unflerMand why the society desires to prosecute upon 
the testimony of actual patients, rather than upon that of detectives who 
have an interest in the prosecution, whose tcstinimiy is likely t.i be eonir.i- 
dicted by that of the accused, and who are not tlie tnosi likelv persons i,. 
win hchcf. For instance, the dental law provides tliat everv' practitioner 
nnist dr-]>I;iy his name coiispiciionsly on Ins Ivmse or in liis office. You 
\vuul<i nalnially cn^ifler il very outrageous if. having posted your name 
in compliante of law. you should he arrested, taken in court upon the charge 
of a (!eieiii\e tliat \onr name was not posted and his testimony believed 
rather than >onrs. I lie agents of the Dental Society arc. of course, in- 
structed to tell the truth, not only in court, but in getting their tcstini"n\ 
They are also strictly commanded not to entice people into commit! ing crime 
by persuading iwr=ons to practice dentistry who decline to .1.. so in the 
ordinary course of husincss. ^'ou will see that it is nnh' Inst to adopt such 
a policy. Where we can izc[ an actual patient, who. while truthful, has no 
motive to prosecute and is in fact kindly inclined towards the person prose- 
cuted, then wc have a witness whmn the courts will believe and the case 
then becomes one worthy of prosecution. I do not mean to say that the 
society never prosecutes upon the testimony of detectives when corroborate*! 
by circumstances. I am only pointing out to you how desirable it is to have 
witnesses without any motive against the acaised. It has alwavs seemed 
to me (lint i.hv acfcnts ought to he able to find actual patient-; f<<r ihe reason 
that a man c.iimoi conduct a dental oftice without having some patients dailv. 
It is astonishing, however, to see Imw difTirnlt it is to get patients who 
will tell the truth in court. It is very pns-ihle that the testimony of the 
dentists whose names you gave would he sufTicierif to win the case and if 
you desire it. the experiment can be tried. I am expressing no doubt as to 
their truthfulness. But as you see, their tes tim on y in court would be 
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aAs^d by the defendant's attorney upon the ground that they have a 
motive, business rivalry or what you please, and that the motive was strong 
enough to intUicc tlu-m to iV> (Icicciive work in person. Then if G. denies 
thfir testimony, any ilmil)! in tlie iiKiiicr must be resolved in her favor. On 
the other Iiitnd. it is cittirdy po^siljle that she might be honest enoU|^ to 
admit the truth of the story and enter a plea of guilty. 

T have written to you at this length because, as alread> said, you Ktm 
to be one who is capable of appreciating the conditions and not, like manv 
complainants, entirely blinded to the d^culty of supporting, by legal evi- 
dence, a fact of which one is moraUy sore. You ^lall be advised of what 
h done by the agent.

iheni that they have seen all the persons alk-srcd lo lie patients of llic said 
illeijal practitioner and that they could not niak<.- tlicin tell the iniih; that 
thev tried (?l to Itccnnie patients r,.'< without anv success. N'otc the 
discrepancy of tliiv statement and that j;i\'en hy Mr. PurriiiKton in his first 
letter. Mr. Daniato advised nie to i^cnd somebody else to the illei^al practi- 
tioner. I tried that but without success for the illegal practitioner was 
thoroughly wanted and did not accept this person. I>. F. K. and Dr. L. TL 
experienced no truble in becoming would-be patients. 

In the middle of November 1 wrote to Mr. Purrinpton, somewhat

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A Plea to Amend the Public Health Law, in Relidioa 
to the licynwng of Dentiita 

Dear Editor: 

Hereby I enclose a c<^y of a bill to amend the dental laws. In the 
spring of 1912 this bill passed the Assembly Health Cnmmittee. It also 
received the worthy support of Dr. I-e\vi«. a S> racti^'L' I lent I '■t . who was a 
meml>er of the said committee. This bill failed tn pa'<> ilic Senaie. Tliis 
\far, I Iio|)c. we :iiay I>e more suecc^sful a> some of the imdesiraijlc 
senaiors. wiio stranpled this bill, are back anT^nL; the people at their proper 
vorriiinn- ^uch as: farming, brick nianui':ii 'iniiiL', etc. 

In explanation of the purpose of this bill I wish to say this: The dental 
laws of 1900, which are in effect now, contain what is known as the "six- 
year claii<;c." Till- tlim-^e enables a dentist from another State to obtain 
a New York Slate ili iiial licence witbotit takintj an\' examination, uritttn or 
otherwi^^e. MorefAcr, a liLin-e may be ol:iained even bv a member of a 
State which does not show our State the same courtesy. This clause simply 
requires that the dentist to receive the license be recommended by the State 
[)( ni.ii Snricty as having legally practised for six years in some other State 
in tlu' rnioii. In this manner all regulations of the Regents and of the 
State Board of Education are nullified and our system of guarding gainst 
graft and favoritism is evaded. 

This bill aims to abolish and revoke the Ic^al nfjht of the State Dental 
Society to apply the "six-jear clause" in cases where the dentist recom- 
mended for a license is a atizen of a State which does not reciprtxate with 
our State. 

Now not to be branded narrowminded, selfish and all that and to [>Iace 
myself in line with all proisrrcssive tbinkinfj people. I wish to propose the 
followin-;: f.ct Xew York State take the initiative and elect a delegation 
composed nf rcpntablf, pr.u-iical and pmcrressivc dentists. This delegation, 
recomnienfled by the dentists at large and sanctioned by the governor with 
similar delegations from other States to be known as the Uniform Dental 
r,aw Commission. Such commission, if including and representing all 
States m the Union, could undoubtedly reach an agreement whereby 
National dental laws would be enacted and dental licenses if issued would 
ne national in scope. 

Siuh national license would relieve many territories overcrowded with 
dentists, and the territories having an insufficient number of them would be 
opened lo those in need of a promising practice. Such conditions would 
be for obvious reasons a blessing to many communities and to a vast num- 
ber of skillful but unsuccessful dentists. 

At present the State Board works upon the principle of State sovereignty 
Rallying under the banner of Lincoln, we ought to endeavor, as far as 
iw.ssihle and practicable to ob-;cnre and even erase State tines No true 
Xnu ncaii before (be nv\] war recognized anv State line demarcations why 
sboMid we ... ih.M.,M.rrss,ve a-e Let every man with a preliminary educa- 
tion holding a diploma of a college recognized by the National Association 
of Dental Facu ties and having successfully passed one State Board be 
permitted to seek his success wherever the folds of the Stars and Stripes 
are protecting bun. This would be a splendid manifestation of brotherly 
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feclinps and of unselfish motives. Should we bar a (k-iitist. competent in 
hi-; art .'iii<! o mscicnlimis an<l well mcaninp in his soul fnun praiiisint; 
uitliin niir State -.iniiih hecausc lie is our ni-if;hbor? Let Xew York State 
K-ll lur !iciL:Ii)!<>r>i r.nd im-mlKTv of the I nion. "be kind to my flock and I 
will reciprocate.'* If New Jersey for an instance desires iis to recogniie 
her citizen-dentists, let her not discriminate between our, that is New York 
State citizen-dentists. 

If the above mentioned commission could not obtain in a certain State 
the enactment of the uniform dental regulations into law we shall exclude 
such State from all benefits denied us. 

Let us of New York State be envi.m-;. jcalmis and pnutd to the extent 
of doinjT away wiili ibnt j^Ker known as the "six-year clause.'" VVhy 
should we tnlcraic .'i;r intlnt'iuial friend.s bringing in an Alaskan dentil 
and handing him a h^c-nse without any examination whatsoever when our 
dentists coming ihtn.' would be treated to a stiff examination which would 
presuppose hard study, that would sometimes be impossible owing to age 
of candidate, etc. ? 

It is my claim Iliat if this hill were passed the dentist.s of those Slates 
whom it would slnn (nit. would ho willing tn coxul- to an agreement wilb 
the commission. I'^r in nnk-r to saw their ritizens the trouble involved 
in passing a stiff examination in all subjects, written and practical, which 
is the dose given otir Xew Yi^rk State dentists, those Slates barring tis 
would change their attitude. Such course is selfish, but the only source of 
cure and therefore a just treatment. 

Who caused this bill to be strangled in the Senate Health Committee of 
1012? What selfish motives are trying to maintain this "joke" of the present 
law? 

This bill was apjjroved Iiy n dentist a^sctnhlyman. member of the Health 
Committee in Wticrc i-^ the dentist who would not have done like- 

wise? What dentist will not give it full support when it comes up this 
year? This bill is only fair and progressive.

On certification by the board of dental examiners that 
a candidate has successfully passed its examinations and is competent to 
practice denlistrv, the repents shall issue to him their license so to practice 
pursuan' In ilie rules fstrihlishcfl Iiv them. < h^ the recommendation of the 
board, the regenti^ mav also, with. nit the ex;iniiiiation hereinbefore provided 
for, issue their Vwcn-v t<t nriy applicant ihcrt-fnr who shall furnish proof 
satisfactorv to them that he has hctn duly graduated from a recjistered 
dental school and has been thereafter lawfully and reputahly cnf^afied in 
such practice for six years next prccedinp: his applicati' -n ; or who holds a 
license to practice dentistry in any other ^taiu ..f the I nite.! States granted 
!)y a -itate board of dental examiners, indorsed by the dental society of the 
•tatc of New York, provided, that in either [case] of such cases his 
piLliminary arid iirnft-ssional education shall have been not less than that 
reqiiire't in this stait- : or -.vho /i!cs '.^•illi the hoard a certified copy of a license 
to practice di-ut'tsii x in anv other slate nf the United State: '^ranted to him 
by a state board of dental exaniiners accompauied iv-ith proof thai the stand- 
ard of requirements of the board of such ofhcr stole at the titne of the i^rant- 
ing of such license uvs not lower than thai then required in this state, 
proiided that the state grantinfi such license shall issue on similar proof its 
license In persons licensed by ' the regents of this stale. Every license so 
issued shall state on its face the grounds on which it is granted and the 
applicant niav he re(|uired to furnish his proofs on affidavit.

\\ t- arc i^Iad to hear a \<>k'c at;ain-l dtr Iiat-kwardiK-s-; of oiir dental laws 
htit we would siicli voice to speak for anuliin^ that will carr\ us forward. 
It is indeed a disgrace that so many Slates lack even a "six _\e^ir clause" 
in their dental codes. To work in the interest of prepress by drawing 
another State a step 'backward would be a pitiful blunder. If there Is any 
liberality in the dental code of our State let us cherish it and he jcr.Ious of it. 
Such liberality should be made use of by us as the first nucleus which our 
encrpies slinnld drvelop imo a perfect body of an up-tOKlate, twentieth 
century code of mtirvnal denial law^. 

The idea of our Slate lakintr the Initiative in the establishment of a 
"Uniform Dental I^w Commission'" is a pood one. For a movoincnt in 
that direction we pledpe our unrescr\'ed support. The fact that our laws 
arc somewhat more liberal than those of most of the States would lend 
emphasis to our talcing such a course. It certainly befits our State to start 
a movement of that nature. Many are the reasons. Some are given by 
our correspondent. 

The evils of favoritism and praft. of which Dr. Mayer coniplams, would 
not be wi])ed out hv ahol'shinp the "six-year cUuise." I'or there arc other 
sources of praft made pi'^siMe iiy nnr present dental l.iw- .cid far he it for 
any dentist to advocate their revocation. The laws prohihitiii); the practice 
of dentistry witliont a license, accordinp to some, give rise to a fruitful 
harvest of graft. It is a by-gone conclusion to many that the persons 
charged with the vigilance of the observance of that part of the dental code 
are weakened in their official duties and debased in their manliness by graft 

None of those making the charge, however, would advocate the recall 
of the laws which make such praft possible. 

No. Dr. Mayer, according to us you err. Don't advocate progress 
tln-.:.ii':;li ret ropressive measures. We will be with you where you want 
progress through prc^ess.

ilentistr\. \ it tlie <iifTerciKe i>. as fjrcat as that between a mural painter 

and the cnan who calls himself a fresco artist. 

The salary usually paid a laboratory man varies from ei<;lit to twenty 
d'-llar.'^ a week, this dcnciulins: ii|«)n the speed he lia-^ a<'|iiind in turning 
out jiiiik lie c:i\U 1 riili;e work, lie has loanu-d alviii ri'i>ii-Ii |<> pmnd 
up a i,'ol(l slic-ll n\iT a >ti-i'l nr .\k-llotts' die. p<i..rl\ .tilapt a piece of pure 
gold over the back of a porcelain tooth that he has prcvit.)uslv grountl in 
without any thought as to the stress of mastication, anatomical occlusion, 
or alignment, then forms a cusp in pure gold, over a stock die^plate, waxe;: 
the whole bunch together, invests it in some sand and plaster or other con- 
coction that he mixes up for an investment, solders it with a low-grade 
solder, about 13 K — called 18 K. ; polishes it and sends it to the doctor. 

The reason the majority of laboratory men are such poor mechanicft 
is because of the fact that they are not taught system in their work, nor 
do they care to study up on the .subject. 

ila*; it ever occurred to vou. tn ask your laboratory man if he has ever 
studied dental anatomy? Can he define anatomical' articnbtimP Ooc-; 
he know how manv roots the various teeth have? Can he tell at a glance, 
as you can. wlictlicr or not he should put wide nisp^ nn a bridge? Wffl 
the ahiumcnt sland witle cusps with stress of mastication? 

Should you tell him the patient has a bilious temperament, could you 
tnist him to pick out the proper teeth to suit such n rase' More than 

likely his thought would be that the patient is bilious, he is in need of a 
Cascaret. 

Then how in the name of common sen^^e can we expect to get prosthetic 
dentistry from a man who has neglected, in his education, the principab' 
embodying his art, any more than we could expect a carpenter to be a 
oonipetent carpenter who did not know the difference between pine and 
hickory ? 
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I ,io nni want you to think too harshly of my cnticisnis of tht- average 
(Isntiil Mu. l.aiiic ; l.iu 1 have started and systematized many large Ubora- 
tories in this country, and fnitnd the most diffiailt part of my work was to 
Mcwre competent help, ^ l \N'V i'KK K. 

Try out the average laboramrv man who savs he is an all-arouinl man ; 
ifivc him a crown to make; sugKcst a two-piece crown, and nicntion a 
!!.wer first molar, right or left; tell him to carve the cusp \Vatch hmi 
that you may find out what he knows about mechanical dentistry, from 
mv experience wlun I iia\e a-^ked applicants to make a two-picce crown, 
ihey nsually say ■ Winder— I only make seamless crowns; where 1 
Wi»rketl they onl\ in.i'le seamless crowns." 

ts it any wonder, then, that when >->u ^ci a cruwn ma<Ie by sucli an 
untrained man that it fits at the neck - j iIr i....th about as well as a ini 
. lit will (in a lead [lencil? It is usually also devoid of the most jmportaot 
principal in crown work; namely, the contact points. 

A^^aiii I wish to explain that mv i.l>iect is nnt t" criticise, nor call atten- 
fiin to the faults of others. Imi i.. I Vl jlXl-: THOl'fiHr: to make our 
fvllow-worknien broader, biRger mk h. I lie win -If Mbjtvt of tins paper i;- 
to try and bring our art up to the -tandanl ..f that ->t the icwelcr>. when 
jewelers were artists, instead of bcinti. as inan\ of them are to-. la; , incom- 
petent, not even craftsmen in pursuit of a trade, because they do not even 
study physical laws, 

I will admit that the av"-ra^,'e ilenial iiiecliaiiic will turn out soniethini,' 
that vou can or do put in the nioutb, by sacrificing tooth structure, strength 
and artistic effect ; thus lowering your .standard, instead of keeping it on 
the highest plane as a professional man. 

I am acfiuaiiitctl with dozens of meta! workers in the arts and crafts. 
I iindre<ls i>f jeweler^ anil thousand-^ of denti--ts : atitl tlic aim of eacli is 
(.entered on i .nc thiiiL,' — thai is. bnw U> prudiirf the ino^i artistic yiiece of 
work and j^el the hf>t price fnr ii ; ;ni'! il i- I" rei^retlcd, arts ami crafts 
workers are ttic best paid; and. in point i>i mniilKTs, iliey are as a few 
grains of sand compared to the sjtnd of an ocean beach, when compared 
with the number of jewelers and dentists who are getting no more than 
a bare living out of the products of their art. Now, the reason the arts 
and crafts workers gets the higher prices for their work is that they have 
.sindiotl nnlil ihcy have become tbnrnughly scientific in their work. 

A teu i\.w- av," '1 lalii>r;il"r\ .iilvertiseiiient came nndcr mv notice; it 
was to this ell'ect; "\\v make platen, etc.. for so much, because we have 
put our lalwratory on a factory basis."

Think of a profession, that in order to practice it, tlie law rei|uircs one to 
I .ive a license, being put on the same basis with a salesman who fits your 
sitoes. 

Ymi say you cannot pay the price demanded for prosthetic dentistry, 
liwausc your patients will not or cannot pay vou. Is it not partiallv >onr 
own fault (hat this is the ca.se? !ly hringinK down the price of v<)ur 
Ulmr. by selliuR tlu -okl iccih i <i, u> <perikl instead of receiving that which 
V'Mi .should for your professional knowledge. 
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Di. not realize that unlc^^ ^'n1 rai'-c llu- prc><.'m st.'iiiilaril of prn — 
ilictic ficiiiistrv to a higher plain.-, lu ■IhIhl; [iuti- ni tin- w-tK >"iir-;clvf", 
that is. at lea'-t Mi;ikiiit; vnur ahntniL-nts.

There are thousands of denti!;ts bein^ turned out of our colleges every 
year, and you can hire one now for twenty dollars a week: and there are

merely exist upon, who would eladly accept a position at twenty to thirty 
dollars a week, as an operator, but Have not the conratre to apply for such 
a ix'sitii.n. 1>cl;uisc of the fear of not being able to ImUl it. ^o little <Io ilicy 
kiiuw about the advanced ideas that live, progressive men keep up tti. 

Their practice is small and does not educate them and they sddom at- 
tend their society meetings or come in contact with their brothers in tlie 
profession, because their financial condition is such that they are afraid 

to ^Wc up tlic linif to meetings, when there is a chance that duriup tluit 
time thev mii;hl ha\e i^otlen another patient. This dentist pays the laliora- 
lorv man to ili> wliat little prosthetic dentistry lie has to do. \ow wh;;t 
will the tinal result Ik? The laboratory man will own the dentist, and 
dentistry win have becnne a trade. 

When a denti<t is --hou ii a piece of prostlietic denli>ti \ lhal is a litlle 
otit of the ordin;iry. how i.n.n we hear this remark: "I'lials a ver\ l"inc 
piece of work, but my patieiii- w^nld not pav for such work." And \.t 
1 have found, in' manv instances, that the same men within a short time 
would have a case where they would conclude such a piece nf work was 
just what was needed — this, simply because their attention had been called 
to this s;>ecial piece of work, and their minds had been so impressed with 
same that they talked the patient into seeing the advantages of this work. 

Now in conclusion I will say: I^irsi. educate your laboratory man to 
understand YOU are the doctor. Tell him to give some of his spare timo 
to the study of anatomy, physics and chemistry ; bring him to think, unless 
he has had a training in these three funtlamental studies, that you cannot 
trust Iiini with the makiiii^ lif a surirical appliance, which a bridge, cmwi 
or plate are in reality, it tienlistry is a [uofession. Then, and then ouI\. 
will you bring prosthetic dentistry up to where it shmild be.

The usual mcthmi of maki..^- a ^--.i.l 1.a^. f..r such a crown .s not correct. 
I will therefore describe the usual method bncny. so as to show the 

advanT^e of my method m constructing a gold base for an all-por«lain 

crown. 

The Usual Method. 

Method N'o. 1. 

\fter the mot lias t>eer tilled as was described in a previous article. 
K is -rnnn-l tn a cuiivcx surface to fit into the concave base of the crown to 
Ik u^ed This cr.twn. of siiilai>Ie col-.r and size, is then ground ami fitted 
lo the root thus prepared. A platimnn dnurl. <>m- tliat cnmes with the 
crown or one that may be worked ..m f-r ihc puriM-se. is uxkA uim tlie 
canal. Both dowel and crown arc fiu< M im-^Ik i- into the mot m the mniiih 
The crown is now removed from the dowel, and. using a fine stone, the 
base of the same is ground out for the allowance of a gold base. A piece 
of inlav wax is now softened over the alcohol flame. The upper portion 
nf the tl'twel is warmed and pierced through the wax. The crown, dowel 
:.iid wax are now i.laiv.l in a <>( w;irm writer of a temperature not 

lapal'le <>f tneltinn the was. The -Inutl. with the wax. arc then placed m 
the nxii canal and crown torci-d inm pnsitinn and so luhl niUd the wax 
has hardened. The surplus of wax is trimmed away with carving mstni- 
mcnts. The crown is now removed and with a pair of pliers the dowel and 
wax are removed. A sprue is now warmed and inserted in the lingual por- 
tion of the wax. This is now invested, burned out and cast The writer 
casts in Mich cases either hot or cold If very fine margins are required, 
licsi rcsnhs arc generally obtained hy casting hot. 

If such crowns are made on roots wliich serve a-^ ahiUinents nr for other 
atlachments, tlu' writer ^'riuds away a great 'h-al rit the liii'^u.il portion of 
the crown \\hich comes in contact with root This :ill,,v\> a L,'reater 
thickness of gold lingually auil permits of ihc desire.! ^()Mcring iherclo. 

The dowel, the casting, and the crown arc now fitted to the root, and 
if everv thing is sali.sfactory it is removed, washed with alcohol, and the 
iioivel 'in crown ccnicnte<l tit the dowel. When the cement is hard the f^old 
|ioi tion is L-ronnd. |M)li<lK-! ni-l fitted to the root. If correct it is cemented 

to iiosilion in the tisn.al w ;n .

When construe! ini' a uol.j liasc for either one of these crowns upon 
n looth nf lorso. lini^nal or lal)ial oiclnsion-; or for a tooth of any otlier 
Irrcgularilv, it would he im|Kissihle to make one of these crowns with ? 
cold base as previously described. Therefore the writer uses an entirely 
different method. The root is prepared in the same wav as above. A 
platinum dowel is tilted into the root canal and a base of 40 gauge platinum 
is hurnishetl to the root face. Dowel and base are now soldered with pure 
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gold as for a darbv crown. This is placed in the n^'t i-anal. tlic plainmni 
carefullv bnmished to the root and a bile and iniprts-i.-n lakm. r.n.Tf 
pouring ihe impression the writer covers t!iai portion of the dowel wlmli 
originally was in the root canal with a layer of wax. 

After it is [wnircd an>! articiilaitd 1 heal tlu- diwcl upMi the model and 
by \\arininf,' "f tin.- na>: ilie th'wel can be removed Iruni it.

That part of the dowel which extends above the platinum base which 
covers the root is clipped off. 

A porcelain crown i^; ww '•elected aihl ^rmnid t.. ilu- i^ol.i base np«Mi 
the model, allnwiPL: lUr llie castin-; or si'ldcnn?:. A piece of platiniun- 
iridium pin is fitted into ilie bollow portion of the cnnvn and allowed io 
extend m length, equal to the thickness M the gold base. A |>iecc ot 
platinum of 40 gauge is burnished down to the base of the (xircelain crown 
(as ^•otI would a backing for a tooth), and with pure pold united to the 
platinum pin. This is placed back again upon the porcelain crowti and care- 
iiillv hnrnislied. Then with inlay wax, waxed to the dowel and base in 
|..isiti'>n. uiH'ii the pla-iter model. Allow the wax to co<il and with carvinil 
in-^triniK-m-^ trim r>.w;iv the excess thereof. The porcelain cnnvn is now 
remavf<l fii i'i iln i;i "lei aii'l fn-ni the waxed tip dowel- and their hacking' 
It can he either invested and soldered or a sprue is aliached to the lingual 
portion of the wax, and the usual method of casting applied. 

Thp writer uses this method because it allows of moving the crown in 
any direction when waxinsr it. Otherwise it would be neccssarv tn place 
the porcelain cr.'wn on the same line of the root canal and drnvel in it. 
Tlierehv too mncli uould have to be ground otT the porccl;iin cruwn tn 
gel an ariiculntioii. iinl very often even then the crown will not be on the 
same line with the oiher teeth. 

To avoid failures in casting it is t-o-td to have the wax of the sprne 
holder cone shaped. The sprue should be very short and slightly thicker 
than the one that comes with the holder. 

The im cstment (Ta^^arts) should be well mixed and jarred to do away 
with -lir hiilible<i. 

Painting with a ';mall camel's hair brush of whatever is intended for 
castinsT a"»l blowing with ^n air svrin^c into the fine places is rec|uircd. 

The investment material U then jjoured in from tme side of your ring. 
Investing ring should be lifted once or twice to allow any air which mav 
be in it to become exhausted. The investment is allowed to harden without 
disturbing it. Tt should he warmed over the bunsen burner and the spnie 
holder removed The -pnic is heated and with n nair of nlicrs removed, 
takinu' caw I'oi \n d.rop anvtliinu' into the iinrninL' from which it Ins horn 
taken, invesinteiil sl-oiild tlicn he heated "r'ldnalK. If to he c.-'-t hot tlx- 
writer usu.illy has the rinr heated to a cbevfv red If lo hi- ;;i'-t coM M 
mav he heated until li e investment comes to its nn'nral Ci.lnr and it i* 
certain that the wax is Imrncd out. Then, after it has hecn allowed '.o cf«'l. 
casting mav be proceeded with. Before placing the ring on the casting 
apparatus the writer puts a few drops of oil on the ring recepiacle. TIii« 
helps in making a zoot\ unioTi between ring and receptacle. The nugget 
of gold should be slightlv horaxcd and must be about three times the siz€ 
of its casting. No more borax than already mentioned should he used.

Strong' presum])lK'e evidence that the voice of the people is the voi, e

] would also fiterihze tlu- criminal insane, the hopelessly insane, imbe- 
ciles, habitual drunkards, and all others in whom prfKreation is reasonahh 
sure to result in off-'prinsr undesirahle from an economic or a s. iciolt.j,'!^- 
standpoint. Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, in a speech hcfni. i1k Xaiii-nal t ni,- 
servrdion Conerefs, in Indianapolis, in September. 1012. deri<led the idea 
of imprnving the human race by selective breeding, and T think he is cor- 
rect. So lontr have emotional hnnian heintrs t" deal with, wc cannot 
•^cicnt-ric;ill\ hrccd chihlren as we do llnnle^lic animals, ami I do not know 
.1 an\ ainln riiv on or stndent of itr^'tiiics wtu. ever asserted llial we c.mld. 
llul we can do wonders .m the other einl of the proposition. If w c cannot 
practice selective hnedinir. we can at least accomplish iln- --.m ■■ 
result bv aboli.shing the mating of the niorahy and physicall\ nnin 1.;, nuan 
of sterilization. 

Indiana was the first State in the Union to pas.s a law legalizing the 
sterilization of habitual criminals. One or two other States have since 
p.isscd snch laws and in '•c\ ' ral riilier States they are contemplated. Their 
universal application will result in largely emptying our penitentiaries, jaili 
and reformatories in a few decades and do mudi to advance the new civili* 
zation.

And it seems reasonable to believe that with a citizen bodv 
bom of healthy, virile parents, which is guaranteed by the sterilization of 
those iinfii to procreate, with i,'i.o(l clothing, adequate sanitary fiwclliuK 
places. ;iiifl '^*>ni\ f<«u]. iIIiks- will he rcfluced to a minimum. There is 
(■rii.ii(.;li icitlif-r it) Ihe ui.rM all the time to make enouijh sin so that al! 
tiie people all the time may Iiave whole shoes; there is enoutih cotton giid 
t\n\ ami \vo<.I in the world all the time for every one to be comfortaljlc and 
d.rtntK dad; ilure are enough bricks and lumber and nails and lime and 
inetals in the world all ihe time for even,'one to have comfortable, sanitary 
dwelling places; there is enough corn and wheat and beef and other food- 
stuffs in the world all the time to keep evervnne from being hun'^r\ . 

What can we .say in defense of a civilization which starves men and 
women ami child rcn : which allows a few to profit from the labor of chil- 
<lren while retn-in- u.irK t.. tlu-ir lather-: which murders hiinKnr"tv by 
the scores of th.-nsaiid- each \ear l)v means of unsaniiiarv surroundings 
dunng both their work lime and their non-work time; which permit* a few 
In wear sealskins ami ermine and the many to suffer and shiver from in- 
sufficient clothing? .And all this when the conntrv is more prosperous than 
any country has ever been in the history of the work! : wlien the material*, 
needful for right living, material for food, for shelter, for clothing and for 
heat, were never so plentiful nor could be secured by the first owner so 
cheaply.

"It is not the fault nf our fliK-lcrs Mu- nicilical service ot tlic oun- 
iiuniit\. as at prt'SfiU pntviilt-il lor. is a imir.lovMUs al>siirt!ity. That an\ 
sane natiun, having observed that cimld provide tor ilie supply of breai) 
by giving bakers a pecuniar> inivn^t in baking' fur you, should go on to 
give a surgeon pecuniary interest in cuttlni; off your leg, is enough to make 
one despair of political hinnaiiiiy. l!ut that is precisely what we have done. 
And the more ap{>atiinf>; the mutilation, the more the mutilator is paid, tie 
who corrects the inprowing toe-nail receives a few shillings: he who cuts 
your insides out rect i vcs hundreds of guineas, except wboi he does it to 
a poor person fur practice. 

"Scanrlalized Viii' C^ iniirnnir thai these c.pi ratitm- are nccessarv. Thev 
may be. It may also l>e necessary to hang a man or jmll down a house. 
But we take jj'K'd care not to make the hangman and the house-breaker 
the judfjcs of that. If we did. no man's neck would be safe and no man'* 
house stable. Hut we do make the doctor the juc^ge, and fine him any- 
where from sixpence to several hundred guineas if he decides in our favor. 
I cannot knock mv shins severely without fordng on some snrpeon th? 
difficult question. ■Could I not make a belter use of a pocketful of ^Miiucas 
than this man is making of his lei;''' Could be not write as well— or i-vcn 
better — on one Icy; than on two? And the i;uiTieas wnuld make all th*.- 
difference in the world to me just now. My wife — my pretty ones — the lei: 
may mortify — it is always safer to operate — he will be well in a forlniglit 
— artifictal legs are now so well made thai they are really better than nat- 
ural ones — evolution is towards motors and leglessness, etc., etc' 

"Now there is no calculation that an engineer can make as to the be- 
havior of a girder under a strain or an astronomer as to the recurrence 
of a comet, more certain than the calcidation that under such circumstances 
we shall be dismemhered imncccs<::irily in all directions b\ -urij;eons wlm 
believe the i>peration< lo be nfcc-;'ary lu-can^e lliev want to perform them. 
The prcKTCss nictaphoricalK called bkc<ling the rich man is ju-rforuied not 
only metaphiirically but liieralK e\er\ day by surgeons who are quite as 
honest as most of us. After all. what barm is there in it? The surgccm 
need not take off the rich man's for woman's) leg or arm: he can re- 
move the appendix or the uvula, and leave the patient none the worse after 
a fortnight or so in bed, whilst the nurse, the general practitioner, the 
apothecary and tlie sufofeon will be the better. . . . 

"To make m;il!ers worse, doctors ar" bideoush iioor. Tbe\ are offered 
disgraceful prices tor advice and medicine. Their paticul'; are for the 
most part so poor and so if-norant that good advice would he resented as 
impracticable and wounding. When yon are so pnnr that you cannot af- 
ford to refuse eighteenpence from a man who is too noor to pay vnu anv 
more, it is useless to tell him that what he or ^is sick child needs is not 
medicine, but more leisure, better clothes, better food, and a better drained 
and ventilate<l house. It is kinder to give him a bottle of something almost 
as cheap as water, ?iid tcH '-iin to come :ii:ain with another eiLditcenpemc 
if it does not cure biui. W hen you have done that over and over again , 
everv day for a week, hi^w much scientific conscience have you left? . . . 

"What tber. is to be done? 

"Fortunatelv we Iiave not to bepin flb.sohitely from t''c bec:imiint: : we 
already have, in the Medical Officer of Health, a sort of doctor who is free 
from the worst hardshitis and consequently from the worst vices, of the 
private practitioner. His pa<iition depends, not on the number of people 
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who arc ill. ;uul wli'.in he can keep ill, but on ihc mmiber of people who 
are well, lie is judged, as all doctors and treatmenf^ should be judged, 
by the vital statistics of his district. When the deaili rate goes up his 
iTcdit goes down. As every increase in his salary, depends on the issue 
(»f a public debate as to the' health of the constituency under his charge, 
lie cvcrv iii<ImcnK-iit to strive Inward the ideal of a clean bill of health. 
Ik- h;is :i V.iiV, -ii,i;iiilic<l. rcsfumsihle. independent position based whoQV 
oii ihi' piililic health, \vticri.-;i> the private prrictitioiicr has a prccariOUS, 
.shahhy genteel, irresix»nsihle, servile ix^siliun, based wholly on the preva- 
lence of illness." 

The same ailment applies to dentistry uiuler our present h,rni of civ- 
ilization. Why have we advertising dentists; why have we (|uacUs and 
fakirs in both medicine and dentis^? Why have we men who will put 
ill-fitting, all gold crowns on anterior teeth that need hotWng but proxi- 
mal tillings: whv have we men in dcnlislry that will put cruwns and 
hridges in llie ni'-mh-. "f their patient- llial are so ill-inade and mi--anitary 
as to eall forlli such a jirott-st as was ma-le hv Dr. Hunter recently: wliy 
lave we men in the ilental profession thai will commit a score of other 
atrocities with which you are familiar? Why have we dishuncst physicians 
pttnnising in their advertising to cure cancers without the knife, and to 
cure gonorrhoea and syphilis in a few days' time? Why do we l.ave all 
these and many more intolerable conditions in our present civilization? 
\\l\y are dental and medical journals printin^j articles on the business side 
• ■i tlii>--e professions, ankles lliat are read with avidity by the majority? 
I'lccavi-^e, imder present onilitinii-. in bntli pnife-sions. many practitioners 
are hard put to it to live. Smne ni' ihix-. el'.lier from inconipeti-my or ill 
luck, faiU'il to attract a paying clientele in their early years in practice and 
drifted ini.i ({uackery: others deliberately selected quackery because they 
Iwlieved there was more mone;y in it than in an honestly condujpted prac- 
tice. Tn either event, they are dishonest and dishonorable practitioners 
because of their chase after dollars. 

The new civilization will correct that condition. The community den- 
tist will have iio'incenticc ti> c|i) h:id work liecause lie caTuiot t^et ;ni\' more 
monev by iji'in^^ so, and he will have everv incintive to <\<> '^<»h\ work for 
that mav mi-an his call to a wealthier clientele and a hii^'hrr -:tlar\ . His 
best elTorts will l>e directed toward the prevention of caries, not to the re- 
pair of its ravages. In every operative procedure that presents, his thought 
will be. "How can I best conserve this -tooth?" not "What operation hwe 
Will bring me in the most cash in the shortest time?" It is just as absurd 
to make a [xivcrty stricken dentist the judge as to whether a molar shall 
be crowned for five dollar-; or filled with amalgam for fifty cents, the ileiitist 
If be ihe luneficiarv in either r\rnl. ;i> it is to make a poverlv stricken phv- 
siciaTi ibe indj^e whether a tonsil -Iial! be removed tor fifteen ilollars or a 
catharlic be pre-cribcd for tiflv cenl-^. lie tn In- ihc lieneticiarw 

.So I hrin*,' \oii ,1 messiii^e ij. md clieer. a -nrcease of sorrow for quack- 
ery. The new civ ili/aiion will liring with it many ameliorative features for 
present abominable conditions, but none will be more wdcome and more 
worthy than the communal physician and Ihc communal dentist, whose 
watchword will be prevention and whose labors will be alomj the lines of 
what is best and most helpful in their profession, and with no Impe or 
thonirhl of personal airerandizcmcnt save that uliieh nalurallv ami letriti- 
u'atclv comes in the train of tnie professional succois in their chosen field 
of work. — Oraf Hygiene,

Indeed many a despairing soul wlmsc sympathetic hcftft always beat for 
his colleagues in misery, will have found a new fountain of h^. , Many 
a valiant champion, who has hitherto, fought single hand«l, will feel re- 
juvenated, and his fighting spirit vastfy increased when at last he will find 
that the dentists of Greater New York arc seriously at the constructive 
task of buildinir up a dental ort^ani^ation.

And if the activity 
that called the Allied Oental Council into being is the first of a series of 
activities by it, we may indeed hope to reap in a fruitful harvest from its 
doings. 

The Allied Dental Council will work anionj^ a class of dentists who 
need organization most and the success ti> organize them will open up a 
new era for the overwhelming majority of the dentists of Greater New 
York.

Why Should a Doctor be a Socialist? 

By Dr. Antoinette A. Konikow. 

In discussin-,' this (incition I intend to point out also some phases of the 
problem which are usually overlooked. I mean the economic condition of 
the physician himself as a breadwinner, the corrupting influence of our 
cipitalist era upon the medical profession itself and the tendency of his 
profession to center more and more in hospital and sanatorium work. 

There, are yet tome idealists and dreamers among our youth who, like 
<iome of my colleagues and myself, undertook the study of medicine with 
the ardent desire to help humanity, to prevent and relieve suffering. 

r>nl the niajiiril\- of nnr modern college hov-; and qirls arc a!rcad\' in- 
freUd In the present hnsiness world conception of life, Masiv of them tiad 
1.. earn llieir livin^j fn>ni early cliiliiliuo'l and llie\- scule npi-n medicine 
under the impression that they arc entering a highly respected, well paying 
profession. 

The idiali-l will sonn leirn fri-in experience that the present conditio" 
of society hampers ;unl ahsnlntely prevents the true application of medical 
science to life. The pr-ictical man and woman ('and wliile speaking of "the 
physician" I alwavs mean l>i>tli scxesl will soon realize that medicine has 
changed from a highly resi>ccted m.hle profession into a mere business 
proposition, where capital and business abilities count more than knowledge 
(>r help to acquire more knowledge, where the phj-sician scantily provided 
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with means is just as (Ie|Kiv'A-nt iipi ii ilu' \\oll';irf nf the \\«irkiiii;in;ui as 
the small ijrix'frv mnn nr iIr- i|r\ l^ i - N tiktii.inu. 

Medicine lias tnatle treiiiciuloii- -triik^ in all it> hranchcs. cspcciailv in 
the problems nf prevention. Uaciiri.i Im> hi-t-n (li^Cl.vurL■<l tn lit the cause 
of afamsl all diseases, and the stiulv oi bacteriolt^) lias revealed that filthy 
hygienic cpndttions are mainly responsible for the growth and multiplica^ 
tion of bacteria. 

It was alsn pro\ vil ih;ii ilie hialilu 1>. '(!\ of man can easily TcsiH the 
invasion f>f hacicria. lor normal licaliln l>l'>,iil [tixIuccs certain protective 
elements which are able to defend the body from the influence of bacteria 
and their toxins. Most other diseases, whme priman,* cause is connected 
with some (lismrbances of <>i1ut kiin]-. are alsn prnvt-n to ik'jx^rnl u\»'u the 
tjeneral condition nf the human I'<m1\. h is the ui-ak limnan fraiiu- that 
succumbs. \o womkr tlial in all mclica! IiMnk> ilu' |iara;4ra]>li ci nu-ci iinl 
with prophylaxis ( i>rcventiun ) uf ili^casc alwavs coniaiiis alioiit the same 
words : Poor hygienic conditions, poor food, overwork, worry, poor inheri- 
tance. 

Thtis the physician is at on^x l.r.Hi^^-lu faceto face with ilu- Illu■^lion of 
s.icial improvcnK-nl^ for the pnrpose of preventing; <lisi-a>i'. The physician 
finds himself entirciv helpless a.s an individual. Ilis advice to his client to 
avoid results of ixior social conditions sounds like derision, his treatment 
cai] only be a farce. 

If a physician sincere and earnest he nuist necessarily f;ei interested 
in the qnestidii. whether po\crt\ and o\er\\ork are a necessil\ in onr 
highly civilizeil age, whether there are no mean.s and ways to procure the 
friiit of progress to the whole of mankind. 

This interest i"! inevitably helped and urged on by the tribulations and 
disappointments which the physician experiences as a breadwinner. 

The profession is divided into different classes according to their value 
in dollars. The physician who is well provided with earthly goods can 
study a specialty, he can afford to wait till the well-paying patient of the 
richer class, at'rarted bv the physician's hospital fame (legal advertise- 
ment*, will hetrin to patronize him. Ilis <li.splay of wealth assures him 
patrnna;.;i-. for. accordini^ to the conceptions of present society, wealth is 
.1 sigti of personal ability. 

The physician who starts practice without capital is s(|uecz(il lu'ween 
the specialist and the hospital. To attain success he has to use all kinds of 
tricks of legal self-advertisement. He joins lodges, churches, political clubs, 
makes friends with prominent citizens, and, if necessarj'. even tnarries for 
money's sake, because he knows now that money is the key that opens the 
door to victory. If cither chance or bis own character prevent him from 
esiahli'-liin'.^ Iiiin--ilt' on the iniper cnist of vncictv and he heconie-- depenrUnt 
upon flifnl^^ of the working clasi; r'ntl p lorer middle cin-is, then small fees 
antl cheap Imlge work will soon open bis eyes as to his f>wn econtunic con- 
dition. Then every pai-ic or strike is felt by the phvsician at once. Like 
a workingman, such a physician is always just "pulling through." and, in 
addition to this, he has the continual worry of being obliged to "keep up 
appearances." Deduct from the average income of a general practitioner 
the extra expenses connected with his profession and you will find that he 
hardly has more than an average well-paid worker. 
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The kc'tn 'ompcrition. the hii-iiK-<* -n'rii which has invaded the pn>' 
fession and the ixjverty of the patienis brings alx>ut a distrust between the 
patient and physician which is painfully felt by tioth side*, and towers the 
rcspcci, which wai r>nrc paid In the profession of medicine. 

An insight into the \M>rk uf a Iodide ph\-ieian reveals ll'c utter deprrada- 
tion which the profession has reached. The jjeneral practitioner cannot 
help rc^Utzini; that he is but a go-between of the client and the specialist, 
or the patient and the hospital. His work becomes more and more limited. 

The tendency toward hospital and sanatorium work is a iiauiral nutc<nne 
of the progress in medical science, its branching out in so many specialties, 
its complicated tests and the fact that the nursing and hypent at home is 
usually entirely iiiis:iti-^factr»ry. 

It is true, that hospitals at piesent alsi.i cannot esca[>e the iiilliicnce "i 
capitalism. We sec it in the graft in its business control, in tlic wretched 
salaries paid to nurses and physicians, in their overwork and in the dis- 
criminations made between the rich and the pooT. And still hospital and 
sanatorium work is the hope and desire of many phvsicians, for the working 
hours are fewer, the salary steady and the scientific interest receives more 
satisfaction. 

The greater extension of hospital w >rk exjvtscs tlie physician the 
(rend of our times toward conccntrati 'ii and mi^aiiization oi all human 
work, expressed so much more prominently in the industrial life of society. 
The idea of possible social and democratic control of the profession of 

medicine is thus '■uj^jL^ested to him. 

Heavy res[K^nsihilities, long. o|'tt-ii i-ndIe:-« hour^ of work, low conversa- 
tion, scanty lime for study and advaiiceuieiit. unsaiisfaciory result in prac- 
tice due to the economic conditions of the patients — all that stimulates the 
fliscontent of the physician and induces him to search for a remedy. 

Wherever he turns he finds poverty and exploitation at the h 'tiont 
of all phy.sical and moral misery. His own profession is corrupted and 
dein^ded by the hard life strugj^le in society. 

If he cannot crinjrc and live licforc ihc cnnqucror — the exploiter — then 
he nuist ihrow his lot with the sufferers — the workers — with whom his 
own life is so closely connected. 

Humanitarian considerations, persona! dissatisfaction, the undersian<U 
inp of the tendency of social evnhition will lead the physician to accept the 
truth of Six-ialisni and Ihu-^ u'ive htm inspiration and hope in his difficult 
»l;iily task.— .Wrc Vo'-k Sunday Call.

Tlif name Pyorrhea Alveolaris has letl lo a great deal of confusion, as 
It 1^ hcnifr applied to the various stages in the development of a pathoto^caJ

I'vnrrhca Alveirlaris is an osseous Ic-iou. an alrophv of the alveiihis 
which causes denudation of the cervical margin of the tooih. A> tl»e pro- 
cess progresses, pockets are formed between the teeth and alvcnU. aii.l ilms 
places are created for lodgment and reteniiMn m' f.M>.| debris. p\..-;ciiic 
hacteria. etc. The disease <Ioes not come nn s;iontaiic..u-l\ . I.iii i- :'i rcMili 
■ if ci>ntinm-<i irrit.ilion. wliirli ends in suppuration; a disiliar;;!.- ..i piis iiniu 
a tixith Mn'kfl. however, is not nccvssariU' palhngiinnionic ot pxorrhea. 
It ina\ 1)1- iltu- t'l M.ntc nilicr cause, a-- for instance, a hiind ahscess. 

Xotuithstandinji the vasi aninuni of literature on this suhject and the 
improved technique in ticaiin^ i!:is (hsease. pyorrhea alveolaris stilt remains 
the bete noire of the den:al profession and "causes the loss of more teeth 
than any other disease. 

The etiolo^iy of py..rr!K-i still remains oli^cure. Sune writer-, atnong 
whom may he mentioned the l ather of ( )ral Tniphxlaxi^, 1 >r. I). I). .*^niith, 
nf IMiiladclphia. claim that the patliol.iyical c-oinlition eiitircK Ux-al 
oriLTin ami is •'simply a disease of tilth." Their claim is strengthened hy 
the tact iliai ihi trough removal of the salivary and serumal ^culi, and 
polishing the crowns as well as roots of the teeth, lead to a cure and prophy- 
lactic treatment at reguhir intervals prevents recurrence of the original 
condition. 

The disease, according to these writers, is due to some injurv of the 
alveiilar tissues, cither luech.iniia!. clieniical or both. Some cnniiuon cau'-es 
are ill fitting: denUires. luitinislied lillin},'^s impingint; on the surrnnndin:,' 
ti>-iies. poi.iiy cmUnnreii '>r impniperlv articulated tilliuL,'-;. liijatnres left 
under the gingiva*, ill titling crowns, improperly conslrncled hridgcwork. 
too rapid moving of teeth — all of which lend to keep up an irritation and 
invite the deposition of food debris. 1'he latter undergo fermentation 
(chemical irritant) and the resulting products act as irritants and inflame 
the gingi\-a?. When these tissues become sufficiently reduced in vitality, 
pus fonns and true pyorrhea is present. 

It is rather singular in connection with the above statements. iIkiI nue 
of nnr ablest dental thcra]>eutists — Dr. J. 1'. Ilncklev, nf CIiiraLtr., who Ikh 
always been an advocate of the constititlional tlicorv of the etinlogv of 
pyorrhea, has of late modified his views considerably. In his latest [>aiier 
on this subject, he dwells chieHy on local conditions as the etiologic factors 
in inducing pyorrhea and on the local treatment of the disease. Although 
he claims that in some instances there may be an interrelation between the 
^'eneral systemic cnndiiion of the patient, and the existing p\orrlK'a, Dr. 
Uuckley does not even suggest any mode of coiLStitutiunaJ treatment. 
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(Xlier writers again lay principal stress on the systemic or^n of this 
(Itseasc 

Throuphmit the entire ecnnomv we find that some organs take up part

ence of thi> s--c:dk-d j,'iiif,'iv.T nrjjari. although referred to by a few histolo- 
gists al mad. has never liecn -cieiitifically demonstrated.) Whenever there 
exist- an iniL-rfercncc with the fniictinn "t the excretory organs and ci-nain 
toxins are retained in llu- l>!''<id. this, the K'"g'\'JC or^an. takes np a part of 
the burden of throwing "IT Hil- effete matter— which is rciainci! uinkr the 
free margin of the gum and produces an irritation : this latter, in tnm . results 
in an inflammation. The congestion of the blood vessels of the pericemental 
re^i"!! follows with an extravasation of serum charged with products of 
dcc'iniin>sition : thus a deposition of serumal calculi around the roots of the 
leeih lake- place; ilii- prnccss Usually nms a l)cni,L,'n cmir-e until the tooth 
is liiiallv exfoliated. If. at any staffe, infection takes jilace a production of 
pus ensues and a trne py"rrhi-;i i- developed. 

The theory of the exponents of the opposite view is well illustrated 
in the following quotations. 

Dr. M. 1.. Rhetn states: 

".\ carefnl in\'estiv;atioii of the views held hy authoritative writers decis- 
ivelv shows tliat the view, that some form of malnutrition is the real cause 
of pyorrhea, is held by the large majority of such writers. The most 
strenuous efforts in oral hygiene are insufficient to prevent the marked 
(levclopnxent of pyorrhea alveolaris if the form of malnutrition has passed 
to a certain stage." 

Or. R. G. Hutchinson. Jr., cn the other hand, makes the following 
statement r 

"!~>Miiic lit" mil- -cieiiii-ts have conducted i-v-c.'ircl'cs and have formulated 
tlieoiiis alleLiinj; cunstiintional origin, whicli clinical experience has proved 
tt» he incorrect. Tliey claim that although local treatment may restore 
health for the time to the affected tissues, pyorrhea still exists in the system 
and is therefore incurable and sure to recur. Such a theory is totally at 
variance with facts which have been repeatedly demonstrated clinically, and 
is the rcsnli nf failure lo thoninphly comprehend the actual condition ex- 
istini; in the tnoinh |i if.'i'ilKT with V.wV <.{ urhnical al)ilit\' to pcrfectlv per- 
form the Mn-;.:ii'id o))cialioii which i- vs-.i'nlial, in order to effect .1 complete 
cnre. A ninnlur of men ihr. i -Imnt ihe conntry have been conii>elled to 
abanilon fomu-r helici- on accontn of the results which they have repeatedly 
obtained tliron;;h tre:i in..Mi surgically, and which do not c<Mncide with the 
mere theories which have been formulated and which have taught us to 
iK-licve that px-orrhea is of constitutional origin. It would be folly for 
anvone to claim that coiistilntiona! conditions liave n<t bearing on the local 
conditions, bnt it is a mistake to su!>in)se that any local condition in the 
inonili is ab-olutel> depeiulent on certain constitntional coiulitii -iiv im its 
'existence, or that the elimination of the supposed coustituiional condition 
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i- f^M-iitial u. ilu' rcsioralion of lualili i<> ilic \<<n\ tissues. Sticlt constitu- 
tional and l>rc;il (-'inditKins are sometin-.es coincident, and many have assumed 
that because this i- true, the local is the result of the consliuuional condition. 

"The fact that local treatment, when properly carried out. effects a com- 
plete aire of the disease in the mouth, without recoitrse to any constitutional 
treatment whatsoever, and nften in -.jiiic ui wt'Il -defined eiMi^tinui.'iKd di — 
ordcrs, and that then* is no rcciimncf. i< nbsohiif proof that pxorrlifa is .1 
local condition :iiid noi di]jrndcnl on Cun^Iitution.^l conditions, 

"The only time tlie i'i>tTator may fail is when he meets with a cuiulition 
of the patient that would prc vetn the htaling of any sui^ical wound." 

The treatment should chiefly be prophylactic, that is proper care of tlie 
mouth from early youth, establishment of an occlusion as nearly faormal as 
possible, so that the teeth will exercise their function properly, keeping 
them free from deposits and massaging the giims daily: 

Since pyorrhea is cither a local manifestation of faulty melalxilism. or 
"simply a disease of filth, " the correctivt- and preventive measure nnisl 
lie chicll> i>\ l'.cal trealnienl. It has lieeu tleinonst rated chnicallv time and 
again that this treatment, if performed thoroughly, will cure pyorrhea, 
irrespective of any constitutional treatment: if there is a recurrence of tlie 
condition, the fault lies with the operator who has been rather careless in 
his instrumentation or with the patient who allows the condition which 
caused the initial pyorrhea to rectir. A cure of pyorrhea <loes not i^uarantee 
immunity; if the hyfjienic conditions broufii^hl ahont l.y the ireaiuieni are kept 
up. there will hardl\' ever he a recurrence. 

Dr. N'oyes, of Chicago, in discnssinj^ the ireatnient of pyorrhea states: 
■ l lie problem, which is presente<i to the practitioner in the treatment, 
for instance, of a deep pocket on the lahial surface of the lower incisor 
where the normal attachment has been removed, is that'of bringing the tis- 
sues in physiologic condition, and that is very far from an easy thing to do. 

"If physiolf^'c condition can be obtained, the reattachment of the soft 

tissue-; to the -surface of the root is the oii]\ loKlcal thint^ to Ik- ex|H'cted." 

It will tlierefore be obvious how im|>'>nant it is to t^'et the ri>ots thoroiiglilv 
cleansed ami iA.li-.lied: in fact, it is nece-^'-arv to liieni into the same 
condition a? when they are prepared for the purpose of replantation. 

The reason why so many dentists, although quite able operators, do not 
succeed in the treatment of tMs disease, is because their ivactice does not 
warrant them in devoting sufficient time to acquire the technique of proper 
, instrumentation necessary in the treatment of this disease, and heiKe, fin<l 
fault with the method and claim that a correction of the systemic diathesis 
is the Correct one to pursue. The faihire to obtain successful results accoimts 
for the sliei)ticism of the dental profession rej^ardiuf^ the cure of p\orrhea. 
The fiillowini,' remarks demonstrate thi^ altitude fpiite vividh : 

"You have King's disease, and nothing can be done to save your teeth," 
or "You treat pyorrhea first, and dien extract the teeth, while '1 apfriy the 
forceps in the first instance." 

Attempts have been made to treat pyorrhea with bacterial vaccines, hut 
this method proved of very little service, unless the original cause was re- 
moved and surfaces of the roots rendered free from infected deposits an I 
polished. The vaccine injections only mask the 'Symptoms of thi- disease, 
for a time hein^, in the -atiie tnaiiner ;w an antipyretic acts in a ca^e of 
septic fever. Such treatmcTU wouM ;m;tl'->'.,'ous to an attempi to rai-c 
the ops<Miic index of a patient suffering from furuncles and keep the affected 
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part covered u iili a septic dressing. 

The treatment used by the writer is the one suggested by Dr. R. G. 

I lutchinMjn, Jr. 

The Imccat cavity is first sprayed with hydrogen diuxid forced tliruugh 
a De Vilbes sprav iVjttle under pressure of about 20 lbs. and kept warm 
bv an electric device ; this is followed bv a warm spray of a 50 per cent, 
solution of Liquor Antisepticus iV. S. TM. The teeth are then scaled of 
all salivary calculi and larger pa^^^ of senimal deposits, the two sprays 
being used intermittinKly. Tht- paiifin is di-icharged for a few days so as 
to permit the cimgei»tioii of tlie ^iiii;iv.i- i" diiniiii>li, Ai the second visit, 
the operation of the removal -if calcidi can I'c pcrinrnied more thonmprlily. 
These treatments are repealed uniil all "f tlic teeth are gone ' vrr and 
congestion of gums has disappeared. All of the surfaces of the roots are 
then thoroughlv polished with files. An excellent set consisting of twelve 
files has been ^nggesled by Dr. Hutchinson. At the last visit the crowns 
of the t<-ei)i are prtlished with soft ruM'er di-cs and cups chari^ed with flour 
of pumice. 'I l'e u andfel used f';r lliat \nn]-- - "i <yi-cv.\] lenu'lli < ahont 
-' inches from liaudjjicce) so as to reach ucll ■ u posterior teeth and also to

The gums are then dried and 
paiiUed uii'i ■■I'vorrhea Asirin.:;ii;i."' a shVulating and astringent remedy 
suggested by I )r. J. I'. lUickley, consisting of:

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"No man " says Dr. Ulack. "ever yet became a gooci and effective dentist 
until after he had learned to keep his'cutting instruments sharp. The dental 
-tudent who cannot, . r will m i. learn to keep the edges of his cutting instru- 
ments in good cuTiiiitioii. liail hetter quit ami i^o home. ft>r he wilt never 
succeed as a deiili^t." 

It has been my custom :ii the end oi a pyorrhea or proph_\la\i> ii imIiihui 
to demonstrate to the patient the propf^ method of bnishini; ^nns 1 
teeth by the use of a tooth brush on a Typodont (you are all tainiliar with 
that celluloid model of one-half of thf ui^r jaw, which is Iwinv; used in 
the operative technique class ^. Patients are then given a card with proper 
instructions for daily oral hygiene, which they can keep in a conspicuous 
place and refer to it 'iften enough until the catechism is th' T.>ii;;hly dijfeste'l 
antl rnfTiii 'rizcd, i Such a card cannot he ci-n-i lercil niR tliK .il. as the name 
of tlic ilfrui-.i il-iL-v not appear on it. 1 

The patient nuist be made to appreciate the necessity oi f^ivinji ample 
■time daily to brushing his gums and teeth. The importance «>f very fre- 
quent office treatment by the dentist must be insisted upon. Usually prophy- 
laxis treatments at intervals from two to three ntonths will suffice to keep 
the mouth in a healthy condition. 

In conclusion, it is suggested that the expreFsion "cleansing of teeth" be 
dropi>etl from the <lcntal viic-il>ul;ir\ . as tb:it service inany patient-- expect 
to get "tlirowii in" wiili the <nlicr dental vmtIv. It inav he well called 
"prophylaxis treatment" — impressinj; the palienl willi the miijorlanci- of il, 
if thoroughly performed— takiutr the proper lime in doing it and lastly — 
making a charge accordingly. There is no better stimulus for doing work 
conscientiously, ttem a good fee. 



Amendmenta to the Public Health Law Relating to Denttttry 

The f(.lt'>wtng amendments of article nine of the Tuhlic Health Law 
relatiufi lo ihe definition of the practice of dentistry, the appointment of 
members nf the State I'toard of denial i'\aniiners, licen-e^. correction of 
books, and dental registry and ptnalties are before the Slate Senate, these 
amendmeiils liaving already pa-s^il the Assembly. 

§ 190. "Practice of dentistry" sliall consist in operating u]hh\ or treating 
the teeth, alveolar process, gums or jaws, or in prescribing or advising 
treatment for disease, ailment, lesions, or any defective condition of the 
same ; or in supplying lost teeth by artificial ones, or in correcting or attempt- 
ing to correct inali'*>sitions or nialformati'in'- of the teetli. or in making or 
fitting artituiil appliances to correct irregnlaritics, mallnniKtlion'-. fliseasfs, 
defects i<T ailments i^f the same, or in examining the ni<inili u rlh a \ iew 
to such operating, treating, prescribing "r making of -lu h appli;lnce^ ; or 
in contracting or agreeing so to treat operate upon sncli pi^riions of the 
mouth or oral cavity or to make such a|jphances, or in holding oneself out 
as a dentist bv sign, card, letter, show window, advertisement or otherwise : 
or in maintaining an office for such practice. "Dental office" means any 
place wherein the practice of dentistry is advertised or carried on. 

§ 11)3. Stale Hoard of deiual examiners. The regents shall ajiimim 
tlie successors of the State lizard of dental examiners whose terms expire 
from nominations in number twice the numl>er of the onigning rl;i-.s made 
by such society to the regents prior to the second Tuesday in June oi each 
year, or from the licensed and registered dentists of the state who haw

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Wholesale Conviction of Jevnsh Dentists 

Of the 253 Jcwi.sli (Itnti-tls wlio liave been on trial at Moscow for se- 
curing legal residence by the use of falsedipIuuKis. 1 74 haw been convicted, 
while the remaiaiflK 79 were acqiiitteii. This remarkable prosecution, 
which was began during the first week of November, last, was one of the 
most curious judicial proceedings in nnxlern limes. TIk- defendants were 
charged with having paid a number of Russian of ficials and university profes- 
sors to have their certificates or diplomas dated so as to comply with the require 
inents of the lawi of residence, while som; of them were cli ir^e:] with hav- 
ing obtained dentists' diplomas without haviug qualified for the profession, 
in order to enable Ibem to take up their residence in Mdsciw- Tho-ie found 
guilty by the court have been sentenced to various terms <if imprisonment, 
ranging lietween one and three years. The forty-odd Christian officials, 
who were willing to fake the Government, all share the fate of the convict- 
ed Jews. Altogether there were 298 defendants in the Case. 

In the majority of cases the "crime" did not consist in ol)taininK a 
dental diploma without being entitled to one, or in practicing dentistry 
without being properly qualified therefore, but that the culprit has violated 
the law restricting the Jew's right of residence in the city of Moscow 

There were, however, several instances where the holders of the spur- 
ious diplomas did not IieloiiK to any p^oto^,sional class, and made no attempt 
to practice dentistry, but had purchased the valuable docinnents to enable 
them to pursue their various callings unmolested- One such case was that 
of an elderly man, whose business had lit.-en completdy wiped out during 
the uprising of 1905, in Moscow, where he was a mercliant of tlic first 
guild. Thus ruined, he was unable to pay the high fees which iiis standing 
entailed, and being dis)iualified was about to be expelled from the city- 
Thereui>on, he purchased a dental certificate for 500 roubles, and took up 
his business pursuits. 

1 )\i.-r ^rio witnesses were examined in the coliTse of the trial. It 
was disclosed that the traffic in falsified diplomas was conducted between 
1904 and 1908, during which period the police were very active in the ex- 
pulsion of Jews frnni Russian cities- The prices paid for diplomas varied 
from 250 to 1000 roubles. A curious fact which the testimony disclosed is 
that the police never questioned the sudden acquisition of the right of res- 
iiK iicL- bv individuals whom they had relentlessly hounded to the point of 
threatened expulsion. But the court did not look into that question. 

Touching pleas were made by some of the defendants in person, in- 
voking the judges' cniisidiration of the unjust and inhuman laws, without 
the evasion of which it would be impossible to exist. Distinguished law- 
yers, both Jews and Gentiles, appeared as counsel for the defendants. One 
of these was the well-known advocate Karabchewsky. a leader of the bar in 
Russia, a Christian, who in the course of a powerful plea in behalf of the 
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Jewish defendants, declared drainaticalty th.iii ifjusiice wore to he d(Mie 
the prisoners' bench should be lillL-ii n.n liy the Je^v^ who were there, l»ut 
by those who had robbed the Jews of their human right to. live wherever 
tbey e\iosit.^BaIiimore {^did.)

1 le actually has to pay 40 per cent, more for plumbing and 
carpentering than he did ten years ago. The plumber and carpenter have 
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to pav 75 per cent, more m live than tliev did ten \-eawaeo. but the landlord

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Moath-Breathing A Destructive Habit; A Frank Discourse 

By M. J. Emei.in, D.P.S.. Kew York. 

The extreme importance ni the sulijici my tU-sirc to make tiiis paiwr 
interesting as well as useful, oWigc me to bespeak the reader s indulgence 
for the disjointed st>le of its presentation. Much of what foltows was 
written for inv own enjoyment, in monu-ni^ nf rcflectinn. without any 
thoii},'lit of .1 inihlic liearin'fi. and T admit tin- lack of si-ienlilie soberness. 
Howi-vtT. fvfii till- ideas tliat \M.rt> iii .1 u rilttii <l-\\u at ilk' moiiuiit of llioir 
conception could hardly be lorgolten, for my own i>crson has seen and 
suffered their practical' evolution. I offer no novelty nor am 1 the first 
on this ground. 

I state these propositions with the conviction of their truth. If at 
times I seem too emphatic, it is because I am profoundly impressed with 
the important bearing that normal respiration has upon the living organism. 

To Ik- },miik| and happy we imist be Ix'tli liealtliv ami I'l >iist-iuu> n| an 
honest pur|Mi^c in life. It matters liitU- f'-r tin- s^'randeur ot llie world 
whctber we live another dav "r ciinn :in >ilui \esterila\. lnu v\lule lueatb 
is in us let it pass in ami oni iliniiiL;h it> naliiral. eompk-x avenue; let us 
give tfie air we breathe the ri,L;lu way. encourage its proper ingress and 
egress, for on that very largely depends our cheerfulness, the purity of our 
minds, the happiness of those we come in contact with. We are ashes 
lo-dav; we were siibstam-e > esterday. It is a natural sequence. Every- 
thiniT that exists is in a manner ilie seed of that which will be. Those 
thai tMllnw have a rational i-i .nni tiioii u itli ll:<t>e llial luive gone before. 

Our hearts work in imcomforialile. l»»iid lKat>; we feel faint rnnninsr 
through the dusty streets of our town>: we arc out of breath in -liiliHL; 
gymnasiums; we climb floor after floor through foul, unventilateil balls. * 
with our mouths wide open, gasping for air. We shall soon leave this earth, 
to resojy ejpto its wonderful elements, only to make room for new mouth- 
' brealbefT! I,et us then briefly consider what normal, rational breathing is, 
and what r.re the effects . f ntoiith-breathing. 

Kespiraliiin \^ a retipmctlinij, functional process to aerate and purify 
llie blood. Ii an inviui 'ralin^^. lii'e-L,n\'ing process of iw.i dislinel sta;4e>. 
In the first the lualtli inducing; chemical mixture must primarily enter tlie 
nasal vestibule tlir. u-h the nostrils, divest itself of the coarse impurities 
in the presence of the hair-sentinels, meet the oscillating mucous glands, 
warm or temper itself in the many tortuous, bony turbinates, then pass over 
a bij;lilv vascular liniiii;. precipitate its almost microscopic impurities, strike 
tlie soft curtain at nearl\ rii,'ht aiiijlcs and thus be ready for the second stage, 
thai nf enterii!!,' tlic thonsand> n| tiny air celU of the inaL;nificent windpipe, 
a tree with its brandies, and iinall\ into the re^ervnir. onr ImiKS. 

Tn the second stage the M\yi,'en i f the air. ilirnnL;h osiiH'sis and rapid 
exchange with carbon-dioxid, purifies and causes the 1)1o<h1 to properly 
function in the processes of growth and repair. It i^ quite itnportanl to 
consider through what muscle-action we sliould fill the lungs with air in the 
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act of inspiration. We know that on ilic act ot iTi>|)iratiun ilepeiuls tlie 
expiration. Both arc compensating acts in the process ot" respiration. The 
complete method of breathing can be freely and comfortably carried out by 
the combined breathing muscles, abdominal or costal. In mouth-breathing 
there is a distressing' feeling; abunt the diaphragm; a lack of tonicity about 
the alj(ktniiiial urj,'ai]s. 

Anv inili\iiiii;il ran <lcint)nstrate for Iiimsflf the clitTcrt iici' iti ihc iw" 
modes of l.r<.'atliiii;^, llir- u^h tlie mouth and llirnuiih tin- nosi-. ]<\ tr\iii^' rai'Ii 
aUtrnatfl) , tlie right and the wrong, several times in succes>iiin. iniiil the 
ditference is established. He can estimate for himself the capacity of each 
nostril for the passage of air, hy clnsini; one with a finger and listening to 
the sound made while breathing thnnij^h the open nostril. If he can breathe 
with ease and noiselessly for about two miimlL's with one nnstril clnsi.d. he 
breathes normally, li lie can not tlicrc i^ r.onu-t!iing wrong. Air passing; 
through a clear nasal o|)Liiinf; causes alino>t no sound, hut if tliere he an 
obstruction of even moderate extent there i.-, a stenotic, hi.ssing sound; or 
there may even be total closure and impossibility to inhale. This obstruction 
may be unilateral or it may occlude both sides of the nose, so as entirely to 
stop nasal breathing. 

This is so much a matter of coniin' ii cxperieiice that there out^ht not to 
be room for miscouceptii m. ] bave liai! a number ol presumalil\ iutelli-

I never knew that we ought to breathe through the nose!" Would you be 
surprised to fin<l that these were mouth-breathers suffering froro malocclu- 
sion and developing early py<irrhrea? 

Upon nasal brealhinq: depends the atr circulation in the several a<liacent 
sinuses, 'l lie air exchaujie in the ethmoidal cells, t'runtal and antral sinuses, 
can he alTected normally when the air is inlialed through the nasal cavity 
oidy ; the last acting as a central, direct and distributing agency. Upon this 
air-refreshing in all sinuses depends the healthy condition of the membran- 
ous linings and the secretions, as well as the healthy stimulation of all nerves 
about the head, involving both the physiological and psychological manifes- 
tations of the individual. 

We are tolil that amidst all itie strange iiheiuiuiena that arc -icn ttttttF 
\arions fimctions of life, mental and pli\~ii,il. inc of the most imeresliuf^. 
anil perhaps the least understn. d. is ibv plitnomenon of breathing', which 
has escaped the earne--i auiutimi ii> importance deserves. 

Uelwccn the mind and the breath there exists a relation of the mo.st 
intimate and significant character. Anger and fear, for instance, produce 
.diort. gasping respiration. Exultation and enthusiasm are accompanied 
hy long, deep and vigorous breathing. Amazement or awe reduces tne 
hnatbin- to its minimum, and there also occurs the involuntary hanging

Iv.wh cban.Lie >>f mental slate is acc<»nplt5hed with a correstxmdin^ change 
in the power aud rli> thm of respiration. When the thought-vibrations 
awaken int.- action the higher intellectual powers, the respirations sink 
bwer and lower and become slower and slower until in the ecstatic state of 
Abstraction we almost cease to breathe. 

A fine picture of this phenomenon is vividly conveyed in the "Lady

the month, the nose, the teeth? In the discussion of measles as an infec- 
tions disease, I"iessin»;cr has ^aid : ibe danijcr is in ilu- mouthy 
and n;is;il passa<;cs of tbc pcoplc--;unI ibev disint'cet (he lurniliirel" One 
of the direst of human nusfi>rluncs is to inlieril or lo .nniiire ;in obstruv'- 
tion wliicb closes, more or lcs>, the na.sal passages and cttnipels respiration 
tbrongb the month. Dr. Kyle has demonstrated in a series of blood and 
hemoglobin counts, both before and after removal uf nasal obstnicttons, 
that when air is admitted through the mouth vastly diflferent results are 
produced in phy.sical arid mental activities than are noted when air is res- 
pired through the nose. Before rertioving ohstniction he found the red 
blood corpuscles rcdiued ah ill lur. millions ]ier cnbic millimeter — after 
removal of t)listrntiion and li e resiuralion of normal no^e-hreatbing tbc 
corpuscles soon increasi'd lo tlie ii'irnnil i.-i)nnt of li\c millii^ns. 

This fact ali nc slionld convince our bealtli boards and educators of the 
imperative need for a syMeitiatlc study of nose-breatbing and the c\ils of 
mouth-breathing. It surely is a matter to be lamented, that in America, 
even at this day, the thorough safe-guarding of the public health should be 
subservient to commercial considerations, ,-ind ttiat the oiganization of health 
institutions should so freciuently meet op]X)sition. 

Monlb-hrcalliiTi^. a- I b;i\e ohscrvcfl. usually reappears in iIr- cliildrcn 
in a .'^cvcrcr form llian it aldicteii tbc parciU'^. .The results are far more 
serious wlicn both parents arc alllicled with nasal disorders. I believe 
mouth-breaibiug. lo a grcii extent, i- iinimsid upon us by conditions of 
life over which we Iiave little or no e niiol. It may truly be called a 
disease of civiUzation, as Dr. Beard said, "reinforced by man's work, and 
worry and indoor life." Civilization has no doubt enhanced tins abnonnalitv. 
Among other symptoms of American nervou-ncss Dr. Heard cites witb 
much truth, nasal disorders, the American voice and the American nasal 
intonation. It is a national symptom. It is but natural for a healthy

Watch a hahe a feu da\- old who Iia- the -.sninics," how it ^trnl:^d^■s f<ir 
breath and uitli what <lirticnllv it swallows. These tacts may cunvmce 
you thai inonth-hrcathinn only' arises from dire necessity, and is not the 
natural mode of resjMration. 

One medical writer giving evidence in support of his many sUtements 
i-onccrning the liarni of mouth -breathing says: ". - . that a certain 
degree of intra-t\ nipanic tension is necessary for the perfect function OX 
ihc aii|taralns of hearing, and that open nostrils and na-al respiration 
are essential factors in the niaiiitenance of the normal balance of tension 
between the intra and extra-tympanic air pressures." This he considers 
sufficient and conclusive. 

Dr. Cassels says: "If any one will experhiieni on his own person, and 
note his sensation, he will discover that with prolonged mouth-breathing 
the lining membrane of the oral cavity becomes dry and parched, and 
tlu- act of respiration is at Iri^t disai^rceable. While, with prolonged nasal 
respiration th.ere are no di-ire-sing sensations. Breathing through the 
nose is one of entire freed' in from .annoyances, and its lining nieml>rane 
remains moisl, even becoming moisier as the respiration of the air is 
continued. And in a country like ours, where there is [ilenty of weailier 
but no climate, it is not possible to overestimate its value in the prevention 
of bfonchial affections alone." 

The atmosphere is nowhere pure enough for man's breathing until it 
has pasvcd the mvsterions. refining process in the nose. Man is by natiird

Dr. Ottolengui presented a very interesting and comprehensive acMrcss 
to the Allied Dental Council, for the rejreneration of the legal side ^h - 
practice of .It-niistrv in \UU Si;nc. Tlic plan as a whole, if it could be 
carric.l inil in all it-;' ■Ictiiils. \\<-\\h\ ■.inclnulttcdly accomplish splendid results, 
but I fear ii Laiiii.a -i.uiil cli >c analysi-. h ^nmains within it>flf obstacles 
uhich 1 iR-lit've will prevent its realizatinn. 1 wish to i».>inl out a few oi 
ilKse (litTK-ulties, apparent to me after only a casual relkcii.-n -.n hi- remarks. 
That other objections mav be found upon a ckser scrutiny is probable. 

Dr. Ottolengui. for one. suggests the registration of all licentiate dentists 
annually. A fee of one dollar is to be charged on each such occasion. Ami 
that the proceeds are to be devoted as a means to the prosecution of the 
i!lci,'al practitioners. That projwsal 1 believe is a i,"'0(l .uie. It will tend 
to eliminate a number of the evils which now oppress iW practice of our 
profession. I'.ut I am rather skeptical as to whether its benefits will be as 
far-reachin? as Dr. ( )Holenj;iii expects. He stated that, presinnahly. from 
the proceeds of those registration fees inspectors would he api»ointcd in 
every district, whose duty it will be to watch out for the illegal men. Tliat 
all that will be necessan,- will be for one of these inspectors to vi^it any 
nfTu-e wb.'sc (k-nti-t is not registered, demand of the occupant why he is 
not rej,'i>tere(!. and upon receiving an unsatisfactory reply, hale him before 
a ma.L;i"-trale. -t.ite the case, fine Iiim a bun-lred ilollars or SO, or else slap 
him in jail. .\nd lu and behold! ihcn- will be one less illegal man preying 
on the communitv. Hut I liar the dmli.r is over-sanjiuine in his expecta- 
tions, or a little hit shaky in the law. \\ bile the ijossession of a dental outtit 
may be prima facie evidence of practicing. 1 doubt, nay, I feel ialmost certain 
no judge would convict a man for being the possessor of one. 1 doubt 
whether you can applv to such an intrinsically harmless object as a dental 
outfit the . same law that applies to a buiglar's kit of tools, or a dangerous 
weapon. Simplv suspecting or believing that a man practices dentistry, on 
iKTirsav evidence would not procure a conviction in any court. If 1 am not 
mistaken the courts have ruled that it is not enough for a i>.)liceiuan to have 
seen a drink of liquor served to a custouier, but that he him-ili. the com- 
plainant, must have tasted the liquor and be ready to testify to thai clleci. 
In the same way a complainant must prove that a i>articular individual has 
practiced dentistry on him, for a consideration. Most evasions of the law 
art' n\ ercome hv' subterfuges. Supposing a man having a dental outfit 
claims that be is' a dealer in dental goods and that this represented his sam- 
ples. Would that not sound possible? And b\ the way. how would yon 
define a dental outfit? Would it nuan a chair, « r a cnspiilor. ..r an engine, 
or an extracting forcep or some cotton rolls? Cannot a barber have a dental 
chair for his business, and an engine for massaging? Do not sonic dentists 
have barber chairs, and treat teeth instead of shaving hair? If to find a 
man in possession of a dental outfit would be illegal, one of the requirements 
would be to define a dental office, to comply with all the legal technicalities. 
Supposing a man claims that he uses his chair for the purpose of chiropody, 
and \\c noticed that the latter Uscil the dental cnu'inc t'^r trinnning down 
toe nails, how will you prove that he is practicing dentistry. unles.s you can 
get one or two bona fide patients who have been treated by him and are 
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willing to apjicar against him? That, I l>L'lii;vc. is the only evidence which 
will procure a conviction. U'ork actually donL-, and not merely the posses- 
sion of an outfit. Yes, where you have your witnesses, then the possessicHi 
tt( the dental outfit can be used as corroborative evidence, but it alone is 

va!iicl(_'-s.

Dr. Ottolengui expects to apply the registration fees to prosecution pur- 
poses. Does he not overestimate the proceeds? .^t the present time the 
dollar that is paid at the heginning of tlu practice i-- kcpl hy the nnthi irities. 
r presume a part of it grars toward in;iiiilaiiiinL: the clerk s office. .\nd the 
State will pr.jitalily flcinaiiil iliat that i llicc niaititaiii iisclf. .\---sumin- llial 
it will cost iwent)-five cents, or one-fourili of the amount for that purpose. 
Or. Ottolengui also suggests that the names of all the registered dentists be 
printed in book form and a copy of this to be sent to every one so registered. 
That undoubtedly would entati quite an expenditure. When these expenses 
arc deducted from the sum total of fees. I dare say the balance w ill be a 
negligible amotnil and entirel> inadecnuue lur prosecution purp>-ses, and 
nun c than lli;ii pa\ ing (Hir district ins]H;ctnrs. 

.\ law is valueless unless enforced. The present law, even the inadequate, 
would produce results if properly administered. I therefore believe that the 
essential thing to bring about immediate residis is to take awa\ the prosecut- 
ing power from the State Dental Society ami lodge it with the district 
attorney of the several counties. TIkv are rliargcd wiili ilie prosecution of 
criminals; why not denial criininaK'- Surelv tl'.e conunnnitv mav suffer 
seriuns cnnse^iiiciices from the nialoraciice r.i these unserupulolis individuals.

In>tead of 
as now, while directing one eye in the patient's mouth, having the other eye 
aimed at his pocketbook.

Oar Present Dental Laws Are Not Enforced

(Delivered at the First General -Meeting of the Allied Denial Council of 
Greater New York. April 29, 1913.) 

The greater part of the remarks I intended to make have been nipped 
in the bud bv Dr. Ottolengui's lucid presentation of the projiosition In 
question. I lie re are a lew pi linls. ln>ue\ er. wllich to me appeal r in a 
difierent li.i:ht. owing perlia]i>, li • the fact thai 1 happen to lie a meml>er "f 
the Bar and to possess some practical legal experience wliicli gives one sonic 
knowledge not only of the "anattmiy" but of the "physiology" and "pathol- 
ogy" of the law as well. 

Can the illegal practice of dentistry be stopped by legislation? No, it 
cannot. Legislation means the passing of laws, but enacted laws art not 
Worth the pa])er they are written on. unless enforced. While our dental 
laws are inade'piate and li\ far inferior to t!ie laws in some western an«l 
southern st.^les. 1 niainlain. and 1 know liy actual exi)erience whereof 1 
speak, that 75 per cent, of the illegal practice in tliis city could he eliminated 
if the present laws were to he executed. It is for this reason that I take 
the announcement of further legislation with a grain of salt. Let us take 
a glance at our present law and see what could be done with it if we 
wanted to. 

Section 201 of ihe statute regulating the practice of dentistry in this 
Stale reads in p.irt : "If aiiy jiractitioncr of dentistry he cliari;ed im<ler oath 
before the board with imnmfes-ioi'ai . . . conduct, or with gross 
ignorance or inefficiency in lii-. prMfi--i in. the board shaH notify him to 
appear before it at an appointed time and place ... to answer said 
charges. . . . Upon the report of the board that the accused has 
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I»eeii guilt}' of iinpr..icsvi,,n;il . . . con-inct. "r iliat 1-c i-; jjrosMy 
ifirnorarit or inefficient in his profession, the Regents may suspend the person 
charged from tlie practice of dentistry for a limited season, or may revoke 
his license." Yet neither our board of examiners nor any of the district 
flocieties maintain a grievance committee, nor proceed in any way against the 
r'.-t^'isterc'I 'lciiti--is u h.i cmi|i1i>v nr are employed by illegal practiticners ; who 
alicl. iir a>-it^ii thtir license to ^^1ch persons. 

Sfciiiin J<).^.\ r<_-;i(is in jiart : "A person who. in an\ coiint\ of this State, 
practices or holds himself out to the publii as practicin:^ dentistry, not hcinf; 
ur the times of saitl practice or holiliii^' <Kit, a lit-ntist licensed to pracii- , 
as stich in this State and registered in the ofhce of the clerk oi such 
county ... is guilty of a misdemeanor . ." How can tve 
reconcile this provision with existing conditions? In many places of this 
city charlatans nf various descriptions hold themselves out to the public an 
dentists, in a inrjst hrazcn manner willioin lii-iii;^ intcrfcn.'!! uitli. 

It seunis to me tliat in or<ler to ctTectivcly stop iliat ir.uid . ii ilu' pulilic. 
and the ahnse ot the fair ikiiir- ot (iciitistry. \vl- nccl \v\. >>\\\\ iidditi'-nal 
legislation, but also better enforcement of the law, and a Grievance Com- 
mittee on the st>*le of one maintained by the Bar Associatiotf of this city. 



The Dental Parlor and the Illegal Practice of Dentistry ^

Df the many atiencies ien(!in^ to dt-^'iade the dental profession from 
a soi iall) useful enteri)rise lo a hkil' nionc> -makinj; scheme none have con- 
tributed so much toward that end as the dental parlor. 

What arc the causes that have given rise and make possible the flourish- 
ing of such conditions of affairs. They are the follou iti- : 

I. Commercialism. — Like a inxnl many of our stx-ial activitii-s. (k'Tiii^iry 
has heen commercialized, riiisiiie--. men wlio do not anil cannot appreciate 
proif^-ional skill or knowlcd;,'e liave "taken up" dentistry purely as a busi- 
nes-. pro]Nisnioii, ;is ;i iTit-ans nf making profits, big profits. They are in the 
pnttessii.il inr v\ liai ilu re is in ii. to use a common expression. 

J. Imtiieiiuate Ih-moi /..(.\.v.— The present dental laws are so inadequate 
and full of loop-holes that they are taken advantage of and made to .^-rve 
the ends of unscrupulous dentists and business men. thus deKradin- dniti-try 
to the level of a Incnitive business. As pr.i>f ,1 iIk- statemem.'notiin- the 
nicrcase of the dental parl.irs ami the nniliiplicaiiuii of their nefarious 
practices. 

.1. Soti'l-.iijoneuic'ti of lixhlin:^ i,a:.s.—\{ the existing laws, inade- 
quate as ihey are. were enforced, the numher of dental parlors and illegal 
practnioners wtudd be greatly reduced. The experience of a number of my 
friends u n!i the counsel for the State Dental Society will bear me out that 
mslcad of those employed to see to the enforcmieni the dental laws beinff 
the enemies of the illegal fraternity, the\ are tluir allies. 

A. Dentists e<WHOt obtain a elientele. and '■n,d„t2tes zi'ho haxv jto 
funds to ofen dentid oDices, are compelled to sell their labor power to the 
owners of dental parlors, and in that manner exploited they constitute the 
•Some pwte of this artfele appewed in pwe iMnei o< the Progressive Dentist 
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element thmugh whom the owners ehide the law. 

5._ Lack of E.vperieHce.—Some graduates wlio have not ohtained enmii;h 
practical experience at the operating, chair while at collect because tlicy were 
kept busy with their studies or because they had to earn ihcir h\ 
devoting part of iliiir time t<> s.>inc trade, and in I'lder u* <»bt;un sikH 
experience before tliey npen up otlices <>f ilicir own tlic> prefer to practiic 
on the teeth uf soniebodv else's jtatiint-.

Vice have. Tlic Society for the rrevemion of (. nieltv lu C hildren has. 1 
tliink. an income of nearly Suxvkh). The Dental Societ'v has nothings except 
what comes from dues of its small membership, the surplus of examination 
fees turned over by the Department of Education, and fines." 

^ Why Good Laws Ark Xcu on mik Stati-tk IVxiks. 

1. Indifference on the part of the memlvrship of the State Dental 
Soeieties — As a rnle the majorit> of tht- members of the reco^nizetl <Uiu.il 
societies are wtll-to-.lo practitioners plying their profession anxmg the ricli 
of the couiinnniiy. and are little or not at all affected by the blighting inHu- 
ence of the dental parlor. Hence they lake little interest in finding out the 
defects in the present dental laws and to see to it that they are corrected. 

2. Ignorance of the peiu-ral luil.lic. The .ueneral public has as _\ct to 
learn the lessons of the imporiam relain.nsliip lutween hi>dily health and r 
set of sound teetli. They also know little ..f the value of good, conscientious 
professmna! services. In their ignorance they seek relief where it can l>e 
Soiteii cheapest, ihns becoming the dupes and victims of tile dental jwrlor's 
allurniK si-ns and advertisemenU, of its empty promises and worthless 
puaraniees. The owners of the dental parlors have no difficulty in convinc- 
ing our legislators, who know no mqre about the oral cavit\ ili'an a I i\man. 
that the wiping out of their fthe owners'! offices will mean the raiding of 
prices I)y the le^'al practitii-mr^ i-.r d',ii[;il services to the general jniblic. 

I'.ven our jndiciarv seem to know little of the progress dentistry has 
made ni the la^i leu xears. as you will readily see. I quote part of a decision 
recently rendered by the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court : 

"Strictly speaking." says the court, "a dentist might be included u iiliin 
a description relating to those wlm practice surgerv, but as the lemi Mii^^er^ 
IS employed in the statute it docs not include one engaged in the practice 
of dentistry. 

"Within quite recent years it was customary for barbers and black- 
smiths to extract teeth. Formerly the work of filling and plating teeth was 
frequently performed b}' the jeweler. A process of integration and differen- 
tiation has come into existence.

2. The Educatii.n of the I'ublic— So long as the people remain m ignor- 
ance as to the iinpnri.int part the teeth play in the conservation of health, 
just M. I'.iiL' -ImII I'L' L;inliv parties to the rcsulls bmni-ht about by the 
disease t.rcL<liii- baclcria of a'lilthy oral cavity. It is our duty to see to it 
tliat in the present century no one should be left in ignorance of the value 
of .sound teeth. 

We can reach and educate the public by : 

(a) A systematic distribution of leaflets written in a plain and attractive 
manner. 

(h) Throujfh the press, which is a must pinverfiil educational factor.

fb) Teach ttie chiNhcn the use of the tooth brush and mouth washes.

If the enforcement of the laws relatiiig to the illegal ^ract-ce of dentistry 
were intnisted to those wl-o are mcpt afft-cted by siich illegal practice, and 
with the assistance of ti c ctiuntv pn'stvniors, the number of the dental 
parlors am! i!V';^aI |iractitinuer> would be ^reatlv rc<!uced. Mind vou, 1 do 
r.i't sa> ibal il c:m he cnlirel) wiper! nut, for I lielieve with Dr. I'.v-lin lliat 
li'e dental parlor is an uuhealih\ ulcer and is due to the abnormal ecoui imc 
relations of pre-ent society. .\ud like an ulcer due to a general state of the 
1 lood can never he treated radically unless the blood itself is purified and 
the system in general is brought to a normal state of health, so likewise will 
Ihe dental parlor be with us as long as the present economic conditions will 
remain unchanged. 

Two wn\s how the power of enfnn in- the laws relating to the ill^I 
practice of dentistry can I>c turned over ii> us:

^[ate into district deni:tl s.icielies be increased, and the Harlem, Eastern 
;mh1 KiuRs County Dental Societies constitute legal subdivisions of the State 
Hental Society. I hear some one say, why don*t you join the present dis- 
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trict societies? My answer to that is that a great many of those prescM 
here to-night are according to the h\-la\vs of these socteiics iu»t clii>il Ic 
to membership. 

Or— if the gentlemen of iht- i'irsi ainl Second District Dental S..,ii'iivs 
are rcall) ;in\i(iii> to see the law - ini'orced. and --iiicf as I havi- liiid to 
pn.vf al.Mve thai the ilieijal practicing ot dentistry affects their practice to 
a Miial! cNtcm or n..t at all. let them go into a '"gentlemen's agreement" 
with our Allied Dental Council (same as the express companies with ti c 
railroads) and you can rest assured that these matters will receive pr. pv r 
attention. 

As funds are needed. I would snj^^est that a law I>c passeil ihat c\ii' 
dentist register his license every year an<l thai lie pa\ the sinn of ,.iie dollar 
for same. This dr.Ilar fn.m each practitioner to towards the expenses 
imiirred in pn .Mciitiiii; illegal practitioners. 1 am sure that every legal 
liractitiMiur wdl yladly pay a dollar a vear for such an important purpose. 
Ihis nioiio. to^^-ther with the fines imposed and collected from illegal 
practitioners found guilty of violating the dental laws will, I am sure 
create an adequate fund. * 

ALLIED DENTAL COUNCIL NEWS 

The first general meetiiij,- ..f tlie Allied Dental Council of Greater Xcw 
York took place on I neML.y evening. April 29, icjij. at Stuyvesaiit CasiiU). 
Dr. M. William presided. In opening the meeting he made the following 
introductory remarks;

tion of your several societies^ 

It is safe to venture the prediction of a new era in our profession. 
F.\ i r.\onc of us can now gather renewed courage and confidence from the 
knowledge that at last we are going to utilize the one weapon which can 
successfully solve every problem confronting our profe^sion to-day. and 
that weapon is ^;;(//v. all-piiwerfu! miily. There isn't a prohlt-m pressin.:,' 
fur solution at onr hands which can stand up under the attack of this 
all-CfMKnierini^ weapon. 

Srme of our active workers have been accused of being dreamers, 
seekii-.ir lo accomplish the impossible. I want to tell you, my friends, before 
the .Mhed Dental Council is many years old. its achievements w ill have heen 
such that the wildest dreams of our wildest dreamers will apj.ear :i- rank 
conservatism when compared with tbeni. 

This coimcil fills a Ion-; feh want. It means Inisine-s and means to 
attend ti") hnsiness trom'the -lomd of the i,'ong. 

. I am ver\ well aware oi the fact that you haven't come here to 
hear me -peak. we will -^ct right dmvn lo the business <;f the evening. 

It is most fitting that at the first meeting of the .\llied Dental Council 
of Greater New York that we have for our princijjal sj)iakcr a man wlm 
is such a power for good in our profession. I Ic feels thai he can render his 
profession no better service than by doing all that lies within his jiuwcr 10 
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hclu us fliminau- those coTi<htion> which tend to degrade it- 

You all know the suhj. a ilu evening: "Can We Control the lUcgal 

Practice of Dentistry b> Legislation?" ^ _ , 

I take great pleasure in introducing to you Dr. CMtoIengui. 

Dr Oiinlci^ni ui -.-l that all personal feeling be set a^i.lc in the discus- 
sion to follow lii. a<]<l^L■^^. Also that all possible sUKfrcstmns ht-annp nn the 
subject of the evening be Immght out. He claimed tliat there uii> muc hnnest 
purpose in any law that is the protection of the community ; that there be a 
limit of lack of skill on the part of a dentist ; that the communit); has a right 
to say that it mn^t have s-mie protection from incompetent dentists. 

In outlinin- ;i s>steiii of legislation he stated the following: 

Striiler fiuiante and tiiial exaniiiuitions for studciil-;. 

Hxaniinalion (|ncsti.>ns to hv inrinn!;iied by a \'atioii;il [Inafd: that staffs 
of teachers and exaniincr.s in deiiial collet s Ik- fr-m tmiu t^ tune rci.laced 
by a newer element : thai a dental license- be national in satpe. admitting the 
holder thereof to practice in any state in the Union. 

That annual registration of a denUl license be required and the sum of 
one dollar be paid on such occasion, the money thus collected to be used for 
the prnstvniinii .,i ille-.d pr;i<-tilioners and for the publication of an annual 
reijist^r. wliirh •-lioiil.l he ni;iileil u> every dentist who is registered. 

'I'hal fver\- dentist he a nieuiher nf ilie State Dental S< -ciel}-. also of the 
District Dental Society; the dtxrlors greatest desire wa- to see the dental 
profession united. 

That dental licenses be revoked for hiring the services of non-licentiates : 
also for unprofessional conduct for a third time on the part of a dentist. 

That the detection of infractions again.st the law be vested with the 
Board of Health, the county prosecuting attorney pressing the cases. 

Under discussion the folkming was brought out: 

Dr. Schwamm. — (What he said appears elsewhere in tiiis issue of the 

Magazine.) 

Dr. Freiman. — Stated that not only the public is entitled to protection 
by taw, but the dentists also. 

Dr. Caiman. — Read a paper which appears elsewhere in the present issue 
of this \fagazine. 

Dr. Ratner. — Cited an actual case amply illustrating the utter neglect of 
fluty on the part of thosOtresently charged with the enforcement of the 
dental laws. ^ 

Dr. Fichandlcr. — Was of the opinion that if a dentist be in need of extra 
help and can't afford to pav the salary a registered man commands, that 
such dentist, instead of employing the "laboratory man," be allowed within 
the law to avail himself of the services of a student about to graduate. 

Dr. Rice,— Tnnl^ i-:siie with the clause in the Miclii,i:an law. which make* 
it illegal to own a <lenl;il otUlit or dental office hv a lavnian. on the j^ronnd 
that sncli a clause will not he nplicld in the courts. He favored instead the 
levying of a tax on a dental out6t or dental office owned by a layman. He 
also recommended that the District Attorney take charge of the presentaUon 
nf cases in violation of the dental laws. 
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pr. Cliayes.— AttrilmtL-d the came of tliL- ovils a.nfnmini; llic dental 
Iipucssioti to the ii;iu.rancc of the \,uhhc with regards to beneficial dental 
services He wjs iii favor of a fund collected through annual registration, 
hut such fund should be employed for the purpose of purchasing advertis- 
ing ^ace m the newspapers to educate the public with lenrd to the right 
kind of dentistry. ^ ^ 

Dr. Bowman.— Claimed that the existence of the illegal practitioners is 
due to the poverty of the masses that largely patnMiizc them becatise of the 
faict that they are allured by the low fees and fake promises. He therefore 
advocated that the legislature pMs a biU to appropriate funds to establish 
cltmcs for the poor. 

Dr. Gillette.— Admitted that the dental laws liavi- n. i Wvn .ukini;iitK 
enforced. He arsjucd that the cnforceiiHui .>i ilic ,k-iit;il laws t.o iMiiirilv 
taken out of the dentists* hands. "The c.^t-mial factor in our profession." 
he said, *'is unity. l Uited action toward proiier enactment and proper en- 
forcement of the laws, will result in I.eitcrin- the sitnation." 

Dr. Tracy.— Congratulated the Council upon its success in bringing about 
Mich a splendid nKctuiL.- and highly approved of the spirit that animated 
tliose present at the meeting. 

Dr. Daily.— Insisted that the iioard of Health take complete charge of 
the enforcement of the dental laws. 

Dr. Ottolengui.— In cliKinL; the dif^cnssion, anmng others, replied to Dr. 
Chaves that if funds were n^ed up for tlie |>urchasc of newspaper advertls- 
iiit,'. that the diegal praititiniur. uoul,| huy the opi^site page to claim that 
ihev furnish the kind of deiiii>iry aiuunKiated on the of^site page. 

Dr. Wuj.iams Ci.osinc Remakks. 

I ;mi in luartv aco.nl with Dr. Ottolengui when he says that he hopes 
the Allied Dental Council hasn't a vcrv long life before it. We shall all he 
very happy to see it die when it w ill liave nothing to live for, but you will 
recall that in my opening remarks I stated that it fills a hue Ml ««n/. 
If the Allied Dental Council never does another thing, this meeting alone 
justifies its existence. 

A vote of thanks was extended to the speaker of the evening. 
A resolution unanimously carried, pledging the meeting as being in com- 
plete agreement with the sentiments expressed by Dr. Ottolengui. 
The meeting was then adjourned.

lll^t at the prtsfiii inomeiu when the activities m.ikiiii: lor :i oonipact 
iuui ciTcctive or;;aiii/ati<m uf uiir profession, strong enoni^li to eradiiale all 
evils cniiinmtinj,' us. are so pruiiiisirij,' ; \vc have to twar in niim! alont; with 
the other factors teiulinj: to gravitate our profession to lower levels, one 
factor, whose ap[>earance is as ycl spectral, but nevertheless threatenii^ to 
overshadow all other evils, from which the profession is suffering, once it 
hecame real. This is the so-called "dental nurse." 

Frcmi ?oine quarters we hear lliat it is very desirable to legalize a qwcies 
of dentist calkd "■dental nurse." Tliis species, if we i;rasp its meaning 
right, should iccuiiy a position within the eyes of tlie law uiidwav iielween 
the dental mechanic, who has the right to work on inert matter only and 
between the licensed dentist with all rights to the practise of dentistrv. In 
other words the "dental nurse" is to be a licensed dentist with limited rights. 
We quote from the "Dental Nurse Act," proposed in Massachusetts: "Sec. 
2. A registered denUl nurse shall be licensed to perfonn only such duties 
as shall be specified in his license, etc." The same section coiichidcs thus: 
"The dental nurse shall be licensed to i>crform the service of lUansiiii^ »if 
teeth." I"\ er> demist of experience knows the- appallin^^ munher of iktschis 
vii.tatini4 ilie denial laws within and without the offices of registered dentists 
:iiid all this witli the law barring anyone not a registered dentist from treal- 
uv.', the teeth and adjacent parts, \\ liat would happen if this dental nurse 
bill carries? Simply this: all dentists using the professional name of den- 
tistry to cover up an ugly commercial motive would dismiss their registered 
assistaTiis and employ the dental nurse. The dental parlors speak for them- 
selves. If the dental meiliaiiic of the present at the sliglitesi dilVerciK-e 
with his superior can "i^pen f: r liim-^ilf," why coiddn"t the denial nur-si 

.\t a recent ma^s meeting of dentists held under the auspices of the 
Allied Dental Council of Greater New Y* rk. one of our most prominent 
members of the profession speaking on the subject, "Can We Control the 
Illegal Practice of Dentistry by Legislation?" traced the origin of the evil 
of the illegal practice to the fact that the law permits a !a\n)aii to he em- 
ployed as a dental mechanic to work on inert matter. Me sli' wed how this 
dental mechanic in the aliscnce of the dtniisl will relieve a touihachf l'\ 
some essential oil trcatmenl : next lie will assist the dentist during the busy 
liiiur; (inally going out and ii]>ening U]) fi r himself. This is .so very true 
that our astnTiishmont is the greater how this same dentist thus speaking, 
whom, b> the u a> . we all hcmor and respect, can be the greatest supporter 
of this "dental nurse" movement in our State. If he can see how the dental 
mechanic without any legal standing can lead up to beccwne an tn(lei)endent 
illegally practiring dentist, how mncli easier will llic legalizeil denial iiiir--e 
lead up tn the same extent. Moreover the possibility for the violation of 
the flental law under the pnitectinn of a registered dentist is unlimited. 
If this dental nurse movement succeeds our profession is doomed. .\'o act 
can be broader in its sweep than this dental nurse act. whose spectre is 
making its appearance. We have no doubt that most of its advocates arc 
well meaning and prompted by the spirit of uplift which animates them in 
the interest of the profession. Yet we must say that they are in a thick 
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' blunder. We predict thai if this "iliiual imr'^f ^-jicctri;" hfcoiiic>^ real tnir 
profession will go the saim: wa\ IIk' pliarniaccntical prt 'ft,-si"Ti uiiil. l^rge 
dental concerns, similar to drug concerns, will amie forward with one or 
two registered dentists and a staff of dental nurses, giving the public a 
dentistry compared to which the present "parlor" dentistry is most praise- 
worthy. 

The Massacluist-n'; fk-iital nurse l)i!I received tlic stron-i^cst :inta,L,"ini-;m 
from tlie Denial Kxamining Hoard of that State. We t|uute some passaf^es 
whirh appeared in the Items of Interest, from a report submitted by that 

board : 

"The hill in question is simply an attempt to create a new species of 
dentist to be knovm as the 'dental nurse.' " 

To show that this board realizes the dai^r of giving anyone other than 
a dentist the right to work in the mouth of a patient, we quote further: 

"Under the provisions of this bill the nurse would have the rig-ht to 
perform opcralir 11^ i\\h,u luunaii tL'cth and ^uni-. lliat rctpiirc tlic liii^lifst 
skill of Ihf traiiici] and rej^islcrfii dt-ritisl. SIic would tie allr>wed the use 
of every instniMRiu in (he dentist's ofhce ; she inif^ht treat the most serious 
and painful disease that the teeth and adjacent parts are subjected lo. 

"In fact, everything of a medical, surgical and scientific nature in den- 
tistry wouJd be open to her under this bill except alone the purely mechani- 
cal operationa — the filling of teeth, making plates, setting: crowns, bridges, 
etc., and even those niiLiht he included under the ehmsc: 'AsNislinii a rc^is- 
tered dentist durint; the performance of his denial operaiii ins' innnd in the 
ct;.:hih si'Cliitii < f the hill," 

To >liow how justly the Massachusetts Iward appreciates tlie imixirtance 
of the operation of cleansing the teeth, we quote further: 

"To effectively clean the teeth it is necessary at times to use the dental 
engine ; the denbd nurse, therefore, would be privileged to use the same. 

"In the opinicm of the board, none but those imincd and educated to 
the present standard of the Massachusetts requiicments sli..nld I>e permitted 
to liamile in \hv hiinian nioutli this siirL;ical instnniieni." 

In reiutin;,' the attempt of the promoters of this dental nurse act to call 
the -arl) nf charity to vicw, thereby to perhaps hide other motives, we 
further quote: 

■ J " "^^^ advocates of this proposed legislation have not one word to say 
m defence of this 'dental nurse' in private practice, except as a means of in- 
creasing the office income, but urge by way of excuse, as it were, the need 
for the nurse in ilispensaiy. infiniiarv and hospital work and amouR the 
poor children in our pill. lie sehouls. as if the proper practice of dentistry 
aninnj; llie iinf.uinn.ite and the poor did not require the same skill and ef- 
ficiency as anions' tlie rich, or hecausc. perhaps, the unfortunate and ihc 
poor would be satisfied with inferior and limited service. 

'■ I hcre is no cliarii\ in this, and if the city or State is to provide assist- 
ance of this kind to the ])oor, as suggested, the citv or State cannot afford 
to be a party to the scheme. The rich, though sometimes imposed upon, 
may choose their own dentists; the (xwr cannot, and all atv ciitiiled lo the 
equal protection of the law." 

We, for our pari, canm .t l.iii indorse the complete sentiuieiit of the 
Mas.achnseus h,,ard. and in ad-iition uc call u[M-.n all dentists who wish to 
see dentistry continue in its march of progress to oppose and fight this 
denial nurse spectre until it vanishes from the dental horizon, as it well 
deserves.

I greet you Allied Dental Council of Greater N. Y. I for like the 
riRiiijr sun. yoii will not only shed light upon the hitherto unknown, but 
lik.-uis.' iiim-tilatt' lift' iiiio tlie lethargie and complacent part of the 

rdiiiriiiinity yiwi now rcprrsciit. 

You liavi- a <iiftirult task hofyn- \o\i. Imt in unity is strength and 
you will ovtTfomi' nil obstai-lfs in yotir patli. If yon fail, it will lie our 
disgrace and the proffssiou will sink lower, if sui-li a tliintr is |.ossiMr. If 
you succeed you will revolutionize the profession. Your ai-tivity is mani- 
fold, but has been arranged under thnc groups, viz: t'duealion, li nisl;i 
tion and organization. We shall not speak of them in the order as they 
appear in the resolution drawn up at the first meeting of the Dental 
Council, but rather in the order of i-uportanpo, as it appears to na. 

At first glance it seems that the most important work at the outset 
is ortraTii/Htinii, lor nothiiij: ran \u- iltnir hy sr-:n>triit.'.l intUviilunls.^ no 
niatti r liow great tln ir inunhi-r is, Imt in the tirst plae.- the very first 
step towards organization, wliii-li is necessary to mrry on Itie work, has^ 
been already accomplished iu the election of a representative body by the 
constituent societies of the Council; in the second plaoe, organisation 
has a much broader aim than confederation and of this we shall speak 
in a future article. We shall give nw a brief outline of the oonditioiu 
that .'xist in our prof.'ssion, which c:ill for legislative work. 

We havf to rid the .lental profession of the malignant and parasit- 
iral growths before we proee.-d to improve its jrenrral tiealth : we want 
to abolish the conditions which imp -dr our |.rogn ss or at least to im- 
prove them to such extent, where wf can proi-e.d iinlundered in the 
more important work of self-improvement and the education of the pub- 
lie at large. , . 

There WES a time, when "survival of the fittest' waa understood 
ill a dilTerent sense than it is understood now. It practically meant the 
pliysical supi-riority of the "survived" over the "perished." Stronger 
uuiscles, greater enduran<-e. greater eunning, were the supreme factors of 
thriving and producing offsjiring. w'.iilr tliose i'lidowe.l with the above 
enumerated qualities to a lesser degr.-e ami are tliereHHe, weaker in Ibeir 
struggle for existence, have but little elianr-e of thriving and leaving 
posterity and are for the most part doomed to perdition. This is the 
gist of the great biological idea of evolution with its numerous phases 
and ilivisions that has been laid down a half of a century ago by our 
great biological celebrities and has been discussed ever since by greater 
and smaller liglits of our scientific constellation, Xot so is it ufulerstood 
now: the light of recent scientific investigation, sheii upon biological as 
well as social plicnomena. revealed facts which, though far from denying 
the importance of fitness iu the struggle for existence has nevertheless 
changed the entire aspect of evolution by introdncing another factor of 
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not I('Sfi»'r tiiortient— "mutual aid" which is found to be one of tho most 
j.ou. r till la. tors in the life of gregarions animals and still more pou-orfn?

societies, but whom no power in the world can deprive of their rijflil to 
praetiee or of tlieir ad\ i'i'l isiii;.' spare in the news-paprrs ; (lu-Ir rxisti iirr 
can l)r traeed to i^iHnarirr, puic and simple, hut iicvrr lo pii\iTl\, for, 
till' money that thesi' fakirs obtain from their virtinis t-xti-tds.

legal men charge the same for their work— nay, some advertise a $3.00 
crown. 

It folows, therefore, that it is not the price that lures the ]>atient to 
the illetral irnui. What else? Some maintain that tlie patient feels more 
at liome in the offioe of an illetral num. beeanse ibn-e is no neeessity of 
I'ari'-Iakini; of dress, sbe leaves bi-r kitelien and w ilhout improving her 
liabiliiiH'nt. often with her apron on, runs in next door or next house 
for the treatment of her teeth. There are some other unimportant con- 
siderations, but while this may be true in a few instances, it is by no 
means sufficient reason for patronizing the illegal man.

DENTISTRY IN THE TALMUD. 
A Valuable Contribution to the Early History of Dentistry.

trils for tht' free transit nf the air. And it is a u . ll kllM^^ n physinlogieal 
law that siieh disuse induces atrophic degem ration. 'I'hese glands art- 
atrophied or- h\ ]ierihr-ophiei| accordingly either through disuse or niis- 
uso. or astbnia may be caused by complete nasal obstruction ?)tM>PHsitatiug 
mouth-breathing." VoltoUni and Haenisoh have reported cases of natal 
polypi producing asthma, and cure in many cases when these were 
removed. 

Montli liirathing, aa comoid.v nnderstood, means eoniplete diHuse 
ol' ilie nasal passages in respiraiion or that the nasal air-ways arc so 
ot)strueti'd (jrowths or otherwise as to ohlij:<' the snlferer to breathe 
tlirou^rli the moutli. Moiith-l'iealliijii!; usually siijrKests a |)ic1ure of the 
typieal adenoid face with *lie nji-curved short upper lip never meeting its 
lower mate without an effort. The symptoms of the pronounced type of 
mouth-breathing are too well known to call for enumeration here. 

My conception of mouth-breathing differs from the ordinary inter- 
pretation. It is one of finer distinction. Month-breathing, according 
to my view, also means even that wfalch occurs in whistling, sighing 
and y:iwnini,'. siii<.'in^ and laii<rhitig; it is the liabitual antl unconscious 
intake of air- in talking or otli.-rwise. tlir-on-rli lips parleil Imt for a frac- 
tion of a moment, through a space even less than l-l'iii of an in< li.

I have noticed five ditVereut tendeuc-ies in Congress pertaining to 
the trust ([uestion: 

First: There are the stend-patters. They say, "Let well enough 
alone." They are satisfied with conditions. They want no change. They 
are afraid any change would be for the worse as far as their special in- 
trrests are concerned. 

S.-coM<l : Tlii-re is the gnuip repr. s. iii.-d by I'resiilent Talt and his 
rri. rids. 'riiry want to enforce the ."-liiermau Anti-Ti tist Aet. Attornev- 
lini.ra! \V i. kn siiii in really brought suit against the Staniljird Oil Com- 
pany and against the Tobacco Trust, and secured "favorable'* decisions 
from the Supreme Court. Hoth the Standard Oil Company and Tobacco 
Trust wer» "dissolved" into various component parts. The result in 
each case was beneficial to the trusts which now, since they are "dis- 
solved." have really, for the first time in their existei a legal basis 

on wliieli to do Inisim-ss. The ownership of these trusts, of e(^nrs^^ 
rriiiaiiis same as befoi'e. Their lui'tliods are the saMh in i 'lir pi'ofits 
go to III.- sanif persons. Naturally enough llieir stock went up after the 
decision of the Snpi-.-iue Court to dissolve. 

Third : There is the UcLnocratio party, which wants new laws passed 
in order to get back to the iiulividnaltsm of Thomas Jefferson and to 
oorapetition of the old style. That is impossible. These good folks might 
just as well pr<i|>08e the abolition of the railroad and return to the days 
of the old stage-coach. Tlie trust form is tli.- inoil--ni wa\- of il.iing 
business. Ilusiness has learni'<l how to walk and will iir\i r i-r- .'p a(,'Jiin. 

Koiirlli: \V.- iia\i- llie so-eall.-d Progri'ssivi- of tin- l>a Koll. tte typ.'. 
Thi-y mIsIi to ■■r.i.Milaii-" the trnsis. lint regnlafioLi must necessarily 
fail. be<'aus.' the Covei-iirii.'nt .■aiiiioi .'(V.-et ively regulate' anything it does 
not own. Moreover, the trusts naturally will try to appoint directly 
or indirectly the commissioners that are to reg&late them, or to influence 
the commissioners after they have been appointed. It will l» a niatti-r 
of buBinesa with them. If they do not succeed, they will simply appeal 
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to tin- Courts as tli.y liave done is similar oases everywhert?. And tb« 
Courts hav.> to .i.-cid.. by custom and iireocdeiit cstabliahed in eentarieR 
gone by. Regulation is, therefore, bound to fail. 

There nmaizu only one more proposition, and that ia the Socialist 
proposition. It is the uatunil solution of the qneation: namely, the na- 
tional ownership of the tinsts ].y tin' nation. 

Till' SoL-ialists coiitciHl llial .(iniplctc justirt- chm lie ari-(Mii|.lished 
only by tla- c-ollei'tive ownrrsliip ami democratic inanageinent of the 
trusts and otlicr social means of production and distribution. 

I realize that all this cannot be brought about by a single strike — 
by one day's evolution. But I know that all I^ialation, in order to be 
really progressive and wholesome, must move in tiiat direetion. 

You will say — how are yon goinn to evolve the new syatemT How 
are you going to limit it? 

We believe that rvcrytliing that is iiecissar^- for tlu' life of the 
nation, for the enjoyuifiil of everyliody within the nntiou, the nation is 
to own and manatje. Therefore we shall take i»ver the trusts, railroads, 
mines telegraphs, and other monopolies of national sco|>e. 

Everything that is necessary for the life and development of the 
state, the state is to own and mani^. There are eertain business func* 
tions that the state will have to take care of, like interurban lines, for 
instance. 

Everything that is ni'eessary for the life and development of a 01^, 
the city is tn own and manage, not only street cars and light ami heating 
plants," but also abattoirs, pnblie bake ahopa, the distribution of pure 
milk, and so forth. . 

Bverything that the individual can own and manage beat, the indi- 
vidual is to own ami manage. That is simple enough. 

Important ehan^ies are inuninent. We sec the trusts not only doing 
awav with rurnpetilion. hut also asking for government interference and 
for iroveniriieiit retrulation of prices. In other wonU we have the spec- 
tacle of tlir ii iists surrendering' part of their ownei-ship and practically 
offering that part of the ownership to the government. 

Thus the tmats— or at least sonn- of the trusts— are wdlnig to pai-t 
with their ownership because they feel that their business has ceased to 
be private concern. The trusts feel that their busmess has beedme a 
public utility— of the most public and utilitarian sort. 

But the change is also coming from the other aide. ^ 

The great nuijoritv of the people have no interest m keeping up 
the present system. Tin- workinjj class especmlly w bound to become 
revolutionary as a class. „, 

Our workingmen to-day build a few palaces an<l n.an> ho%els. I ht. 
workingmen live in the hovels and the few capitahsts uHIm- palaee.s. 

OnT^vorkingmen in the woolen mills make a small amount of t^ne 
clothes and milHons of yards of shoddy. The workmgmen wear the 
shoddy and the rieh idlers wear tlie fine clothes at^„^i^r— 

In former epochs the ruling Hass was by far abler *nd rtronger- 
physically and mentally. In fonm r years a " 
knd trained and accustomed to warfare, --ould hold m subjection twenty 
times their number of common people. 

The ruline class was also at that time the only claw* that was in 
the i^^J^ JTe w^om of the world-whatever wisdom the world 
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tiHil tiii'ii. Tht> rulio^ clam also liad in iU favor the belief that this 
H.vNtem was Qod ordained, and that anybody defving it was a rebel to 
God.
